This is the first report to Parliament, made in accordance with 
Section 9 of the Medical Care Act and related to operations for the 
fiscal year ended March 31, 1969. 


Historical Background 


The Medical Care Act (14-15 Elizabeth II, Chap. 64) received 
Royal Assent on December 21, 1966. In keeping with a recommendation 
from the Royal Commission on Health Services in 1964, the Act 
establishes a grant-in-aid program whereby the federal government is 
empowered to make a financial contribution to those provinces which 
operate medical care insurance plans meeting certain minimum 
criteria. These criteria are related to comprehensiveness of insured 
services, universality of coverage, portability of benefits and public 
administration. 


Federal financial contributions to participating provinces 
became payable from July 1, 1968 and are based on half of the national 
average per capita cost of insured services, excluding administration, 
multiplied by the average number of insured persons in each province. 


The four main principles embodied in the Act which must char- 
acterize the medical care insurance plan of each participating province 
are: - 


1. Comprehensive coverage for all medically required 
services rendered by a physician or surgeon. There can 
be no dollar limit or exclusions except on the grounds that 
the services were not medically required. The benefit 


coverage must be administered in such a way that there 
will be no financial impediment or preclusion to an insured 
person receiving necessary medical care. Certain 
surgical-dental services by dental surgeons in hospitals 
have been included as benefits. 


2. Universal availability to all eligible residents of a 
participating province on equal terms and conditions and 
covering, in addition, at least ninety percent of the total 
eligible population. This ensures access to coverage by 
all residents and prevents premium discrimination on 
account of previous health, age, non-membership in a 
group or other consideration. At the same time subsidi- 
zation in whole or in part for a low-income group is 
permitted. 


3. Portability of benefits when the beneficiary is temporarily 
absent from his own province and when he is moving from 
one participating province to another. Itis not related to 
employment insurance groups and, consequently, coverage 
is not lost when an individual changes jobs or residence. 


4, Administration on a non-profit basis by a public authority 


which is accountable to the provincial government for its 
financial transactions. 


Medical Care Program 


Because the purpose of the Medical Care Act is to ensure that all 
Canadians can have access to necessary medical care on a prepaid 
basis by authorizing the federal government to provide financial 
assistance to the provinces, a Medical Care Program has been estab- 
lished with three closely related activities: 


1. Administration of the Medical Care Act. 


2. Provision of advisory services to provinces regarding 
various aspects of the provincial medical care insurance 
plans. 


3. Conducting studies and providing technical and professional 
consultative services to the provinces and other appropriate 
bodies in planning for and delivery of medical services and 
on the utilization of medical services. 


Numerous meetings have been held during the year at either the 
elected or official levels with most provinces on an individual basis to 
discuss such matters as cost-estimates, interpretation of the federal 
legislation, proposed provincial legislation and various administrative 
matters connected with the operation of existing and proposed provincial 
medical care insurance plans. In addition, a federal-provincial 
technical conference on studies and statistics related to the Medical 
Care Program was held in September 1968 and attended by officials of 
all governments. This was followed in October by a meeting ofa 
federal-provincial working party to examine the coding of medical 
diagnoses for provincial plans. All provinces were represented at this 
latter meeting either directly or through regional representatives. 


The Directorate has undertaken a number of studies related to 
the economics of medical care including the impact of fee schedules 
and studies designed to improve the effectiveness and efficiency of 
methods of delivery of medical care. It has also co-operated with a 
number of academic and professional bodies in studies undertaken by 
them and has served as a co-ordinator of the three provincial groups 
which are participating in the International Collaborative Study on 
Medical Care Utilization. Members of the Directorate have also 
participated in many meetings, seminars and task forces, both in 
Canada and the United States, related to the field of medical care.

Summary of Provincial Programs 


Based on the experience of other federal-provincial health and 
welfare programs, all provinces are expected to enter the present 
program over a period of two to three years. During the fiscal year 
1968-69, British Columbia and Saskatchewan introduced acceptable 
provincial medical care insurance plans which entitled them to 
commence receiving federal financial support under the provisions of 
the Medical Care Act from July 1, 1968, the date on which the federal 
financial contribution to the provinces became available. 


The Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Plan 


The public authority responsible for the administration of the 
Saskatchewan plan consists of the provincial Minister of Public Health; 
the Board of Health Region Number 1, Swift Current; the Saskatchewan 
Anti- Tuberculosis League; the Saskatchewan Cancer Commission; and 
the Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Commission. All of the 
agencies represented in the public authority were previously independent 
and administered their respective benefit programs with varying 
policies and residency requirements. The qualifying Saskatchewan 
Medical Care Insurance Plan differs somewhat from the original 
Saskatchewan medicare plan introduced in 1962. The new plan includes 
benefits previously provided under a variety of separate programs or 
agencies including the Medical Care Insurance Commission, the Swift 
Current Health Region Number 1, the Cancer Control Commission, 
the Saskatchewan Anti- Tuberculosis League and the Provincial 
Department of Public Health. The range of benefits provided by these 
previously separate programs or agencies have been expanded where 
necessary to conform with the requirements of the federal legislation 
and residency requirements have been standardized. The premiums 
charged and rates of payment to medical practitioners have also been 
standardized between the Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance 
Commission and Swift Current plans. 


There are two approved health agencies in the province which, 
in addition to other insurance activities, are permitted to actasa 
"post office" in the processing of claims if the attending physician is 
affiliated with the agency and the patient is a subscriber to the agency.

Under these circumstances, the physician may submit his account to 
the agency which submits the bill to, and receives payment from, the 
Medical Care Insurance Cammission, then forwards payment to the 
physician. An approved health agency may make advanced payments 
in respect of insured services rendered prior to payment being 
received from the Commission but the total payments made must not 
be in excess of the sums paid and the sums owing by the Commission 
in respect of the insured services rendered by the particular physician 
during any period of twelve months or other period agreed to by the 
Commission and the approved health agency. Other insured persons 
in the province may submit their medical bills directly to the Commission 
for reimbursement or the attending physician may bill the Commission 
directly. | 


In April 1968, the Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Com- 
mission introduced utilization charges applicable to doctors' visits 
other than those involving special procedures and visits to patients in 
hospital. Utilization charges had previously been a feature of the 
Swift Current Plan but not of the provincial Medical Care Insurance 
Plan. Patients are liable to pay $1.50 toward the cost of a doctor's 
office visit and $2.00 in the case of a house call or hospital out-patient 
department visit except that: 


a) the province pays the utilization charge on behalf of 
those in receipt of public assistance; 


b) the province pays the utilization charge on behalf of 
those receiving more or less statutory benefits such 
as cancer, tuberculosis or mental hospital care; 


c) any resident may apply for special assistance in meeting 
the charge should his circumstances require it. Also 
doctors and hospitals are encouraged to report to the 
provincial authorities patients not in receipt of public 
assistance, who might be expected to be embarrassed 
by the charge. 


The Saskatchewan plan is a compulsory premium plan with the 
premium set to cover approximately 20% of the cost, and subsidized 
at this level from general revenues, a special tax as well as by the 
utilization charge. Coverage is contingent, however, on the required 
premium having been paid or responsibility for the payment of the 
premium having been assumed by the provincial government. While 
there is no scaled subsidy toward the premium based on income as in

British Columbia, persons in receipt of public assistance have the 
premium paid on their behalf by the provincial Welfare Department. 
There is a conjoined premium covering both Hospital Insurance and 
Medicare with the "medicare" portion of this conjoined premium being:

Family «$24. 00/year 


Annual family limits of $180 for the medical and ho spitalization 
utilization fees were introduced in 1969 to ensure that they do not cause 
undue hardship in any family. 


The patient has free choice of physician and a physician may decide 
not to participate in the plan without his patient losing entitlement to 
benefits. 


The provincial plan includes an optometric benefit towards the 
cost of which the federal government does not contribute. 


The British Columbia Medical Services Plan 


In British Columbia, a Commission, comprising three members 
appointed by the Lieutenant Governor in Council, functions as the public 
authority responsible for the operation of the provincial medical care 
insurance plan. The Commissioners include a nominee of the British 
Columbia Medical Association. The provincial authority markets its 
contract through a number of previously independent non-profit insurance 
agencies (which are licensed to sell additional benefits over and above 
the basic provincial plan, either separately or as a package connected 
with the governmental contract) and through the British Columbia Medical 
Plan, a governmental agency. All claims are processed by the provincial 
authority and paid by it. 


The approved carriers limit their services under the plan to group 
coverage. Premiums collected by them on behalf of the governmental 
contract must be remitted to the province. Irrespective of which agency 
the subscriber enrols with, his insurance contract is with the Province 
of British Columbia and it is the provincial authority which processes 
the doctors' accounts and makes payment on the claims. 


The British Columbia Medical Services Plan is a voluntary 
premium plan. Coverage is contingent upon the required premiums 
having been paid with coverage ceasing when the premium is 15 days 
in default. Subsidies are available towards the cost of the premiums 
for persons in certain income brackets if they have been permanent 
residents of the province for the 12 consecutive months immediately 
prior to application. The following premiums are charged to insured 
persons:

Full premiums are paid on behalf of persons who qualify for 
social assistance. 


The patient has free choice of physician and a physician may "opt 
out" of participation in the plan without his patient losing entitlement 
to benefits. 


When an insured person is temporarily visiting or travelling outside 
the province, the provincial plan restricts the insured services to those, 
which he would otherwise be entitled to, resulting from unexpected 
illness or injury. Elective services when an insured person is tempo- 
rarily outside the province require prior approval from the Commission 
before payment of benefit coverage will be considered. 


Additional benefits, towards the cost of which the federal govern- 
ment is not contributing, are included in the British Columbia plan. 
These additional benefits include the services of optometrists, 
chiropractors, naturopaths, osteopaths, physiotherapists, podiatrists, 
Red Cross nurses, special nurses and V.O.N. nurses and orthoptic 
treatment, all on a limited basis. 
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Number of Insured Persons 


The methods for determining the number of insured persons ina 
province differ, since the method used by a province to finance the 
provincial share of costs has a direct bearing on the availability of an 
actual count of insured persons. In both Saskatchewan and British 
Columbia insured persons are registered and identification certificates 
are provided. 


The Medical Care Act defines "population" to mean population of 
the province on the first day of October in that fiscal year as certified 
by the Dominion Statistician, after excluding members of the Canadian 
Forces, Royal Canadian Mounted Police and persons serving a term 
of imprisonment in a penitentiary as defined in the Penitentiary Act. 
The exclusions amount to some 0.6% of the total population and this 
percentage is deducted from the net population of each province for 
the purpose of calculating the eligible population. 


Exclusions from Insured Services 


Insurable residents of a participating province who are eligible 
and entitled to receive insured services under any other Act of the 
Parliament of Canada or under any law of a province relating to 
Workmen's Compensation are not entitled to benefits under the Medical 
Care Act. For example, war veterans entitled to medical care under 
other federal legislation are excluded from the benefit coverage of the 
Medical Care Act insofar as their compensable disability is concerned.

Formula for Federal Contributions 


The amount of the federal contributions to the provinces is 
calculated on the basis of a formula contained in the Medical Care Act. 
It has been designed in such a way as to provide greater federal assist- 
ance to those provinces in which the per capita cost of medical care is 


lower and to provide for an equitable federal contribution to the 
provinces, having regard to the considerable variation in the per 
capita costs between the provinces. 


The annual federal contribution to each participating province 
equals fifty percent of the per capita cost for the year of all insured 
services of the national program which are furnished pursuant to the 
medical care insurance plans of the participating provinces multiplied 
by the average for the year of the number of insured persons in the 
province at the end of each month in the year. The per capita cost for 
a year of all insured services of the national program is an amount 
equal to the aggregate of the cost of the insured services of the national 
program which are incurred by each of the participating provinces 
divided by the aggregate of the averages for the year of the number of 
insured persons in each of the participating provinces at the end of each 
month in the year. 


Since the federal contribution is calculated on an annual basis, the 
Medical Care Act provides for advances on account of contributions, so 
that the provinces are not required to wait for reimbursement of the 
amounts which they are required to pay to doctors on a continuing basis. 
In order to expedite the payment of advances and, at the same time, to 
forestall the likelihood of a major financial adjustment after the end of 
each fiscal year, the formula which is used for the calculation of the 
advance payments provides for a ten percent holdback of the amount due 
to the province. The formula for the advance payments, therefore, 
differs from the formula for the annual contribution in that forty-five 


percent of the national per capita cost is paid to the provinces as advances 
on account of contributions. 


The remaining five percent of the national per capita cost multi- 
plied by the average number of insured persons in a province, plus or 
minus adjustment to actual costs, is paid to provinces following receipt 
of final cost reports from all participating provinces signed by their 
respective provincial authorities and certified by the provincial auditors. 


Federal Payments 
During the year under review, payments to the provinces consisted 
of the regular monthly advance payments based on the estimates sub- 


mitted before July 1, 1968. During this first year there were no 
payments of ''final contributions", 
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Table C shows the calculation of monthly advance payments for 
1968-69. Table D shows the calculation of federal contributions based 
on actual cost of the medical care plans of Saskatchewan and British 
Columbia. It should be noted that the difference between the federal 
contributions with respect to 1968-69 and the federal advances actually 
made during the fiscal year 1968-69 will be paid or adjusted in the 
fiscal year 1969-70.

3. Conducting studies and providing technical and professional 
consultative services to the provinces and other appropriate 
bodies in planning for and delivery of medical services and 
on the utilization of medical services. 


A federal-provincial technical meeting on Medical Care was held in 
Ottawa on November 27-28, 1969. This meeting was attended by representatives 
from all provinces and was called primarily to consider cost control in the 
operation of provincial medical care insurance plans, exchange of information 
on provincial plans and the submission of estimates. Numerous meetings were 
held during the year at either the elected or official levels with provincial 
authorities responsible for the plans in effect during the year as well as 
with the health authorities of those provinces which had not yet int roduced 
their qualifying plans. 


The Directorate continued its program of studies related to the 
economics of medical care as well as its co-ordinating role for the three 
provincial groups participating in the International Collaborative Study 
on Medical Care Utilization. Directorate officers also served on the 
federal-provincial Committee on Costs of Health Services, its Secretariat 
and the related Task Forces on Methods of Delivery of Medical Care and 
Price of Medical Care. Members of the Directorate also attended professional 
association meetings and symposia, both in Canada and the United States, to 
exchange information and views with others involved in the field of medical 
care insurance. Discussions were also held with representatives of foreign 
governments interested in Canadian developments. 


Provincial participation 


The first priority remains to get the basic program clearly established 
for all provinces. British Columbia and Saskatchewan continued to participate, 
having introduced their qualifying provincial medical care insurance plans on 
July 1, 1968. Five other provinces introduced plans which enabled them to 
qualify for federal financial support under the provisions of the Medical Care 

-Act, with effect from the dates indicated. 


Newfoundland - April 1, 1969 
Nova Scotia - April 1, 1969 
Manitoba - April 1, 1969 
Alberta - July 1, 1969 
Ontario - October 1, 1969 
With the introduction of the Ontario plan, some 14 million Canadians 


were covered by the qualifying provincial plans. 


Towards the end of the fiscal year, Quebec, New Brunswick and Prince 
Edward Island announced their intentions to introduce medical care insurance 
plans by January 1, 1971. Thus it is expected that all provinces will be 
included in the national program within a similar period as occurred at the 
commencement of the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Program.

Summary of Provincial Medical Care Insurance Plans 


Table A summarizes the provincial medical care insurance plans as 
of March 31, 1970. No major changes occurred in the Saskatchewan Medical Care 
Insurance Plan and the British Columbia Medical Services Plan during this 
fiscal year and a detailed description of both plans will be found in the 
first annual report. 


Medical Care Plan, Newfoundland 


A Medical Care Commission is the public authority responsible to the 
provincial Minister of Health for the Medical Care Plan (MCP) in Newfoundland 
into which the former Children's Health Service and the Cottage Hospital 
Medical Care Plan were absorbed. The provincial plan is a non-premium plan 
which is funded from provincial revenues and covers all eligible residents of 
the province who, however, are required to register. No special provisions 
are required therefore for those with limited incomes. New residents 
entering the province from another participating province or territory are 
subject to a waiting period of 3 months before being eligible for benefits 
but otherwise there is no waiting period. 


The patient has free choice of physician and physicians may opt out 
of participation in the provincial plan without their patients losing their 
entitlement to insured benefits payable by the plan. If a non-participating 
physician wishes to reserve the right to charge an amount in excess of that 
payable by the Commission, he is obliged to ensure that the beneficiary is 
informed in advance. A participating specialist, subject to similar conditions, 
may charge a non-referred patient the differential, if any, between the plan 
payment and what he would otherwise receive in respect of his services if the 
patient had been referred to him by another physician. 


The benefit coverage of the provincial plan is limited to the insured 
services of the national program, namely, comprehensive coverage for the 
medically required services of medical practitioners and certain surgical- 
dental services undertaken by dental surgeons in hospital.

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Medical Services Insurance, Nova Scotia 


The medical care insurance plan in Nova Scotia, called Medical Services 
Insurance (MSI) is operated by a conjoint public authority, consisting of the. 
Medical Care Insurance Commission and Maritime Medical Care Incorporated, 
responsible to the provincial Minister of Public Health. Maritime Medical 
Care Incorporated is a doctor=sponsored prepayment agency and it is 
authorized to act on a non-profit basis as the administrative arm of the 
public authority, undertaking the registration of insured residents and the 
payment of claims for insured services at the level authorized by the plan. 
The Corporation is nevertheless permitted privately to continue or expand its 
coverage of services which are not insured services under the provincial plan. 


Medical Services Insurance is a non-premium plan covering all eligible 
residents and funded from provincial general revenues. All residents are 
required to:be registered with the provincial plan but eligibility for 
benefits does not depend upon prior registration as provision is made for 
unregistered persons to be registered retroactively, if bona fide residents, 
on receipt of claims for insured services. No special provisions are 
required, therefore, for the coverage of those with limited incomes. 
Entitlement to insured services is contingent upon an otherwise eligible 
resident having been a resident of the province for not less than 3 months 
immediately before the insured services are received. 


The patient has free choice of physician and physicians may opt out 
of participation in the plan without their patients losing entitlement to 
benefits. A non-participating physician is not entitled to make any charge 
to an insured resident for an insured service unless the resident is informed 
in advance that the physician is not participating in the plan. Any physician 
may charge an insured resident more than the tariff payable by the Commission 
with respect to his services if the resident is given reasonable notice of his 
intention to charge a greater amount and the resident or some other person 
acting on his behalf, consents in writing to the extra charge. The amount of 
the extra charge must be made known to the Commission. 


The insured services of Medical Services Insurance in Nova Scotia 
are those of the national program. 


The Manitoba Health Plan 


The Manitoba Health Services Insurance Corporation is responsible to 
the provincial Minister of Health and Social Services for administration of 
the Manitoba Health Plan. Manitoba Medical Services, a previously existing 
doctor-sponsored insuring agency,was retained by the Corporation in the role 
of an administrative agent. 


The Manitoba plan is a compulsory plan which is funded from provincial 
general revenues and premiums which are collected by the Manitoba Hospital 
Commission under a common billing arrangement. Initially the premiums 
were $4.90 (single) and $9.80 (family of 2 or more) per month but these were 
reduced to a more nominal level of $0.55 (single) and $1.10 (family of 2 or 
more) per month effective November 1, 1969. Entitlement to insured services 
is not linked to payment of premium and each resident is an insured person, 
subject to a waiting period of 3 months immediately following arrival in 
Manitoba if from another participating province or territory. However, in 
the case of landed immigrants and persons assuming residence in Manitoba from 
a non-participating province or territory, coverage is immediate. 


When the plan was introduced on April 1, 1969, the Corporation 
required that patients temporarily absent from the province obtain prior 
approval from the Corporation before payment of benefits would be considered. 
This restriction was removed on October 29, 1969. 


Recipients of public assistance and others in a similar category are 
exempt from the payment of premiums. There are no intermediate subsidy 
‘levels provided with respect to the premium structure. 


Each patient has a free choice of physician. Physicians may decide not 
to participate in the plan without their patients losing entitlement to 
benefits. Participating physicians accept plan payment as payment in full for 
their services and are not permitted to charge or to collect fees from insured 
residents in excess of the benefits payable by the plan. A non-participating 
physician must provide an insured person with reasonable notice that his fees 
will be collected directly rather than through the plan. 


The benefit coverage of the Manitoba plan initially consisted of the 
benefits of the federal program. Limited optometric and chiropractic benefits 
were added as benefits from July |, 1969. 


The Alberta Health Care Insurance Plan 


The medical care insurance plan in Alberta is administered by the 
Alberta Health Care Insurance Commission which is responsible to the 
provincial Minister of Health. The plan provides benefit coverage to al] 
eligible residents with the benefit entitlement not being contingent upon the 
payment of premiums. All eligible residents, however, are required to be 
registered with the Commission and payment of benefits may be deferred until 
registration is completed. Coverage is not provided for services:which a new 
resident is eligible to receive from the plan of another participating province 
and with this exception no other waiting period has been prescribed. Thus, 
immigrants are eligible for first day coverage. 


The plan is financed in part by means of a compulsory premium system. 
The regular premium charged is at the rate of $5.00 (single) and $10.00 
(family of 2 or more) per month. The province pays the premiums on behalf 
of persons in receipt of social assistance. In addition, other residents with 
limited income may receive a 50% subsidy towards the cost of their premiums if 


their taxable income in the previous year was not over $500. Some three 
months after the provincial plan was introduced, provision was also made 

by the provincial government to pay an appropriate subsidy, total or partial, 
on behalf of those for whom the regular premiums would cause demonstrable 
financial hardship. 


Medical practitioners are not required to make a choice of dealing 
directly with the provincial plan for all of their insured patients or 
opting out for all of their patients. In this respect the plan is quite 
different from those of other participating provinces with the exception of 
Ontario. The patient has a free choice of doctor and the doctor in Alberta 
is quite free to bill the plan or the patient or both and he can bill the 
patient for more than the level of benefit payable by the plan in respect of 
his services provided an agreement or arrangement is made regarding his 
remuneration before the services are rendered. 


The provincial plan provides coverage for other health services beyond 
the scope of the national program including some additional dental services 
rendered in private offices and the services of optometrists, osteopaths, 
chiropractors and podiatrists as well as podiatric appliances, on a limited 
basis. 


Towards the end of the fiscal year it was announced by the provincial 
government that the administrative and financial arrangements for the 
provincial hospital and medical care insurance plans would undergo. substantial 
revision with effect from July Il’, 1970. 


The Health Services Insurance Plan of Ontario (OHSIP 


The provincial authority responsible for the medical care insurance 
plan in Ontario is the provincial Minister of Health. The plan is 
administered through the Department of Health, the Health Insurance Registration 
Board (which is responsible for determining eligibility and the collection of 
premiums for both the provincial hospital and medical care insurance plans) 
and a Health Services Insurance Council (which serves in an advisory role to 
the Minister). 


The premium structure, provisions for premium system, the benefit 
coverage and the central administering agency of the provincial plan are the 
same as those for the previous Ontario Medical Services Insurance Plan (OMSIP). 
Participation in the Ontario plan is on a voluntary basis except in the case 
of employee groups of 15 or more persons who are residents of Ontario. 
Provision is made for the voluntary creation of a mandatory group in the case 
of 5-14 employees and an organization of 5 or more persons may apply to become 
a collector's group. 


The standard coverage of the provincial plan on a non-profit basis at 
rates which are uniform for all residents of Ontario may be obtained either 
from the Ontario Health Services Insurance Plan (an agency of the Department 
of Health known more commonly as OHSIP) or through designated agents of the 
provincial plan. The provincial plan has made as much use as possible of 


pre-existing health insurance resources and in involving commercial insurance 
companies in an agency role, the provincial plan differs from those of all 
other provinces. Private insurance firms which chose to participate in the 
provincial plan have been allowed to enrol their pre-medicare subscribers 

and to collect premiums on behalf of the provincial plan. OHSIP absorbed 
subscribers of carriers who were not interested in remaining in the field as 
well as continuing to make coverage available for those covered by OMSIP 
together with new pay-direct subscribers. The designated agents are 
responsible for enrollment, billing and, in some cases, claims payment after 
certification by a provincial official. The agents are described respectively 
as service agents and full-function agents according to the roles which they play. 


Normally there is a waiting period before an eligible resident can 
become an insured person which lasts until the first day of the third month 
after eligibility is confirmed, provided the first premium payment is paid 
by that time. New residents in mandatory groups however commence payment of 
premiums with the next group remittance. Immigrants are entitled to apply 
for the benefit coverage within three months of arrival without any waiting 
period being imposed. 


The regular monthly rate of premiums are $5.90 (single), $11.80 
(couple) and $14.75 (family of 3 or more). Provision is made for total or 
partial assistance towards the cost of premiums for persons with | imited 
incomes who have resided in Ontario for at least 12 months preceding appl i- 
cation on the basis of 100% subsidy for those with no taxable income in the 
previous year, 60% subsidy in the case of families of 3 or more with taxable 
income of $1,300 or less, and 50% subsidy for single persons and couples with 
taxable income of $500 and $1,000 or less, respectively. Social assistance 
recipients automatically qualify for total premium assistance and temporary 
assistance is available for any insured person who is unable to continue 
payment of premiums due to unemployment, illness, disability or financial 
hardship. 


Freedom of choice is provided for patients and physicians. Unlike 
the plans of most other provinces the doctor is not required to make a choice 
between participating in the provincial plan for all insured patients and 


non=participating, in which case he would only be allowed to bill his 
patients who in turn receive their benefits from the plan. Thus the doctor 
may bill the plan, bill the patient or bill both as he chooses. However, 


when he intends to charge the insured person an amount more than is payable 
by the plan for the insured service he must advise the patient of this prior 
to rendering the service. 


The benefit coverage of the provincial plan included during fiscal 
1970-71 certain optometric benefits. 


Number of Insured Persons 


The methods for determining the number of insured persons in a province 
differ, since the method used by a province to finance the provincial share 
of costs has a direct bearing on the availability of an actual count of insured 
persons. Thus in some provinces the number of insured persons is estimated 
from the provincial population as defined in the Medical Care Act and in other 
cases the number of insured persons is based on a more precise determination. 


The Medical Care Act defines ''population'' to mean the population 
of the province on the first day of October in that fiscal year as certified 
by the Dominion Statistician, after excluding members of the Canadian Forces, 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police and persons serving a term of imprisonment in 
a penitentiary as defined in the Penitentiary Act. The exclusions amount to 
some 0.6% of the total population, 


Exclusions from Insured Services 


insurable residents of a participating province who are eligible 
and entitled to receive insured services under any other Act of the 
Parliament of Canada or under any law of a province relating to Workmen's 
Compensation are not entitled to benefits under the Medical Care Act. For 
example, war veterans entitled to medical care under other federal legislation 
are excluded from the benefit coverage of the Medical Care Act insofar as 
their compensable disability is concerned. The relevant federal statutes are. 
as follows:-

Table B shows by province the estimated average number of insured 
persons as reported for purposes of advanced payments, the advance estimate 
of net population as of October 31, 1969 as certified by the Dominion 
Statistician and the percentage of insured persons to total net population 
for the fiscal year under review. 


Table C shows, by province, the average number of insured persons 
determined by the provinces following the end of the fiscal year under 
-review, the ''net'' population as of October |, 1969 and the percentage of 
persons actually insured. 
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Formula for Federal Contributions 


The amount of the federal contributions to the provinces is calculated 
on the basis of a formula contained in the Medical Care Act. It has been 
designed in such a way as to provide greater federal assistance to those 
provinces in which the per capita cost of medical care is lower and to 
provide for an equitable federal contribution to the provinces, having 
regard to the considerable variation in the per capita costs between the 
provinces. 


The annual federal contribution to each participating province equals 
fifty percent of the per capita cost for the year of all insured services of 
the natianal program which are furnished pursuant to the medical care insurance 
plans of the participating provinces multiplied by the average for the year of 
the number of insured persons in the province at the end of each month in the 
year. The per capita cost for a year of all insured services of the national 
program is an amount equal to the aggregate of the cost of the insured 
services of the national program which are incurred by each of the 
participating provinces divided by the aggregate of the averages for the 
year of the number of insured persons in each of the participating provinces 
at the end of each month in the year. 


Since the federal contribution is calculated on an annual basis, the 
Medical Care Act provides for advances on account of ‘contributions, so that 
the provinces are not required to wait for reimbursement of the amounts 
which they are required to pay to doctors on a continuing basis. In order 
to expedite the payment of advances and, at the same time, to forestall the 
likelihood of a major financial adjustment after the end of each fiscal 
year, the formula which is used for the calculation of the advance payments 
provides for a ten percent holdback of the amount due to the province. 

The formula for the advance payments, therefore, differs from the formula 
for the annual contribution in that forty-five percent of the estimated 
national per capita cost is paid to the provinces as advances on account of 
contributions. 


The remaining five percent of the national per capita cost multiplied 
by the average number of insured persons in a province, plus or minus 
adjustment to actual costs, is paid to provinces following receipt of final 
cost reports from all participating provinces signed by their respective 
provincial authorities and certified by the provincial auditors. 


Federal Payments 


During the year under review, payments to the provinces consisted of 
the regular monthly advance payments, based on the estimates submitted before 
April 1, 1969 and final payments in respect of those provinces which 
participated in the 1968-69 fiscal year. 


Financial experience 


For the second consecutive year the program has operated below 
estimates with respect to the participating provinces. The estimated 
federal financial contributions to these provinces in respect of their 
medical care insurance plans were $196.6 million and actual expenditures 
were under $188.4 million. 


Tables DI-D4 show the calculation of the monthly advance payments 
for 1969-70 and total payments made in that year. Tables El and E2 show 
the difference between the actual and estimated costs of the seven 
participating plans. It should be noted that the difference between the 
federal contributions with respect to 1969-70 and the federal advances 
actually made during the fiscal year 1969-70 will be paid or adjusted in 
the fiscal year 1970-71.

This is the third report to Parliament, made in accordance 
With Section 9 of the Medical Care Act and related to Operations 
for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1971. 


Hest 0x i cal Background 


The Medical Care Act (14-15 Elizabeth II, Chap. 64) received 
Royal Assent on December 21, 1966. In keeping with a recommendation 
from the Royal Commission on Health Services in 1964, the Act 
establishes a grant-in-aid program whereby the federal government 
is empowered to make a financial contribution to those provinces 
which operate medical care insurance plans meeting certain minimum 
criteria. These criteria are related to comprehensiveness of 
insured services, universality of coverage, portability of benefits 
and public administration. 


Federal financial contributions to participating provinces 
became payable from July 1, 1968 and are based on half of the 
national average per capita cost of the insured services of the 
national program, excluding administration, multiplied by the 
average number of insured persons in each province. By the end 
of the fiscal year all provinces were participating in the program 
and the Northwest Territories has completed preparations for its 
plan to commence on April 1, 1971. The Yukon Territory is 
expected to have its plan in effect by April 1, 1972. 


The four main principles embodied in the Act which must © 
characterize the medical care insurance plan of each participating 
province are:- 


1. Comprehensive coverage for all medically required 
services rendered by a physician or surgeon. There 
can be no dollar limit or exclusions except on the 
grounds that the services were not medically required. 
The benefit coverage must be administered in such a 
way that there will be no financial impediment or 
preclusion to an insured person receiving necessary 
medical care. Certain surgical-dental services rendered 
by dental surgeons in hospitals have been included as 
benetzes, from July. 1, 1968. 


2. Universal availability to all eligible residents of a 
participating province on equal terms and conditions 
and covering, in addition, at least ninety percent 
of the total eligible population (and 95% during the 
year commencing April 1, 1971). This ensures access 
to coverage by all residents and prevents premium 
discrimination on account of previous health, age, 
non-membership in a group or other consideration. At 
the same time subsidization in whole or in part for 
low-income groups is permitted, if a plan is financed 
by means of a premium system. 


3. Portability of benefits when the beneficiary is tempo- _ 
Tarily absent from his own province and when he is moving 
from one participating province to another. It is not 
related to employment insurance groups and, consequently, 


coverage is not lost when in individual changes jobs or 
Res idence: 


4, Administration on a non-profit basis by a public authorit: 
which is accountable to the provincial government for 
its financial transactions. 


Medical Care Program 


Because the purpose of the Medical Care Act is to ensure that 
all Canadians can have access to necessary medical care on a prepaid 
basis by authorizing the federal government to provide financial 
assistance to the provinces, a Medical Care Program has been 
established with three closely related activities: 


1. Administration: of the Medical Care Act. 


2. Provision of advisory services to provinces regarding 
various aspects of the provincial medical care 
insurance plans. 


3. Conducting studies and providing technical and pro- 
fessional consultative services to the provinces and 
other appropriate bodies in planning for and delivery 
of medical services and on the utilization of medical 
Ser Vices. 


A federal-provincial technical meeting on medical care was 
held in Ottawa, on April 15, 1970, attended by representatives fromm

In keeping with recommendations of the Committee on Costs 
of Health Services, a technical committee to produce uniform 
preambles, nomenclature and format to the various physicians’ 
fee schedules was established and held its first meeting in 
Ottawa on March 22-23, 1971 under the auspices of the Medical 
Care Directorate. Regional representation from provincial 
medical associations and medical care insurance plans are included 
in the membership of this committee. 


Urticers fron- the Directorate “visited officials. of all 
provincial plans on various occasions during the year. In 
addition, an officer from the Directorate was a member of a team 
of senior officials which visited each province on two occasions 
during the year to discuss with provincial officials possible 
solutions and detailed administrative procedures whereby problems 
of eligibility and portability experienced by some residents of 
Canada in obtaining continuing coverage from provincial hospital 
and medical care insurance plans when moving between provinces 
could be resolved. This was consequent upon a decision made at 
Pie, 150" Conterence of Ministers of Health that the federal 
government be requested ‘to’ act aS a neutral third party in 
suggesting ways of resolving the problem. Based on the findings 
of this team, the federal and provincial Ministers of Health 
reached agreement on basic principles for improving existing 
coverage and to work towards their implementation. The Direc- 
torate was also represented on the Implementation and Steering 
Committee charged with establishing priorities amongst the 
recommendations of the Committee on Costs of Health Services. 


The Directorate continued its program of studies related 
to the economics of medical care and distributed much cost and 
utilization data to the provincial medical associations and 
corresponding provincial medical care insurance plans. Its 
co-ordinating role for the three provincial groups participating 
in the International Collaborative Study on Medical Care Utilization 
continued. 


The practice of exchanging information and views with coun- 
terparts was continued by the Directorate staff through attendance 
at professional association meetings and symposia, both in Canada 
and the United States, and through discussions with representatives 
of foreign governments interested in Canadian developments in 
the field of medical care insurance. 


Provincial participation 


Quebec, Prince Edward Island and New Brunswick introduced 
medical care insurance plans in fiscal 1970-71 which qualified 
the provinces to receive federal financial support in respect of 
these plans under the Medical Care Act. The other provinces had

Summary of Provincial Medical Care Insurance Plans 


Table A summarizes the provincial medical care insurance 
plans’ as* of’ March’ 31,°1971:.."°"Detarled descriptions of ene 
provincial plans which were implemented prior to April 1, 1970 
will be found in previous annual reports and are still valid, 
with the exception of the following indicated changes. 


The Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Plan 


Orthodontic services provided by a dentist for the care 
of cleft palate, where the beneficiary has been referred to 
that dentist by a physician or another dentist, were included 
as an extra benefit from October, 1970. 


The British Columbia Medical Services Plan 

The number of licensed carriers which sell the government 
contract has been reduced to three, the British Columbia 
Medical Plan (a governmental agency) and two non-profit plans 
which are limited to the provision of group coverage. 

The British Columbia government reduced the non-cost-shared 
extra benefits of the provincial plan in 1970 to curb rising health 
Cares Costs). 

Medical Care Plan, Newfoundland 


The description of the Medical Care Plan which was included 


in the Annual Report for the previous fiscal year remains unchanged. 


Plan payment is generally based on 90% of the 1967 
Schedule of Fees of the Newfoundland Medical Association, as 
amended. It is of interest to report that the provincial 
government and the medical association entered an agreement in 
March 71 to regulate plan payments to individual doctors using 
as a basis a system of gross income limits and additional 
proration for plan payments beyond these limits. The agreement 
became effective on April 1, 1971 and was to be terminated 
upon the adoption of a new and mutually acceptable fee schedule.

The provincial medical and hospital insurance plans were 
amalgamated under one public authority by virtue of legislation 
assented to on July 27, 1970 and proclaimed on October 50597 OF

Services Insurance Plan. The new public authority, known as the 
Manitoba Health Services Commission, replaced the Manitoba Health 
Services Insurance Corporation. The

The Alberta Health Care Insurance Plan 


Major revisions were made in the Alberta Health Care 
Insurance Plan and in the Alberta Hospitalization Benefits Plan 
Mic C1 itech eromeduly eh; 1970; 


A conjoint premium is now being charged for medical care 
and hospital insurance. Eligibility for hospital insurance depends 
on medical care insurance status. The new regular premium rate 
per month is $5.75 for a single subscriber and $11.50 for a 
family of two or more persons. Social assistance recipients 
are not required to pay premiums and scaled subsidies are 
available for other persons with limited incomes. The previous 
regular premium rates for medical care insurance were $5.00 and 
$10.00 respectively. In addition, under the Alberta Hospitaliza- 
tion Benefits plan there used to be a daily co-insurance charge 
of $2.50 per day in active treatment hospitals. These utilization 
charges have been eliminated but a $5.00 registration has been 
introduced as a charge upon admission to hospital (nil for newborns). 


The plan continues to cover all eligible residents with 
eligibility being based on residency status. Registration is 
mandatory and there is provision for the registration of any 
resident who has failed to register when insured services or 
insured hospital services are received by the resident or his 
family. 


The plan now permits a resident who is not a dependent and 
who is registered and is not in default of premiums, to opt 
out of the plan and the provincial Hospitalization Benefits Plan 
on a yearly basis if his application is received prior to July l. 
An approved application is valid for the year July 1 - June 30 
and during this period the resident is not liable for premiums 
and he and his family, if any, are not eligible for benefits of 
the provincial plans. Options affecting approximately 450 
individuals out of more than 1,600,000 were made pursuant to 
this provision during the fiscal year. 


The range of additional benefits, towards the cost of which 
the federal government is not contributing, have been continued. 
These include some office dental services and limited optometric, 
chiropractic, podiatric and osteopathic services, and appliances 
provided by podiatrists. 


Since July 1, 1970 the Commission also makes available to 
paid up, registered residents who are unable to obtain Blue Cross 
coverage on a group subscriber plan, an optional health services 
contract (for hospital differential charges for preferred 
accommodation, ambulance services, drugs, appliances, home nursing 
care, naturopathic services, clinical psychological services 


and dental care needed because of an accident or injury) at 
subsidized rates of $2.00 per month for a single subscriber and 
$4.00 per month for a family of two or more persons. The optional 
coverage is available at reduced premiums for those with limited 
incomes. 


The Health Services Insurance Plan of Ontario (OHSIP) 


The only change in the Bae ae of the Ontario plan 
which was included in last year's annual report has been in regard 
to extra benefits. The services of chiropractors, osteopaths and 
podiatrists have been added, on a limited basis, to the optometric 
benefits which have been provided from the commencement of the 
provincial plan. These additional benefits were introduced with 
efféectetzsomedudyals 1970- 


In October 1970, the provincial government announced a 
proposed reorganization of the provincial medical care and hospital 
insurance plans. The intention is to integrate OHSIP and the 
Ontario Hospital Services Commission plan with a new Ontario 
Health Insurance Commission being responsible for administering 
the integrated health insurance program from July 1972. A single 
health insurance premium structure would come into effect at that 
time. The use of private insurance carriers as designated agents 
of the provincial medicare plan will be phased out in the interim. 


The Health Insurance Plan of Quebec 


The Quebec Health Insurance Board, an agency of the 
provincial government, is the public authority which is reenons ia 
tortheyMinister;, of: Soctal Affairs forg thesadministrataen of the 
provincial Health Insurance Plan. 


Theaplan covers alli.cdigablesresidents Ofethes provinces 
There are no premiums and the plan is financed by a provincial 
income tax surcharge and by special employer contributions. The 
provincial Minister of ?Revenuetis responsablegior) the, collection 
of these funds and remitting them to the Board. 


The provincial income tax surcharge requires married 
persons with a net income exceeding $4,000 and single persons 
with a net income exceeding $2,000 to contribute 0;'8%a,0f their 
net income for this purpose. The maximum annual contribution 
is $125.00 for tax-paying employees who derive at least three- 
quarters of their incomes from their salaries or wages and $200.00 
in other cases. Employers are required to contribute 0.8% of 
their payrolls. 


All residents who are eligible for insured services must 
be registered with the Board. Each insured person is issued with 
a plastic registration card which must be presented to the pro- 
fessional concerned when seeking insured services in Quebec. Every 
medical practitioner, dental Surgeon and optometrist lawfully autho) 
rized to furnish insured services in Quebec must also register with 
the Board. 


The plan provides for three classes of professional 
personnel in Quebec: 


(13 Professionals practising within the scope of an agreement 
between a professional organization and the Minister of 
Social Affairs. Their patients do not receive any bills 
for insured services received and the professional rendering 
insured services is remunerated directly by the Board 
and in accordance with the tariff provided in the agreement. 


(2) Professionals who have withdrawn and practise outside the 
plan but who have agreed to be remunerated solely in 
accordance with the tariff provided in an agreement between 
a professional organization and the Minister of Social 
Affairs. These professionals are permitted to bill their 
patients for insured services rendered. The patients, 
in turn, are entitled to submit the bills to the Board for 
payment. On receipt of payment from the Board, it is the 
responsibility of the patient to pay his doctor. A 
withdrawn professional is not allowed to bill his patients 
beyond the allowable tariff subject to the application of 
the agreement. 


(3) Non-participating professionals who practise outside the 
scope of the plan. These doctors have not agreed to be 
remunerated in accordance with the tariff provided in 
an agreement. They are required to notify any resident 
requiring their services that he will have to pay any fee 
charged. A resident of Quebec who receives an otherwise 
insurable service from a non-participating professional 
is solely responsible for payment of the professional fee 
incurred, except in the case of an emergency, when the 
doctor is remunerated by the Board in accordance with the 
tariff in the appropriate agreement. 


The patient has free choice of physician and physicians may 
select their mode of practice with respect to the plan as described 
above. Patients of non-participating health professionals do not 
have any entitlement to insured benefits payable by the plan. 


Insured residents are also entitled to reimbursement for 
the cost of insured services received outside Quebec on submission 
of receipts or statements for these services. The maximum reimbur- 
sement level is set at the rate payable by the Board for comparable 
services received in Quebec. 


The Health Insurance Plan provides coverage for the insured 
services of the national program (i.e. the medically required 
services of medical practitioners and specified surgical-dental | 
procedures undertaken by dental surgeons in hospital) and certain 
optometric services. The federal government does not contribute 
towards the cost of the optometric benefit. 


The Prince Edward Island Health Services Payment Plan 


The Health Services Commission of Prince Edward Island 
is the public authority responsible to the Minister of Health 
for the administration and operation of the Health Services 
Payment Plan. 


This is a non-premium plan which is financed from general 
provincial revenues. All eligible residents are covered by 
the plan and entitlement to insured services is contingent upon 
an otherwise eligible resident having been a resident of the 
province for not less than 3 months immediately before the 
insured services are réceived. 


All beneficiaries ‘are required to be registered with the 
Commission and have a Social Insurance Number. Family heads 
or single persons receive a Health Services Registration 
Certificate following registration. Entitlement to benefits 
is not contingent upon prior registration. Landed immigrants 
who register within 3 months of arrival to establish permanent 
residence are entitled to benefits from the date of registration. 


The patient has free choice of physician and physicians 
may elect to practise outside the plan without their patients 
losing their entitlement to benefits. When a physician renders 
a basic health service to an entitled person he may charge the 
person a fee in excess of the tariff established by the Commission 
but not exceeding the Schedule of Fees of the provincial medical 
association si f£9priorwnoticesistgiveny (the rext ra "charged towacrecda 
to in writing and the amount is made known to the Commission.

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Medicare is a non-premium plan which covers all eligible 
residents who have resided in the province for at least the last 
three months prior to receiving insured services. Corresponding 
coverage is provided during periods of temporary absence and for 
up to three months plus travelling time when a beneficiary ceases 
to be a resident of the province. No special provisions are 
required for the coverage of residents with limited incomes. 


Insured residents are required to be registered with the 
Medicare Division. Following registration, a Hospital and Medicare 
identification card is issued which must be shown to the professional 
concerned when obtaining an insured service. 


Patients have free choice of physician and a physician may 
decide not to participate in the plan without his patients losing 
entitlement to benefits. However, he must advise his patients 
before providing insured services that he is a non-participant. A 
participating practitioner also has the option in the case of each 
patient of either billing the plan or billing the patient if he 
advises the patient in advance that he intends to do so. If the 
patient is billed by a participating or non-participating physician, 
the amount of the fee charged must be made known to the plan. The 
participating practitioner who bills the plan directly must accept 
the plan payment in respect of his services as payment in full. 
The only instance in which a physician may charge Medicare and the 
patient is in the case of a specialist in obstetrics who has 
provided routine obstetrical care. 


The benefit coverage of Medicare is limited to the insured 
Services: of the national program, 


Number of insured persons 


The methods for determining the number of insured persons 
in a province differ, since the method used by a province to 
finance the provincial share of costs has a direct bearing on 
the availability of an actual count of insured persons. Thus 
in some provinces the number of insured persons is estimated from 
the provincial population as defined in the Medical Care Act and 
in other cases the number of insured persons is based on a more 
precisetde termination. 


The Medical Care Act defines "population" to mean the popu- 
lation -of “the province *on “the first day of “October in that fiscal 
year as certified by the Chief Statistician of Canada, after 
excluding members of the Canadian Forces, Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police and persons serving a term of imprisonment in a penitentiary 
as defined in the Penitentiary Act. The exclusions amount to 
some 0.6% of the total population. 


Exclusions from Insured Services 
Insurable residents of a participating province who are 


eligible and entitled to receive insured services under any other 
Act of the Parliament of Canada or under any law of a province 


relating to Workmen's Compensation are not entitled to benefits 
under the Medical Care Act. For example, war veterans entitled 


to medical care under other federal legislation are excluded from 


the benefit coverage of the Medical Care Act insofar as their 


compensable disability is concerned. The relevant federal statutes 


are as follows:-

Formula for Federal Contributions 


The amount of the federal contributions to the provinces 
1s calculated on the basis. ofa formula contained in the Medical 
Care Act. It has been designed in such a way to provide greater 
federal assistance to those provinces: in*whichithe per: capita 
cost of medical care -is, slower and toiprovide, for: ane equitable 
federal contribution, to ithe provinces; -having.regardjtogthe 
considerable variation in the per capita costs between the 
provinces. 


The annual federal contribution to each participating 
province equals fifty percent (of sthe perycapita cost 10rTrne 
year of all insured services of the national program which are 
furnished pursuant to the medical care insurance plans of the 
participating provinces multiplied by the average for the year 
of the number of insured persons in the province at the end of 
éach month in the iyear.., Thesperscapitaicost forsa year ofsall 
insured services of the national program is an amount equal to 


the aggregate of the cost of the insured services of the national 
program which are incurred by each of the participating provinces 


divided by the aggregate of the averages for the year of the 
number of insured persons in each of the participating provinces 
at the end of each month in the year.

This is the fourth report to Parliament, made in 
accordance with Section 9 of the Medical Care Act and 
related to operations for the fiscal year ended March 31, 
19-72% 


Historical Background 


The Medical Care Act (14-15 Elizabeth II, Chap. 64) 
received Royal Assent on December 21, 1966. In keeping with 
a recommendation from the Royal Commission on Health Services 
in 1964, the Act establishes a grant-in-aid program whereby 
the federal government is empowered to make a financial 
contribution to those provinces which operate medical care 
insurance plans meeting certain minimum criteria. These 
criteria are related to comprehensiveness of insured services, 
universality of coverage, portability of benefits and public 
administration. 


Federal financial contributions to participating 
provinces became payable from July 1, 1968 and are based on 
half of the national average per capita cost of the insured 
services of the national program, excluding administration, 
multiplied by the average number of insured persons in each 
province. All provinces were participating by January 1, 
1971 and the Northwest Territories implemented its plan on 
April 1, 1971: The Yukon Territory completed preparations 
for its plan to commence on April 1, 1972. 


The four main principles embodied in the Act which 
must characterize the medical care insurance plan of each 
participating province are:- 


1. Comprehensive coverage for all medically required 
services rendered by a physician or surgeon. There 


can be no dollar limit or exclusions except on the 
grounds that the services were not medically re- 
quired. The benefit coverage must be administered 
in such a way that there will be no financial 
impediment or preclusion to an insured person 
receiving necessary medical care. Certain surgical- 
dental services rendered by dental surgeons in 
hospitals have been included as benefits from 
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2. Universal availability to all eligible residents 
of a participating province on equal terms and 


conditions and covering, in addition, at least 
ninety-five percent of the total eligible popu- 
lation. This ensures access to coverage by all 
residents and prevents premium discrimination on 
account of previous health, age, nonmember ship 
in a group or other consideration. At the same 
time subsidization in whole or in part for certain 
age groups or low income groups is permitted, if 
a plan is financed by means of a premium system, 
provided all qualifying residents are treated 
equally. 


3. Portability of benefits when the beneficiary is 
temporarily absent from his own province and when 
he is moving from one participating province to 
another. It is not related to employment insur- 
ance groups and, consequently, coverage is not 
lost when an individual changes jobs or residence. 


4. Administration on a nonprofit basis by a public 
authority which is accountable to the provincial 
government for its financial transactions. 


Medical Care Program 


Because the purpose of the Medical Care Act is to 
ensure that all Canadians can have access to necessary medical 
care on a prepaid basis by authorizing the federal government 
to provide financial assistance to the provinces, a Medical 
Care Program has been established with three closely related 
activities: 


1. Administration of the Medical Care Act. 


2. Provision of advisory services to provinces 
regarding various aspects of the provincial 
medical care insurance plans. 


3. Conducting studies and providing technical and 
professional consultative services to the prov- 
inces and other appropriate bodies in planning 
for and delivery of medical services and on the 
utilization of medical services. 


A federal-provincial technical meeting on medical care 
was held in Ottawa on October 6-7, 1971, attended by represen- 
tatives of all provinces and territories. This meeting dealt 
mainly with financial and administrative matters. 


The joint governmental-professional technical committee 
on Standard Nomenclature established towards the end of fiscal 
1970-71 continued to hold meetings quarterly under the aus- 
pices of the Medical Care Directorate. The objective of this 
committee is to develop a uniform preamble and simplified 
nomenclature suitable for use by the provincial medical care 
insurance plans. Presently provincial physicians' fee sched- 
ules (and medical care plan benefit schedules) are not consis- 
tent or uniform in their description of professional services. 
Hence difficulties are experienced in compiling comparable 
statistical medical care plan data for use in the national 
program. This committee includes regional representation 
from provincial medical associations and medical care 
insurance plans. 


At the 1969 Conference of Ministers of Health, the 
federal government was asked to act as a neutral third party 
in suggesting ways of resolving the difficulties experienced 
by some residents of Canada in obtaining coverage from pro- 
vincial hospital and medical care insurance plans when moving 
between provinces. Since that time, intensive discussions 
and correspondence have been undertaken between federal and 
provincial representatives, at both the elected and official 
level, regarding ways and means of obtaining an acceptable 
inter-provincial agreement on eligibility and portability. 
Three federal-provincial technical meetings of medical care 
and hospital insurance officials were held in Ottawa to 
consider potential solutions and to develop acceptable 
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provisions for the proposed inter-provincial agreement on 
eligibility and portability of health insurance benefits. 
These meetings were held on May 25-26, 1971, October 5, 1971 
and February 15-16, 1972 respectively. The latter meeting 
was to enable officials to develop the administrative arrange- 
ments and working rules pertaining to the proposed agreement, 
the basis for which had been approved by the Conference of 
Ministers of Health in December, 1971. It is anticipated 
that nine provinces and the two territories will accept the 
proposed agreement in its entirety and that the tenth prov- 
ince (British Columbia) will accept the most important 
provisions of the agreement. The target date for implemen- 
tation is July 1, 1972, depending on provincial ability to 
make the necessary legislative and regulatory changes by 

that time. 


Taking advantage of funds made available through a 
federal labour intensive program, the Directorate organized 
a survey of outreach facilities -- these outreach facilities 
tend to the needs of those many Canadian residents who, for 
a variety of reasons, do not avail themselves of conventional 
health care facilities. The survey was effected through the 
Health and Welfare and Field Divisions of Statistics Canada 
and is the first known comprehensive survey of this nature. 
Some 3,000 "innovative" care facilities have been listed and 
it is expected that a compendium containing descriptive data 
on outreach facilities providing health and/or related ser- 
vices, including locations and programs provided by each, 
will be published by Statistics Canada early in the next 
fiscal year. 


Officers of the Directorate visited officials of all 
provincial plans during the year. In addition, the Director 
was involved in the exploratory bilateral discussions held at 
the official level with provincial representatives in connec- 
tion with the current health insurance legislative review. 


The Directorate has continued its program of studies 
on medical care utilization and distributed data arising from 
physicians ' income studies to the provincial medical associa- 
tions and corresponding provincial medical care insurance plans. 
Similar studies are being considered in relation to other pro- 
fessional personnel, at provincial request. Studies of the 
estimated average working life of different kinds of physicians 


Ae 


have been started and will be continued on an on-going basis. 
The Director submitted a paper on "Some Observations on 

Methods of Physician Remuneration in Canada", to the Community 
Health Centre Project (Hastings Committee), at the request of 
the committee. 


Information and views were exchanged with counterparts 
through attendance at professional association meetings and 
Symposia in Canada and the United States, and through discus- 
sions with representatives of foreign governments interested 
in Canadian developments in the field of medical care 
insurance, 


Provincial Participation 


The medical care insurance plan for the Northwest 
Territories was implemented on April 1, 1971. All provinces 
had introduced their plans at varying times between the 
implementation of the federal program, on July 1, 1968, and 
January 1, 1971. The Yukon Territory completed its prepara- 
tions for its plan to commence on April 1, 1972, on which 
date the national program will be in effect in all parts 
of Canada. The dates when the various plans were introduced 
will be found in Table A. 


Approximately 21 million Canadians were covered by 
provincial medical care plans in fiscal 1971-72 representing 
some 997% of the eligible population in all provinces. 100% 
of the eligible population are now insured in Newfoundland, 
Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and Northwest Territories, virtually 
100% in Alberta and British Columbia, and over 98% in 
Ontario. 


Provincial Legislation 


During the year under review, the provinces enacted 
the following legislation related to their provincial medical 
care insurance plans:

Summary of Provincial Medical Care Insurance Plans 


Table A summarizes the provincial medical care in- 
Surance plans as of March 31, 1972. While descriptions of 
the various provincial plans have appeared in earlier annual 
reports, the following is an up-dated description of all plans, 
together with specific reference being made to any significant 
changes which have occurred during fiscal 1971-72. 


The British Columbia Medical Services Plan 
ee edical services Plan 


In British Columbia, a Commission, comprising three 
members appointed by the Lieutenant Governor in Council, 
functions as the public authority responsible for the oper- 
ation of the provincial medical care insurance plan. The 
Commissioners include a nominee of the British Columbia 
Medical Association. The provincial authority markets its 
contract through two pre-existing nonprofit plans (which 
are licensed to sell additional benefits over and above the 


ce 


basic provincial plan, either separately or as a package 
connected with the governmental contract) and through the 
British Columbia Medical Plan, a governmental agency. 


The two nongovernment carriers limit their services 
under the plan to group coverage. Premiums collected by 
them on behalf of the governmental contract must be remitted. 
to the province. Irrespective of which agency the subscriber 
enrols with, his insurance contract is with the Province of 
British Columbia and it is the provincial authority which 
processes the doctors! accounts and makes payment on the 
claims. 


The British Columbia Medical Services Plan is a 
voluntary premium plan. Coverage is contingent upon the 
required premiums having been paid with coverage ceasing 
when the premium is 15 days in default. Subsidies of 50% 
or 90% are available towards the cost of the premiums for 
persons in specified low income brackets if they have been 
permanent residents of the province for the 12 consecutive 
months immediately prior to application. The following 
premiums are charged to insured persons:

Full premiums are paid on behalf of persons who 
qualify for social assistance. 


The patient has free choice of physician and a 
physician may "opt out" of participation in the plan with- 
out his patient losing entitlement to benefits. Effective 
November 15, 1971, referring practitioners became responsible 
for ensuring that referrals for insured pathological, radio- 
logical and electrodiagnostic services (other than electro- 
cardiograms) must be to laboratories approved by the Commission, 
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with preference being given to the use of available approved 
hospital and public laboratories, unless the patient agrees 
in writing in advance to accept liability. Detailed regu- 
lations have been introduced governing the approval of 
laboratories and the Commission's responsibility in this 
regard. These regulations also specify which laboratory 
services are insured when provided in a practitioner's 
office. 


When an insured person is temporarily visiting or 
travelling outside the province, the provincial plan restricts 
the insured services to those, which he would otherwise be 
entitled to, resulting from unexpected illness or injury. 
Elective services when an insured person is temporarily out- 
side the province reauire prior approval from the Commission 
before payment of benefit coverage will be considered. These 
limitations also apply when an insured resident moves to 
another participating province during any waiting period 
imposed by the plan of the second province. 


Additional benefits, towards the cost of which the 
federal government is not contributing, are included in the 
British Columbia plan. These additional benefits include 
the services of optometrists, chiropractors, naturopaths, 
osteopaths, physiotherapists, podiatrists, Red Cross nurses, 
special nurses and V.O.N. nurses and orthoptic treatment, 
all on a limited basis, and are only available within British 
Columbia. The British Columbia government reduced the non- 
cost-shared extra benefits of the provincial plan in 1970 
but partially restored the level of these benefits in 
February, 1971, 


An Order-in-Council was passed in April, 1971, em- 
powering the Commission to approve or prescribe different or 
individual tariffs to be applicable to different or individual 
medical or other practitioners. A formula has been subse- 
quently adopted by the British Columbia Medical Association 
to be used as a guide in making recommendations to the 
Commission for the reduction of unusually high earnings by 
medical practitioners. 


The Alberta Health Care Insurance Plan 


The medical care insurance plan in Alberta is adminis- 
tered by the Alberta Health Care Insurance Commission which 
is responsible to a provincial Minister without Portfolio. 
Eligibility for provincial hospital insurance depends on 
medical care insurance status. The plan provides benefit 
coverage to all eligible residents with the benefit entitle- 
ment not being contingent upon the payment of premiums but 
on residency status. All eligible residents, however, are 
required to be registered with the Commission and payment 
of benefits may be deferred until registration is completed. 
There is provision for the registration of any resident who 
has failed to register when insured services or insured 
hospital services are received by the resident or his family. 


A conjoint premium is charged for medical care and 
hospital insurance. Premiums are collected on a monthly, 
quarterly or annual basis but under employment and other 
group arrangements they are payable monthly. Social assis- 
tance recipients are not required to pay premiums and scaled 
subsidies are available for other persons with limited incomes. 


The following premiums are charged to insured persons:

Effective January 1, 1972, no resident who is 65 years 
or over is liable for premium payment for the basic coverage 
on behalf of himself or any of his dependents in the family 
unit. 


The plan permits a resident who is not a dependent 
and who is registered and is not in default of premiums, to 
opt out of the plan and the provincial Hospitalization 
Benefits Plan on a yearly basis if his application is re- 
ceived prior to July 1. An approved application is valid 
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for the year July 1 - June 30 and during this period the 
resident is not liable for premiums and he and his family, 

if any, are not eligible for benefits of the provincial 

plans unless any of his dependents have elected to be ex - 
cluded from his declaration to opt out. An opted out resi- 
dent may obtain private insurance coverage against the costs 

of hospitalization but not in respect of the insured services 
under the Medical Care Act. Options affecting 467 individuals 
out of more than 1,640,000 were made pursuant to this provision 
during the fiscal year. 


In regard to remuneration, medical practitioners are 
not required to make a choice of dealing directly with the 
provincial plan for all of their insured patients or opting 
out for all of their patients. In this respect the plan is 
quite different from those of other participating provinces 
with the exception of New Brunswick. The patient has a free 
choice of practitioner but if the practitioner intends to 
charge an amount more than the plan benefit, before the ser- 
vices are rendered, he must have an agreement or arrangement 
with the patient to that effect. 


Under the Alberta Health Care Emergency Financial 
Assistance Regulations which were implemented on August 11, 
1971, insured residents may receive additional benefits for 
the cost of health services to be incurred or already in- 
curred outside Alberta (basic and optional coverage) beyond 
the usual level of payment in respect of similar services 
rendered in Alberta, on application to the Commission and in 
accordance with certain stipulations such as prior approval 
(where applicable) ; emergency situation; services not 
available in Alberta; undue financial burden. 


Additional benefits, towards the cost of which the 
federal government is not contributing, include some office 
dental services and limited optometric, chiropractic, podia- 
tric and osteopathic services, and appliances provided by 
podiatrists. The Commission also makes available to paid up, 
registered residents who are unable to obtain Blue Cross 
coverage on a group subscriber plan, an optional health 
services contract (for hospital differential charges for 
preferred accommodation, ambulance services, drugs, appli- 
ances, home nursing care, naturopathic services, clinical 
psychological services and dental care needed because of an 
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accident or injury) at subsidized rates of $2.00 per month 
for a single subscriber and $4.00 per month for a family of 
two or more persons. The optional coverage is available at 
reduced premiums for those with limited incomes. Residents 
who are 65 years of age or over are entitled to this coverage 
without premium payment on the same basis as for the basic 
hospital and medical care coverage. 


The Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Plan 


The public authority responsible for the administration 
of the Saskatchewan plan consists of the provincial Minister 
of Public Health; the Board of Health Region Number 1, Swift 
Current; the Saskatchewan Tuberculosis and Respiratory 
Disease Association; the Saskatchewan Cancer Commission; and 
the Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Commission. All of 
the agencies represented in the public authority were pre- 
viously independent and administered their respective benefit 
programs with varying policies and residency requirements. 
The qualifying Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Plan 
differs somewhat from the original Saskatchewan medicare 
plan introduced in 1962. The new plan includes benefits 
previously provided under a variety of separate programs or 
agencies including the Medical Care Insurance Commission, 
the Swift Current Health Region Number 1, the Cancer Control 
Commission, the Saskatchewan Tuberculosis Respiratory Disease 
Association and the Provincial Department of Public Health. 
The range of benefits provided by these previously separate 
programs or agencies have been expanded where necessary to 
conform with the requirements of the federal legislation and 
residency requirements have been standardized. The premiums 
charged and rates of payment to medical practitioners have 
also been standardized between the Saskatchewan Medical Care 
Insurance Commission and Swift Current plans. 


The physician may bill the plan directly, bill the plan 
indirectly through one of the two approved health agencies or 
bill the patient directly. Under the first two alternatives 
he must accept the plan payment as payment in full. 


In April 1968, the Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance 
Commission introduced utilization charges applicable to 
doctors! visits other than those involving special procedures 
and visits to patients in hospital. Utilization charges had 
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previously been a feature of the Swift Current Plan but not 
of the provincial Medical Care Insurance Plan. These charges 
were dropped effective August 1, 1971. 


The Saskatchewan plan is a compulsory premium plan with 
the premium set to cover approximately 15% of the cost, and 
subsidized at this level from general provincial revenues. 
Coverage is contingent, however, on the required premium 
having been paid or responsibility for the payment of the 
premium having been assumed by governmental bodies. There 
is no scaled subsidy toward the premium based on income but 
persons in receipt of public assistance have the premium 
paid on their behalf by the provincial Department of Social 
Services. There is a conjoined premium covering both Hospital 
Insurance and Medicare with the "medicare" portion of this 
conjoined premium being:

Residents who are 65 years and over in the premium 
year, commencing January 1, 1972, were exempted from premium 
liability as a result of legislation passed on August 11, 1971. 


The patient has free choice of physician and a physician 
may decide not to participate in the plan without his patient 
losing entitlement to benefits. Effective March Ae des 2 
the costs of medical services that are not available in 
Saskatchewan but are available in another province will be 
paid in full -- previously, the Commission only paid a bene- 
fit amounting to 85% of the costs of such services that were 
considered fair and reasonable. 


The provincial plan includes an optometric benefit 
and coverage for referred orthodontic service by a dentist 
for care of cleft palate. The federal government does not 
contribute towards the cost of these additional benefits. 


The Manitoba Health Services Insurance Plan 

The Manitoba Health Services Insurance Plan is an 
amalgamation of the former Manitoba Health Plan and the 
Manitoba Hospital Services Plan under one public authority, 


the Manitoba Health Services Commission, which was effected 
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on October 30, 1970. The Commission is responsible to the 
provincial Minister of Health and Social Services for 
administration of the provincial plan. 


The Manitoba plan is a compulsory plan which is funded 
from provincial general revenues and hospital and medical 
care premiums are collected by the Commission under a common 
billing arrangement. The medicare premiums are set at a 
nominal level of: 


Single $ 6.60/year 
Family $13 .20/year 


Recipients of public assistance and others in a 
similar category are exempt from the payment of premiums. 
There are no intermediate subsidy levels provided with 
respect to the premium structure. 


Entitlement to insured services is not linked to 
payment of premium and each resident is an insured person, 
subject to the usual waiting period not exceeding 3 months 
immediately following arrival in Manitoba if from another 
participating province or territory. If the person pre- 
viously resided outside Canada, benefits are available on 
the date of arrival in Manitoba. 


Each patient has a free choice of physician. Physicians 
may decide not to participate in the plan without their patients 
losing entitlement to benefits. Participating physicians ac- 
cept plan payment as payment in full for their services and 
are not permitted to charge or to collect fees from insured 
residents in excess of the benefits payable by the plan. A 
nonparticipating physician must provide an insured person 
with reasonable notice that his fees will be collected 
directly rather than through the plan. 


An insured person who leaves Manitoba to reside else- 
where should obtain an out-of-province certificate from the 
Commission showing that coverage is available for up to 
three months following arrival in the new place of residence. 


The benefit coverage of the provincial plan includes 
the comprehensive medical and limited dental coverage of the 
national program (and insured hospital services) plus limited 
optometric and chiropractic benefits. 
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No major legislative or regulatory changes occurred 
in fiscal 1971-72. 


The Health Services Insurance Plan of Ontario (OHSTP) 


This was the last fiscal year in which the provincial 
medical care insurance plan was continued as a separate en- 
tity from the provincial hospital insurance plan. Effective 
January 1, 1972, The Ontario Health Insurance Organization 
Act came into force. This was interim legislation designed 
to establish the Ontario Health Insurance Commission and to 
empower the Commission to arrange for the organization of a 
new provincial plan combining both hospital and health in- 
surance. The new plan to be known as the Ontario Health 
Insurance Plan (OHIP) was scheduled to be introduced effective 
April 1, 1972. It was announced that comprehensive legislation 
would be introduced subsequently. 


The provincial authority responsible for medical care 
insurance in Ontario is the provincial Minister of Health. 
Prior to the integration of the provincial hospital and 
medical care insurance plans, the medicare plan was adminis- 
tered through the Department of Health, the Health Insurance 
Registration Board (which was responsible for determining 
eligibility and the collection of premiums for both provincial 
plans) and a Health Services Insurance Council (which served 
in an advisory role to the Minister). 


Participation in OHSIP -- and also in the subsequent 
OHIP -- has been on a voluntary basis except in the case of 
employee groups of 15 or more persons who are residents of 
Ontario. Provision is also made for the voluntary creation 
of a mandatory group in the case of 6-14 employees and an 
organization of 15 or more persons not already members of a 
group may apply to become a collector's group, for convenience 
in remitting premiums. 


At the outset of the fiscal year, the provincial plan 
began phasing out the use of private insurance carriers as 
designated agents and this process was completed by the end 
of the fiscal year, apart from a brief period for residual 
claims processing. From the commencement of the provincial 
plan on October 1, 1969, when designated agents were permitted, 
the standard coverage of the provincial plan on a nonprofit 
basis was made available at uniform rates for all residents 
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of Ontario either through the Health Insurance Registration 
Board or through the designated agents. During this period 
when commercial insurance companies had been permitted to 

act in an agency role, the provincial plan had differed from 
those of all other provinces. Private insurance firms which 
chose to participate in the provincial plan were allowed to 
enrol their pre-medicare subscribers and to collect premiums 
on behalf of the provincial plan. OHSIP had absorbed the 
subscribers of carriers who were not interested in remaining 
in the field as well as continuing to make coverage available 
to those covered by the previous provincial governmental plan, 
the Ontario Medical Services Insurance Plan (OMSIP), together 
with new pay-direct subscribers. The designated agents were 
responsible for enrollment, billing and, in some cases, claims 
payment after certification by a provincial official, and 

were described respectively as service agents and as full- 
function agents, according to the roles they played. Coinci- 
dental with the phasing out of the designated agents, the 
provincial plan established a number of district offices in 
the major cities and regions of the province. 


The coverage of the provincial plan normally required 
an eligible resident to undergo a waiting period which lasted 
until the first day of the third month after eligibility was 
confirmed, and provided the first premium payment was paid 
by that time, but new residents in mandatory groups commenced 
payment of premiums with the next group remittance. The 
premiums for the new combined plan normally must be paid three 
months in advance and coverage is subject to a comparable 
waiting period for all residents with certain specified ex- 
ceptions, such as landed immigrants, who are entitled to apply 
for the benefit coverage within three months of arrival with- 
out any waiting period being imposed. 


The regular monthly rate of premiums for OHSIP coverage 
remained at $5.90 (single), $11.80 (couple) and $14.75 (family 
of 3 or more) during the year. These rates corresponded to 
the rates for the previous provincial plan, OMSIP. Provision 
was made for total or partial assistance towards the cost of 
premiums for persons with limited incomes who had resided in 
Ontario for at least 12 months preceding application on the 
basis of 100% subsidy for those with no taxable income in the 
previous year, 60% subsidy in the case of families of 3 or 
more with taxable income of $1,300 or less, and 50% subsidy 
for single persons and couples with taxable income of $500. 
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and $1,000 or less, respectively. Social assistance recipients 
automatically qualified for total premium assistance and tem- 
porary assistance was available for any insured person who 

was unable to continue payment of premiums due to unemployment , 
illness, disability or financial hardship. 


Effective January 1, 1972, residents of Ontario who 
are 65 years of age or older and who have been ordinarily 
resident in the province for the previous 12 months became 
entitled to premium-exempt health insurance coverage (hospital 
and medical care) on behalf of themselves and any other mem- 
bers of their premium unit. 


The province established a two-tiered Single health 
insurance premium structure which came into effect at the 
beginning of the calendar year as coverage normally requires 
to be paid about three months in advance. Ona yearly basis, 
the new premium rates for hospital and medical care insurance 
coverage will be as follows:

The regular premiums represent a reduction in the 
previous payments required for OHSIP and for provincial 
hospital insurance. In addition, the coverage of the com- 
bined plan is being broadened, effective April 1, 1972, to 
include care in nursing homes and homes for the aged when 
regular nursing service and medical Supervision are required, 
subject to a co-payment charge of $3.50 per day, with the 
plan paying the balance of the home's approved daily cost for 
medically required services in standard ward accommodation. 
This extended care benefit will only normally be available 
to those who have been ordinarily resident in Ontario for 
the twelve months preceding application for the benefit but 
this requirement will not apply to persons receiving benefits 
under The General Welfare Assistance Act or The Family 
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Benefits Act. Premium assistance was also only previously 
provided according to taxable income for the provincial 
medical care insurance plan. An additional change in ‘tite 
premium assistance arrangements is that eligibility will be 
determined based on an assessment of the current year's 
taxable income, rather than that of the previous calendar 
year. There is to be continued provision whereby social 
assistance recipients automatically qualify for total premium 
assistance and temporary premium assistance will continue to 
be available for any insured person: who is unable to continue 
payment of premiums due to unemployment, illness, disability 
or financial hardship. Organized provisions have been in- 
corporated in the new plan whereby residents receiving social 
assistance from municipalities will be enrolled for health 
insurance. 


Freedom of choice is provided for patients and for 
physicians. However, effective November 1, 1971, physicians 
were required to bill either the plan for all of their insured 
patients, or bill all of their patients directly, suv gectnco 
certain exceptions. Prior to that time, unlike the plans of 
most other provinces, the doctor was not required to make a 
choice between participating in the provincial plan POe aa 
insured patients and nonparticipating, in which case he 
would only have been allowed to bill his patients. Thus, 
the doctor could bill the plan, bill the patient or bill 
both as he chose. If the physician does not participate in 
the provincial plan, his insured patients do not lose their 
right to the benefits of the provincial plan. Now, if a 
physician bills the plan directly in respect of his patients, 
he must accept the plan payment in respect of his services as 
payment in full. There are provisions for physicians to opt 
in and to opt out of the provincial plan, but if a physician 
has opted out and intends to charge the patient more than the 
current provincial medical association fee schedule, he must 
advise the patient of the exact amount of the fee in excess 
of the schedule. Previously, all physicians who intended to 
charge patients in excess of the benefit payable by the plan 
in respect of their services were required to advise their 
patients of this prior to rendering service. 


The benefit coverage of the Ontario plan included 
certain optometric benefits and the services of chiropractors, 
osteopaths and podiatrists on a limited basis during the fiscal 
year, in addition to the insured services of the national 
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medical care program. The combined plan will continue to 
provide these benefits as well as certain non-hospital 
benefits towards the costs of physiotherapy and ambulance 
services which were included under the previous Ontario 
Hospital Services Commission plan. The extended care bene- 
fits previously described are not cost-shared by the federal 
government. 


The Health Insurance Plan of Quebec 


The Quebec Health Insurance Board, an agency of the 
provincial government, is the public authority which is 
responsible to the Minister of Social Affairs for the 
administration of the provincial Health Insurance Plan. 


The plan covers all eligible residents of the province. 
There are no premiums and the plan is financed by a provincial 
income tax surcharge and by special employer contributions. 
The provincial Minister of Revenue is responsible for the 
collection of these funds and remitting them to the Board. 


The provincial income tax surcharge requires married 
persons with a net income exceeding $4,000 and single persons 
with a net income exceeding $2,000 to contribute 0.8% of 
their net income for this purpose. The maximum annual con- 
tribution is $125.00 for tax-paying employees who derive at 
‘least three-quarters of their incomes from their salaries or 
wages and $200.00 in other cases. Employers are required to 
contribute 0.8% of their payrolls. 


All residents who are eligible for insured services 
must be registered with the Board. Each insured person is 
issued with a plastic registration card which must be pre- 
sented to the professional concerned when seeking insured 
services in Quebec. Every medical practitioner, dental 
surgeon and optometrist lawfully authorized to furnish in- 
sured services in Quebec must also register with the Board. 


The plan provides for three classes of professional 
personnel in Quebec: 


(4) Professionals practising within the scope of an agree- 
ment between a professional organization and the 
Minister of Social Affairs. Their patients do not 
receive any bills for insured services received and 
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the professional rendering insured services is 
remunerated directly by the Board and in accordance 
with the tariff provided in the agreement. (There 

is also provision for any health professional prac- 
tising outside Quebec to practise under the Quebec 
Health Insurance Plan as a "voluntary participant" 
without being required to belong to the appropriate 
professional organization in Quebec. Such voluntary 
participants mostly practise in communities bordering 
on Quebec and they agree to follow the procedure for 
claim submission and to accept plan payment on the 
same basis as participating professionals in Quebec). 


(2) Professionals who have withdrawn and practise outside 
the plan but who have agreed to be remunerated solely 
in accordance with the tariff provided in an agreement 
between a professional organization and the Minister 
of Social Affairs. These professionals are permitted 
to bill their patients for insured services rendered 
but are required to notify their insured patients of 
this in advance and in writing except in the case of 
emergencies. The patients, in turn, are entitled to 
submit the bills to the Board for payment. On receipt 
of payment from the Board, it is the responsibility of 
the patient to pay his doctor. A withdrawn profession- 
al is not allowed to bill his patients beyond the 
allowable tariff subject to the application of the 
agreement. 


(3) Nonparticipating professionals who practise outside 
the scope of the plan. These doctors have not agreed 
to be remunerated in accordance with the tariff pro- 
vided in an agreement. They are required to provide 
written notification in advance to any resident re- 
quiring their services, other than in an emergency, 
that he will have to pay any fee charged. A resident 
of Quebec who receives an otherwise insurable service 
from a nonparticipating professional is solely re- 
sponsible for payment of the professional fee incurred, 
except in the case of an emergency, when the doctor is 
remunerated by the Board in accordance with the tariff 
in the appropriate agreement. 
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The patient has free choice of physician and physicians 
may select their mode of practice with respect to the plan as 
described above. Patients of nonparticipating health profes- 
sionals do not normally have any entitlement to insured bene- 
fits payable by the plan for services rendered by such doctors. 


Insured residents are also entitled to reimbursement 
for the cost of insured services received outside Quebec on 
submission of receipts or statements for these services. 
The maximum reimbursement level is set at the rate payable 
by the Board for comparable services received in Quebec. 


The Health Insurance Plan provides coverage for the 
insured services of the national program (i.e. the medically 
required services of medical practitioners and specified 
surgical-dental procedures undertaken by dental surgeons in 
hospital). Certain optometric services were included from 
the outset of the provincial plan on November 1, 1970; oral 
surgery provided in a university institution was included as 
an additional benefit by virtue of legislation passed on 
June 18, 1971. The federal government does not contribute 
towards the cost of the optometric benefit nor the additional 
dental benefit as related to university institutions. 


The Quebec legislative assembly approved an amendment 
to the Quebec Health Insurance Act, on June 18, 1971, which 
authorized extension of the coverage of the Quebec Health ‘ 
Insurance Plan to include the payment of a drug benefit on 
behalf of the Department of Social Affairs to certain social 
assistance and specified low income groups and also provided 
for coverage to be extended to include the cost of dental 
care for certain residents to be delineated by regulation. 
By the end of the fiscal year these additions to the Quebec 
program had not been implemented. 


Medicare - New Brunswick 


The medical care insurance plan in New Brunswick is 
officially known as "Medicare". The plan is funded from 
general provincial revenues and it is administered by the 
Medicare Division of the provincial Department of Health. 
The Minister of Health is the provincial authority. 
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Medicare is a nonpremium plan which covers all 
eligible residents who have resided in the province for at 
least the last three months prior to receiving insured ser- 
vices. Corresponding coverage is provided during periods 
of temporary absence and for up to three months plus travel- 
ling time when a beneficiary ceases to be a resident of the 
province. Nospecial provisions are required for the coverage 
of residents with limited incomes. 


Insured residents are required to be registered with 
the Medicare Division. Following registration, a Hospital 
and Medicare identification card is issued which must be 
shown to the professional concerned when obtaining an in- 
sured service. 


Patients have free choice of physician and a physician 
may decide not to participate in the plan without his patients 
losing entitlement to benefits. However, he must advise his 
patients before providing insured services that he is a non- 
participant. A participating practitioner also has the option 
in the case of each patient of either billing the plan or 
billing the patient if he advises the patient in advance that 
he intends to do so. If the patient is billed by a partici- 
pating or nonparticipating physician, the amount of the fee 
charged must be made known to the plan. The participating 
practitioner who bills the plan directly must accept the 
plan payment in respect of his services as payment in full. 
The only instance in which a physician may charge Medicare 
and the patient is in the case of a specialist in obstetrics 
who has provided nonreferred routine obstetrical care, in 
which case he is permitted to bill the patient up toa 
specified amount. 


The benefit coverage of Medicare is limited to the 
comprehensive medical and the dental coverage of the 
national program. 


Medical Services Insurance, Nova Scotia 

The medical care insurance plan in Nova Scotia, called 
Medical Services Insurance (MSI) is operated by a conjoint 
public authority, consisting of the Medical Care Insurance 
Commission and Maritime Medical Care Incorporated, responsible 
to the provincial Minister of Public Health. Maritime Medical 
Care Incorporated is a doctor-sponsored prepayment agency and 
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it is authorized to act ona nonprofit basis as the 
administrative arm and fiscal agent of the public authority, 
undertaking the registration of insured residents and the 
payment of claims for insured services at the level autho- 
rized by the plan. The Corporation is nevertheless permitted 
privately to continue or expand its coverage of services 
which are not insured services under the provincial plan. 


Medical Services Insurance is a nonpremium plan 
covering all eligible residents and funded from provincial 
general revenues. All residents are required to be regis- 
tered with the provincial plan but eligibility for benefits 
does not depend upon prior registration as provision is made 
for unregistered persons to be registered retroactively, if 
bona fide residents, on receipt of claims for insured services. 
No special provisions are required, therefore, for the cover- 
age of those with limited incomes. Entitlement to insured 
services is contingent upon an otherwise eligible resident 
having been a resident of the province for not less than 3 
months immediately before the insured services are received. 


The patient has free choice of physician and physicians 
may opt out of participation in the plan without their patients 
losing entitlement to benefits. A nonparticipating physician 
is not entitled to make any charge to an insured resident for 
an insured service unless the resident is informed in advance 
that the physician is not participating in the plan. Any 
physician may charge an insured resident more than the tariff 
payable by the Commission with respect to his services if the 
resident is given reasonable notice of his intention to charge 
a greater amount and the resident or some other person acting 
on his behalf, consents in writing to the extra charge. The 
amount of the extra charge must be made known to the Commission. 


The insured services of Medical Services Insurance in 
Nova Scotia are those of the national program. 


The Prince Edward Island Health Services Payment Plan 


The Health Services Commission of Prince Edward Island 
is the public authority responsible to the Minister of Health 
for the administration and operation of the Health Services 
Payment Plan. 


This is a nonpremium plan which is financed from 
general provincial revenues. All eligible residents are 
covered by the plan and entitlement to insured services is 
contingent upon residency in the province and registration 
with the Commission. 


All beneficiaries are required to be registered with 
the Commission and have a Social Insurance Number. Family 
heads or single persons receive a Health Services Registration 
Certificate following registration. Entitlement to benefits 
is not contingent upon prior registration. Landed immigrants 
who register within 3 months of arrival to establish permanent 
residence are entitled to benefits from the date of registration. 


The patient has free choice of physician and physicians 
may elect to practise outside the plan without their patients 
losing their entitlement to benefits. When a physician ren- 
ders a basic health service to an entitled person he may 
charge the person a fee in excess of the tariff established 
by the Commission but not exceeding the Schedule of Fees of 
the provincial medical association if prior notice is given, 
the extra charge is agreed to in writing and the amount is 
made known the the Commission. A nonparticipating physician 
must give an insured person reasonable notice that his fees 
will be collected directly rather than through the plan. 


Insured services received in another province are paid 
at the rate payable for these services by the medical care 
insurance plan in the other province in cases of sudden 
illness, accident or on referral approved by the Commission. 
The level of benefit payable for other out-of-province in- 
sured services is at the level payable for similar services 
rendered in Prince Edward Island. 


The benefit coverage of the provincial plan is limited 
to the insured services of the national program. 


Medical Care Plan, Newfoundland 

A Medical Care Commission is the public authority 
responsible to the provincial Minister of Health for the 
Medical Care Plan (MCP) in Newfoundland into which the 
former Children's Health Service and the Cottage Hospital 
Medical Care Plan were absorbed. The provincial plan is a 
nonpremium plan which is funded from provincial revenues 
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and covers all eligible residents of the province who, 
however, are required to register. No special provisions 

are required therefore for those with limited incomes. New 
residents entering the province from another participating 
province or territory are subject to a waiting period of 3 
months before being eligible for benefits but otherwise there 
is no waiting period. Each insured person is supplied with 
an identification card which must be presented to a physician 
when seeking medical services. 


The patient has free choice of physician and physicians 
may opt out of participation in the provincial plan without 
their patients losing their entitlement to insured benefits 
payable by the plan. If a nonparticipating physician wishes 
to reserve the right to charge an amount in excess of that 
payable by the Commission, he is obliged to ensure that the 
beneficiary is informed in advance. A participating specia- 
list, subject to similar conditions, may charge a nonreferred 
patient the differential, if any, between the plan payment and 
what he would otherwise receive in respect of his services if 
the patient had been referred to him by another physician. 


The provincial government and the medical association 
entered an agreement in March 1971 to regulate plan payments 
to individual doctors using as a basis a system of gross 
income limits and additional proration for plan payments 
beyond these limits. Subsequent provisions were also made 
to accommodate for group billing and group averaging. The 
agreement became effective on April 1, 1971 and is to be ter- 
minated upon the adoption of a new and mutually acceptable 
fee schedule. An amendment to The Newfoundland Medical Care 
Insurance Act was passed on June 2, 1971 to provide further 
controls for the prevention of plan abuse by physicians, and 
also the authority for regulations to be introduced permitting 
varying rates of payment to different classes of physicians 
or for the same class of physicians in different circumstances 
and locations. 


The benefit coverage of the provincial plan is limited 
to the insured services of the national program, namely, 
comprehensive coverage for the medically required services 
of medical practitioners and certain surgical-dental services 
undertaken by dental surgeons in hospital. 
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The Northwest Territories Health Care Plan 


The medical care insurance plan for the Northwest 
Territories was implemented on April 1, 1971 and is adminis- 
tered by the Health Care Plan, a section of the Department 
of Social Development. The Director of the Department of 
Social Development has been designated by the Commissioner 
of the Northwest Territories as being responsible to him for 
plan administration. 


The plan covers all eligible residents and is funded 
on a nonpremium basis from general territorial revenues. 
Insured residents are required to register with the plan 
and receive a registration card which must be presented 
when receiving an insured service. 


Physicians must choose to participate in the plan for 
all of their insured patients or to practise completely out- 
side the plan for all their patients. However, patients have 
free choice of physician and a physician may decide not to 
participate in the plan without his patients losing entitle- 
ment to benefits. Where insured services are provided out- 
side the Territories, the benefit payable will be in accor- 
dance with the tariff established by the medical care plan 
of the province in which the particular service is rendered; 
in the case of insured services received in another country, 
the benefit payable will be in accordance with the benefit 
payable for a comparable service rendered in the N.W.T. 


The benefit coverage of the territorial plan is 
limited to the insured services of the national program. 


The Yukon Territory Health Care Insurance Plan 


The Yukon Health Care Insurance Plan Ordinance was 
assented to on April 5, 1971 and arrangements were completed 
during the remainder of the fiscal year for implementation 
of the plan on April 1, 1972. 


The Yukon plan will be administered directly by the 
Territorial Government with the assistance of a nonprofit 
health insurance agency acting as an agent in the assessment 
and processing of claims. The Territorial Government will 
be responsible for the final assessment and approval of 
claims submitted to the agent. 
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The plan will be a compulsory premium plan but 
eligibility for coverage will depend on residency status 
rather than on premium payment. Each resident of the 
territory will be an insured person and entitled to benefits, 
subject to a waiting period of three months in the case of 
new residents or those who re-establish residence. However, 
landed immigrants will be entitled to benefits immediately 
on establishing residence in the Yukon if this is done within 
three months after being admitted to Canada. 


The regular premiums which will be charged by the 
Yukon Health Care Insurance Plan will be as follows: 


Regular Premium Rate Per Year 


Single S$ 78.00 
Family of 2 persons $150.00 
Family of 3 or more $174.00 


Every resident is required to register himself and his 
dependents with the plan or to be registered by a person 
acting on his behalf. The plan makes provisions to pay in 
whole or in part the cost of the premiums for those with 
limited incomes who qualify for assistance. Registered 
residents receive plastic registration cards which will be 
used by participating doctors in the preparation of claims. 


The patient has a free choice of physician and each 
physician may decide not to participate in the plan without 
his patient losing entitlement to benefits. The maximum 
level of benefits payable in respect of insured services 
received outside the territory but elsewhere in Canada has 
been established at the prescribed rate payable for these 
services by the host province. The benefit payable in 
respect of insured services received in other jurisdictions 
will be at a level determined by the Administrator of the 
plan as being fair having regard to the nature of the services 
rendered but not in excess of the benefit payable for comparable 
services provided in the Yukon. 


The benefit coverage of the territorial plan will be 
limited to the insured services of the national program. 
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Number of Insured Persons 


The methods for determining the number of insured 
persons in a province differ, since the method used by a 
province to finance the provincial share of costs has a 
direct bearing on the availability of an actual count of 
insured persons. Thus in some provinces the number of 
insured persons is estimated from the provincial population 
as defined in the Medical Care Act and in other cases the 
number of insured persons is based on a more precise 
determination. 


The Medical Care Act defines "population" to mean the 
population of the province on the first day of October in 
that fiscal year as certified by the Chief Statistician of 
Canada, after excluding members of the Canadian Forces, 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police and persons serving a term 
of imprisonment in a penitentiary as defined in the Peniten- 
tiary Act. The exclusions amount to some 0.6% of the total 
population. 


Exclusions from Insured Services 


Insurable residents of a participating province who 
are eligible and entitled to receive insured services under 
any other Act of the Parliament of Canada or under any law 
of a province relating to Workmen's Compensation are not 


entitled to benefits under the Medical Care Act. For example, 


war veterans entitled to medical care under other federal 
legislation are excluded from the benefit coverage of the 
Medical Care Act insofar as their compensable disability is 
concerned. The relevant federal statutes are as follows:- 


Aeronautics Act 

Civilian War Pensions and Allowances Act 

Government Employees Compensation Act 

Merchant Seamen Compensation Act 

National Defence Act 

Pension Act 

Royal Canadian Mounted Police Act 

Royal Canadian Mounted Police Pension Continuation Act 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police Superannuation Act and 
Veterans Rehabilitation Act.

Table B shows, by province, the estimated average 
number of insured persons and per capita cost as used for 
purposes of advance payments and the number of insured per- 
sons and per capita cost used to calculate the actual 
contributions following the end of the fiscal year. 


Formula for Federal Contributions 


The amount of the federal contributions to the 
provinces is calculated on the basis of a formula contained 
in the Medical Care Act. It has been designed in such a way 
to provide greater federal assistance to those provinces in 
which the per capita cost of medical care is lower and to 
provide for an equitable federal contribution to the provinces, 
having regard to the considerable variation in the per capita 
costs between the provinces. 


The annual federal contribution to each participating 
province equals fifty percent of the per capita cost for the 
year of all insured services of the national program which 
are furnished pursuant to the medical care insurance plans 
of the participating provinces multiplied by the average for 
the year of the number of insured persons in the province 
at the end of each month in the year. The per capita cost 
for a year of all insured services of the national program 
is an amount equal to the aggregate of the cost of the in- 
sured services of the national program which are incurred by 
each of the participating provinces divided by the aggregate 
of the averages for the year of the number of insured persons 
in each of the participating provinces at the end of each 
month in the year. 


Since the federal contribution is calculated on an 
annual basis, the Medical Care Act provides for advances on 
account of contributions, so that the provinces are not 
required to wait for reimbursement of the amounts which they 
are required to pay to doctors on a continuing basis. In 
order to expedite the payment of advances and, at the same 
time, to forestall the likelihood of a major financial 
adjustment after the end of each fiscal year, the formula 
which is used for the calculation of the advance payments 
provides for a holdback of up to ten percent of the amount 
due to the province. The formula for the advance payments, 
therefore, differs from the formula for the annual contri- 
bution in that forty-five percent of the estimated national 
per capita cost is paid to the provinces as advances on 
account of contributions.

The remaining five percent of the national per capita 
cost multiplied by the average number of insured persons in 
a province, plus or minus adjustment to actual costs, is 
paid to provinces following receipt of final cost reports 
from all participating provinces signed by their respective 
provincial authorities and certified by the provincial 


auditors. 


Federal Payments 


During the year under review, payments to the provinces 
consisted of the regular monthly advance payments based on the 
estimates submitted before April 1, 1971 and final payments in 
respect of those provinces which participated in the 1970-71 


fiscal year. 


Financial Experience

of the 
MINISTER OF NATIONAL HEALTH AND WELFARE 
Respecting Operations 
of the 
Medical Care Act 
for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1973 


This is the fifth report to Parliament, made in accordance with Section 9 of the Medical Care 
Act and related to operations for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1973. 


HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 


The Medical Care Act (14-15 Elizabeth II, Chap. 64) received Royal Assent on December 21, 
1966. In keeping with a recommendation from the Royal Commission on Health Services in 1964, 
the Act establishes a grant-in-aid program whereby the federal government in empowered to make 
a financial contribution to those provinces which operate medical care insurance plans meeting 
certain minimum criteria. These criteria are related to comprehensiveness of insured services, 
universality of coverage, portability of benefits and public administration. 


Federal financial contributions to participating provinces became payable from July 1, 1968 
and are based on half of the national average per capita cost of the insured services of the national 
program, excluding administration, multiplied by the average number of insured persons in each 
province. All provinces were participating by January 1, 1971 and the Northwest Territories and 
the Yukon Territory implemented their plans on April 1, 1971 and April 1, 1972 respectively. 
This is the first fiscal year in which medical care insurance plans were in effect in all jurisdictions. 


The four main principles embodied in the Act which must characterize the medical care 
insurance plan of each participating province are: — 


1. Comprehensive coverage for all medically required services rendered by a physician or 
surgeon. There can be no dollar limit or exclusions except on the grounds that the 
services were not medically required. The benefit coverage must be administered in such a 
way that there will be no financial impediment or preclusion to an insured person 
receiving necessary medical care. Certain surgical-dental services rendered by dental 
surgeons in hospitals have been included as benefits from July 1, 1968. 


2. Universal availability to all eligible residents of a participating province on equal terms 
and conditions and covering, in addition, at least ninety-five percent of the total eligible 
population. This ensures access to coverage by all residents and prevents premium 
discrimination on account of previous health, age, nonmembership in a group or other 
consideration. At the same time subsidization in whole or in part for certain age groups 
or low income groups is permitted, if a plan is financed by means of a premium system, 
provided all qualifying residents are treated equally. 


3. Portability of benefits when the beneficiary is temporarily absent from his own province 
and when he is moving from one participating province to another. It is not related to 
employment insurance groups and, consequently, coverage is not lost when an individual 
changes jobs or residence. 


4. Administration on a nonprofit basis by a public authority which is accountable to the 
provincial government for its financial transactions. 
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MEDICAL CARE PROGRAM 


The purpose of the Medical Care Act is to ensure that all Canadians can have access to 
necessary medical care on a prepaid basis by authorizing the federal government to provide 
financial assistance to the provinces. In order to do this effectively the program has been organized 
on the basis of three inter-related activities: 


1. Administration of the Medical Care Act. 


2. Provision of advisory services to provinces regarding various aspects of the provincial 
medical care insurance plans. 


3. Conducting studies and providing technical and professional consultative services to the 
provinces and other appropriate bodies on the planning, delivery and utilization of 
medical services. 


The Medical Care Directorate ceased to exist as an organizational entity at the end of this 
fiscal year with the amalgamation of the Medical Care and Hospital Insurance Directorates as the 
Health Insurance Directorate, effective April 1, 1973. During the fiscal year there was progressive 
functional co-operation with the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Program. 


On February 15, 1973, a judgment was handed down in the Supreme Court of British 
Columbia to the effect that in that province a person who practises osteopathy in fact practises 
medicine, being registered under the provincial Medical Act. As a result of this ruling, services 
rendered by osteopaths in British Columbia are eligible as insured services for cost-sharing 
purposes. 


A meeting of Medical Directors of the provincial medical care insurance plans was held in 
Ottawa, April 12-13, 1972 to discuss items related to quality of care and medical care utilization, 
including trends in diagnostic, laboratory and radiological services. A federal-provincial workshop 
for financial administrators of the various medical care insurance plans was held in Ottawa, June 
12-13, 1972, and the first meeting of federal and provincial statistics officials involved in the 
collation and analysis of statistics on medical care utilization and costs was also held in Ottawa, 
January 22-23, 1973 to discuss policy matters in this area. 


The Medical Care Directorate assumed the lead roje in a departmental task force which will 
be co-operating with the medical profession through the national Committee on Physician 
Manpower in the development of recommendations regarding physician manpower requirements. 
The first joint governmental-professional activity under this arrangement should be underway by 
mid-1973. 


The joint governmental-professional technical committee on Standard Nomenclature 
established towards the end of fiscal 1970-71 continued to meet on a quarterly basis under the 
auspices of the Medical Care Directorate. The objective of this committee is to develop a uniform 
preamble and simplified nomenclature suitable for use by the provincial medical care insurance 
plans. At present, provincial physicians’ fee schedules (and medical care plan benefit schedules) are 
not completely consistent or uniform in their description of professional services, thus creating 
difficulties in the compilation of comparable statistical data being generated by the various 
provincial medical care insurance plans for use in the national program. This committee includes 
regional representation from provincial medical associations and medical care insurance plans. 


All provinces and territories, with one exception, have accepted an inter-provincial 
agreement on eligibility and portability of health insurance coverage (i.e. hospital insurance and 
medical care insurance). This agreement is designed to resolve the difficulties which had previously 
been experienced by a few residents of Canada in obtaining coverage from provincial plans, 
particularly when moving between provinces or on arrival in Canada from abroad. The one 
exception, British Columbia, nevertheless has accepted the most important provisions of the 
agreement but has declined to accept a provision making first day coverage available to all landed

immigrants and to other new residents assuming residence in the province from outside Canada, 
and for these a waiting period of up to 3 months will usually be required. The target date for 
implementation of the agreement was July 1, 1972 or as soon as possible thereafter depending on 
provincial ability to make the necessary legislative and regulatory changes for full implementation 
of the agreement. 


The first comprehensive survey of outreach facilities providing health and/or related services 
and the program provided by each was organized by the Medical Care Directorate in the winter of 
1971-72, with the actual survey being effected by the Health and Welfare and Field Divisions of 
Statistics Canada. A compendium containing descriptive data on some 3,000 “innovative” care 
facilities has been published by Statistics Canada in August 1972 as a result of this survey. 


The Directorate continued and expanded its program of studies in the field of medical care 
economics, including the distribution of data arising from physicians’ income studies to the 
provincial medical associations and corresponding provincial medical care insurance plans. The 
program of studies now includes an on-going study on the estimated average working life of 
different kinds of physicians. This was initiated in 1971 in response to a request from the 
Canadian Medical Association indicating that this kind of information is necessary to assist the 
Association in giving due consideration to this factor when determining fee differentials. Similar 
studies are being undertaken or being considered in relation to other health professionals at 
provincial request. In-depth comparative analyses of provincial medical care plans utilization and 
costs experience are also being continued. 


Officers of the Directorate visited officials of all provincial plans during the year. 
Information and views were exchanged with counterparts through attendance at professional 
association meetings and symposia in Canada and the United States, and through discussions with 
representatives of foreign governments interested in Canadian developments in the field of medical 
care insurance. This has included special visits to Ottawa by representatives of the U.S. Social 
Security Administration, written requests for information and, on occasion, requests for formal 
presentations at U.S. meetings. 


The Director General, Medical Care undertook a series of visits to the health ministries of 
selected European countries in September and October, 1972 to obtain information on their 
health care programs. He was also a member of a team of senior departmental officials who 
participated in a Tripartite (Canada-U.S.A.-U.K.) Meeting on health manpower which was held in 
Washington, March 19-20, 1973. 


The Medical Care Directorate was represented at the NATO Committee on the Challenges of 
Modern Society Advanced Health Care Delivery project meetings on Organized Ambulatory Health 
Services and Systematic Assessment of Health Services which were held during the year. The 
chairmanship of the latter project was assumed by the Medical Care Directorate in October, Ones 


PROVINCIAL PARTICIPATION 


The medical care insurance plan for the Yukon Territory was implemented on April 1, 1972. 
All provinces had previously introduced their plans at varying times between the implementation 
of the federal program, on July 1, 1968, and January 1, 1971. The Northwest Territories’ plan was 
implemented on April 1, 1971. The national program has thus been in effect in all jurisdictions 
since April 1, 1972. The dates when the various plans were introduced will be found in Table A. 


100% of the eligible population are now insured in Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island, 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Quebec, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, the Northwest Territories and the 
Yukon Territory; virtually 100% in Alberta and British Columbia; and over 99% in Ontario. Of an 
estimated 21.9 million residents of Canada who are eligible for coverage under the Medical Care 
Program through the various provincial plans, all but some 10,000 are insured. 
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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATION 


Surveillance of legislative and regulatory changes in the various provincial plans has been 
continued and no serious difficulties encountered, although in a few instances changes in 
provincial regulations required clarification to ensure that the terms and conditions of the federal 
legislation continued to be met. During fiscal 1972-73, the provinces enacted the following 
legislation related to their provincial medical care insurance plans:

SUMMARY OF PROVINCIAL MEDICAL CARE INSURANCE PLANS 


Table A summarizes the provincial medical care insurance plans as of March 31, 1973. While 
descriptions of the various provincial plans have appeared in earlier annual reports, the following is 
an up-dated description of all plans, together with specific reference being made to any significant 
changes which have occurred during fiscal 1972-73. 


The British Columbia Medical Services Plan 


In British Columbia, a Medical Services Commission, comprising three members appointed 
by the Lieutenant Governor in Council, functions as the public authority responsible for the 
operation of the provincial medical care insurance plan. The Commissioners include a nominee of 
the British Columbia Medical Association. The Commission, effective November 21, 1972, is 
responsible to the Minister of Health Services and Hospital Insurance. Prior to that time it had 
been responsible to the Provincial Secretary. The provincial authority markets its contract through 
two pre-existing nonprofit plans (which are licensed to sell additional benefits over and above the 
basic provincial plan, either separately or as a package connected with the governmental contract) 
and through the British Columbia Medical Plan, a governmental agency. 


The two nongovernment carriers limit their services under the plan to group coverage and 
they offer private insurance coverage for additional premiums (e.g. drugs, ambulance service, etc.) 
separately and distinctly from the provincial plan. Premiums collected by them on behalf of the 
governmental contract must be remitted to the province. Irrespective of which agency the 
subscriber enrols with, his insurance contract is with the Province of British Columbia and it is the 
provincial authority which processes the doctors’ accounts and makes payment on the claims. 


The British Columbia Medical Services Plan is a volumtary premium plan. Coverage is 
contingent upon the required premiums having been paid with coverage ceasing when the premium 
is 15 days in default. Subsidies of 50% or 90% are available towards the cost of the premiums for 
persons in specified low income brackets if they have been permanent residents of the province for 


the 12 consecutive months immediately prior to application. The following premiums are charged 
to insured persons:

Full premiums are paid on behalf of persons who qualify for social assistance. 


The patient has free choice of physician and a physician may “opt out” of participation in 
the plan without his patient losing entitlement to benefits. Osteopaths are registered under the 
provincial Medical Act and their services are eligible as insured services for cost-sharing purposes. 
Physicians are responsible for ensuring that referrals for insured pathological, radiological and 
electrodiagnostic services (other than electrocardiograms) are to laboratories approved by the 
Commission, with preference being given to the use of available approved hospital and public 
laboratories, unless the patient agrees in writing in advance to accept liability. Detailed regulations 
have been introduced governing the approval of laboratories and the Commission’s responsibility 
in this regard. These regulations also specify which laboratory services are insured when provided 
in a practitioner’s office. 


When an insured person is temporarily visiting or travelling outside the province, the 
provincial plan restricts the insured services to those, which he would otherwise be entitled to, 
resulting from unexpected illness or injury. Elective services when an insured person is temporarily 
outside the province require prior approval from the Commission before payment of benefit 
coverage will be considered. These limitations also apply when an insured resident moves to 
another participating province during any waiting period imposed by the plan of the second 
province. 


Additional benefits, towards the cost of which the federal government is not contributing, 
are included in the British Columbia plan. These additional benefits include the services of 
optometrists, chiropractors, naturopaths, physiotherapists, podiatrists, Red Cross nurses, special 
nurses and V.O.N. nurses and orthoptic treatment, all on a limited basis, and are only available 
within British Columbia. The British Columbia government restored the level of the non-cost- 
shared extra benefits on July 1, 1972 to the level in effect prior to July 1970, when they had 
been reduced. 


The Alberta Health Care Insurance Plan 


The medical care insurance plan in Alberta is administered by the Alberta Health Care 
Insurance Commission which is responsible to a provincial Minister without Portfolio. Eligibility 
for provincial hospital insurance depends on medical care insurance status. 


Prior to November 22, 1972, the plan provided benefit coverage to all eligible residents with 
entitlement to benefit not being contingent upon the payment of premiums but on residency 
status. Since that date, all eligible residents, as previously, are required to be registered with the 
Commission but benefits ceased to be payable if the resident is not registered at the time of 
service. However, there is a provision in the amending legislation which permits the Commission to 
register such a person, and other residents in the family unit, effective the date on which a claim is 
received or from the date on which the person is admitted to an approved hospital. 


A conjoint premium is charged for medical care and hospital insurance. Premiums are 
collected on a monthly, quarterly or annual basis but under employment and other group 
arrangements they are payable monthly. Social assistance recipients are not required to pay 
premiums and scaled subsidies are available for other persons with limited incomes. Amending 
legislation, effective June 2, 1972, empowers the Commission to waive payment of premium when 
the Department of Health and Social Development has determined that such payment would 
constitute financial hardship to the individual concerned. 


The following premiums are charged to insured persons:

A resident who is 65 years of age or over is entitled to exemption from premium payment 
for the basic hospital and medical care insurance coverage on behalf of himself and any dependents 
in the family unit. 


The plan permits a resident who is not a dependent and who is registered and is not in 
default of premiums, to opt out of the plan and the provincial Hospitalization Benefits Plan on a 
yearly basis if his application is received prior to July 1. An approved application is valid for the 
year July 1 — June 30 and during this period the resident is not liable for premiums and he and his 
family, if any, are not eligible for benefits of the provincial plans unless any of his dependents have 
elected to be excluded from his declaration to opt out. An opted out resident may obtain private 
insurance coverage against the costs of hospitalization but not in respect of the insured services 
under the Medical Care Act. Options affecting 280 individuals out of more than 1,685,000 were 
made pursuant to this provision during the fiscal year. 


In regard to remuneration, practitioners are not required to make a choice of dealing directly 
with the provincial plan for all of their insured patients or opting out for all of their patients. In 
this respect the plan is quite different from those of other participating provinces with the 
exception of New Brunswick. The patient has a free choice of practitioner but if the practitioner 
intends to charge an amount more than the plan benefit, before the services are rendered, he must 
have an agreement or arrangement with the patient to that effect. The practitioner is thus free to 
deal with the plan or the patient or both regarding the remuneration for his services. 


Amending legislation, effective November 22, 1972, granted the Commission wider powers 
in re-assessing Claims and effecting recoveries, and involved the appropriate provincial professional 
health associations in the claims re-assessment procedures. In addition, the Commission was 
empowered to appoint auditors to examine practitioners’ books, accounts or records (other than 
patients’ records) with consent of the practitioners involved. If consent is withheld, the 
Commission was authorized to withhold payment of benefits for claims. 


Under the Alberta Health Care Emergency Financial Assistance Regulations insured residents 
may receive additional benefits for the cost of health services to be incurred or already incurred 
outside Alberta (basic and optional coverage) beyond the usual level of payment in respect of 
similar services rendered in Alberta, on application to the Commission and in accordance with 
certain stipulations such as prior approval (where applicable); emergency situation; services not 
available in Alberta; undue financial burden. 


If a registered resident is temporarily absent from Alberta and requires insured services, 
benefits may be withheld until any relevant premium arrears have been paid. This provision 
became effective on November 22, 1972. 


A resident of Alberta leaving Alberta to reside permanently elsewhere is required to obtain a 
Certificate of Continuing Coverage in order to be assured of benefits following his departure, and 
until the coverage of the next provincial plan can be obtained, where applicable. This requirement 
became effective on October 1, 1972. The Certificate must be applied for before leaving or within 
one month of leaving and will only be issued if the applicant is not in arrears of payment. 


Additional benefits, towards the cost of which the federal government is not contributing, 
include some office dental services and limited optometric, chiropractic, podiatric and osteopathic 
services, and appliances provided by podiatrists. The Commission also makes available to paid up, 
registered residents who are unable to obtain Blue Cross coverage on a group subscriber plan, an 
optional health services contract (for hospital differential charges for preferred accommodation, 
ambulance services, prescription drugs, appliances, home nursing care, naturopathic services, 
clinical psychological services and dental care needed because of an accident or injury) at 
subsidized rates of $2.00 per month for a single subscriber and $4.00 per month for a family of 
two or more persons. The optional coverage is available at reduced premiums for those with 
limited incomes. Residents who are 65 years of age or over are entitled to this coverage without 
premium payment on the same basis as for the basic hospital and medical care coverage. 


The Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Plan 


The public authority responsible for the administration of the Saskatchewan plan consists of 
the provincial Minister of Public Health; the Board of Health Region Number 1, Swift Current; the 
Saskatchewan Tuberculosis and Respiratory Disease Association, the Saskatchewan Cancer 
Commission; and the Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Commission. All of the agencies 
represented in the public authority were previously independent and administered their respective 
benefit programs with varying policies and residency requirements. The qualifying Saskatchewan 
Medical Care Insurance Plan differs somewhat from the original Saskatchewan medicare plan 
introduced in 1962. The plan now includes benefits previously provided under a variety of 
separate programs or agencies including the Medical Care Insurance Commission, the Swift Current 
Health Region Number 1, the Cancer Control Commission, the Saskatchewan Tuberculosis and 
Respiratory Disease Association and the Provincial Department of Public Health. The range of 
benefits provided by these previously separate programs or agencies have been expanded where 
necessary to conform with the requirements of the federal legislation and residency requirements 
have been standardized. The premiums charged and rates of payment to medical practitioners have 
also been standardized between the Saskatchewan Medical Care Insurance Commission and Swift 
Current Health Region which operates its own medical care plan. 


The Saskatchewan plan is a compulsory premium plan with the premium covering about 
12% of the cost in 1972, and subsidized at this level from general provincial revenues. Coverage is 
normally contingent on the required premium having been paid or responsibility for the payment 
of the premium having been assumed by governmental bodies. There is no scaled subsidy toward 
the premium based on income but persons in receipt of public assistance have the premium paid 
on their behalf by the provincial Department of Social Services. There is a conjoined premium 
covering both Hospital Insurance and Medicare with the “medicare” portion of this conjoined 
premium being: 


Single $12.00/year 
Family $24.00/year 


Residents who are 65 years and over in the premium year are exempt from premium 
liability. 


The patient has free choice of physician and a physician may decide not to participate in the 
plan without his patient losing entitlement to benefits. The benefits payable for insured services 
received out-of-province are normally limited to the benefits payable for comparable services 


rendered in Saskatchewan. However, the costs of medical services that are not available in 
Saskatchewan but are provided in another province are paid in full. 


The physician in Saskatchewan may bill the plan directly, bill the plan indirectly through 
one of the two approved health agencies or bill the patient directly. Under the first two 
alternatives he must accept the plan payment as payment in full. The approved health agencies 
usually act as a “post office” in the processing of claims only where the physician is affiliated with 
the agency and the patient is a subscriber to the agency, but there are exceptions such as in the 
case of social assistance recipients, and for out-of-province services received by agency subscribers. 
The approved health agencies are permitted to provide their subscribers with coverage for a range 
of extended benefits. 


The Commission, as a result of the 1972 legislative amendments, is authorized to conclude 
agreements with non-profit corporations under which payment is made to the organization on the 
basis of a negotiated lump sum rather than fee-for-service, with the organization being responsible 
for the payment of physicians and other health workers under contract to the organization. 


The provincial plan includes an optometric benefit, coverage for referred orthodontic service 
by a dentist for care of cleft palate, and, from February 1, 1973, coverage for chiropractic services. 
The chiropractic benefit is unique in that it is the only one of its kind provided by a public 
medical care insurance plan in Canada which does not have a limit on the number of necessary 
services, or dollar volume, which an individual or family can receive. The federal government does 
not contribute towards the cost of these additional benefits. 


The Manitoba Health Services Insurance Plan 


The Manitoba Health Services Insurance Plan is an amalgamation of the former Manitoba 
Health Plan and the Manitoba Hospital Services Plan under one public authority, the Manitoba 
Health Services Commission. The Commission is responsible to the provincial Minister of Health 
and Social Development for administration of the provincial plan. 


The Manitoba plan is a compulsory plan which is funded from provincial general revenues 
and hospital and medical care premiums are collected by the Commission under a common billing 
arrangement. The medicare premiums are set at a nominal level of: 


Single $ 6.60/year 
Family $13.20/year 


Recipients of public assistance and others in a similar category are exempt from the payment 
of premiums. There are no intermediate subsidy levels provided with respect to the premium 
structure. It was announced prior to the end of the fiscal year that residents aged 65 years or over 
would be premium-exempt from April 1, 1973. 


Entitlement to insured services is not linked to payment of premium and each resident is an 
insured person, subject to the usual waiting period up to 3 months immediately following arrival in 
Manitoba if the new resident is from another participating province or territory. If the person 
previously resided outside Canada, benefits are available on the date of arrival in Manitoba. 


Each patient has a free choice of physician. Physicians may decide not to participate in the 
plan without their patients losing entitlement to benefits. Participating physicians accept plan 
payment as payment in full for their services and are not permitted to charge or to collect fees 
from insured residents in excess of the benefits payable by the plan. A nonparticipating physician 
must provide an insured person with reasonable notice that his fees will be collected directly rather 
than through the plan. The enforcement powers of the Medical Review Committee, previously 
established to review abnormal patterns of medical practice, were broadened as a result of 
legislative changes, effective July 11,1972. 


Normally out-of-province benefits are payable at a rate of payment no greater than for 
Similar services rendered in Manitoba but the July 11, 1972 legislative amendments now make it 


possible for the Commission, subject to regulations, to pay at higher rates for necessary out-of- 
province care. 


An insured person who leaves Manitoba to reside elsewhere should obtain an out-of-province 
certificate from the Commission showing that coverage is available for up to three months 
following arrival in the new place of residence. 


The benefit coverage of the provincial plan includes the comprehensive medical and limited 
dental coverage of the national program (and insured hospital services) plus limited optometric and 
chiropractic benefits which are not cost-shared by the federal government. Extra benefits of the 
provincial plan, since May 13, 1971, include limb prosthetic devices and services, and, with prior 
approval of the Commission, limb and spinal orthotic devices, when prescribed by a medical 
practitioner. 


The Ontario Health Insurance Plan (OHIP) 


This plan is an amalgamation of the insurance operations of the Ontario Hospital Services 
Commission and the Ontario Health Services Insurance Plan which has been in effect since April 1, 
1972. The amalgamation was undertaken under the authority of interim legislation. The 
consolidation of the provincial hospital and medical care insurance legislation was achieved by the 
Health Insurance Act, 1972 which was assented to on June 21, 1972, with an effective date of 
April 1, 1972. OHIP is a division of the Ministry of Health and the Minister of Health continues as 
the responsible public authority. 


The plan, which normally requires the payment of premiums by or on behalf of insured 
residents, is a semi-voluntary plan, being compulsory in the case of employee groups of 15 or more 
persons who are residents of Ontario. Provision is made for the voluntary creation of a mandatory 
group in the case of 6-14 employees and an organization of fifteen or more persons may apply to 
become a collector’s group or be designated as such by the plan. Registration and claims processing 
are undertaken by 8 district offices which have been established in the following locations: 
Windsor, London, Hamilton, Toronto, Kingston, Ottawa, Sudbury and Thunder Bay. 


Premiums for the combined plan are normally required to be paid three months in advance 
and coverage is subject to a comparable waiting period for all residents with certain specified 
exceptions, such as landed immigrants who may apply for the benefit coverage within three 
months of arrival without a waiting-period being imposed. On a yearly basis, the premium rates for 
hospital and medical care insurance coverage are as follows:

The plan makes provision for total or partial assistance towards the cost of premiums for 
persons with limited incomes as shown in the table, with eligibility being determined by an 
assessment of the current year’s taxable income. Social assistance recipients automatically qualify 
for total premium assistance and temporary assistance is available for any insured person who is 
unable to continue payment of premiums due to unemployment, illness, disability or financial 
hardship. Organized provisions have been incorporated in the new plan whereby residents receiving 
social assistance from municipalities and other residents considered indigent will be enrolled in the 
plan. Residents of Ontario who are 65 years of age or older and who have been ordinarily resident 
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in the province for the previous 12 months are entitled to a premium-exemption for OHIP 
coverage on behalf of themselves and any other members of their premium unit. 


Freedom of choice is provided for patients and for physicians. A physician may “opt out” of 
participation in the plan without his patients losing their entitlement to benefits. If a physician 
bills the plan directly in respect of his patients he must accept the plan payment in respect of his 
services as payment in full. If a physician has opted out and intends to charge the patient more 
than the current provincial medical association fee schedule he must advise the patient of the exact 
amount of the fee in excess of the schedule. Opted-out physicians may still bill the plan directly 
under certain specified circumstances such as for the provision of urgently required services where 
no prior professional relationship existed with an insured patient. 


All medical laboratories are now required to be licensed and subject to increased control and 
supervision as a result of passage of amendments to the Public Health Act and the promulgation of 
detailed regulations, effective November 1, 1972. 


In addition to the insured services of the national Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services 
and Medical Care Programs, OHIP provides the following extra benefits. The coverage of the 
combined plan was broadened, effective April 1, 1972, to include care in nursing homes and 
homes for the aged when regular nursing service and medical supervision are required, subject to a 
co-payment charge of $3.50 per day, with the plan paying the balance of the home’s approved 
daily cost for medically required services in standard ward accommodation. This extended care 
benefit is normally only available to those who have been ordinarily resident in Ontario for the 
twelve months preceding application for the benefit. This requirement does not apply to persons 
receiving benefits under The General Welfare Assistance Act or the Family Benefits Act. 


The benefit coverage of the Ontario plan also includes certain optometric benefits and 
coverage for the services of chiropractors, osteopaths and podiatrists on a limited basis, as well as 
other non-hospital benefits towards the costs of physiotherapy and ambulance services. The 
extended care benefit and the other extra benefits are not cost-shared by the federal government. 


The Health Insurance Plan of Quebec 


The Quebec Health Insurance Board, an agency of the provincial govarnment, is the public 
authority which is responsible to the Minister of Social Affairs for the administration of the 
provincial Health Insurance Plan. 


The plan covers all eligible residents of the province. There are no ‘premiums and the plan is 
financed by a provincial income tax surcharge and by special employer contributions. The 
provincial Minister of Revenue is responsible for the collection of these funds and remitting them 
to the Board. 


The provincial income tax surcharge requires married persons with a net income exceeding 
$5,000 and single persons with a net income exceeding $2,500 to contribute 0.8% of their net 
income for this purpose. Prior to 1973 the surcharge was applied to net incomes in excess of 
$4,000 and $2,000 respectively. The maximum annual contribution is $125.00 for tax-paying 
employees who derive at least three-quarters of their incomes from their salaries or wages and 
$200.00) in other cases. Employers are required to contribute 0.8% of their payrolls. 


All residents who are eligible for insured services must be registered with the Board. Each 
insured person is issued with a plastic registration card which must be presented to the professional 
concerned when seeking insured services in Quebec. Every health professional lawfully authorized 
to furnish insured services in Quebec must also register with the Board. 


The plan provides for three classes of health professional personnel in Quebec on the 
following basis: 


(1) Professionals practising within the scope of an agreement between a professional 
organization and the Minister of Social Affairs. Their patients do not receive any bills 
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for insured services received and the professional rendering insured services is 
remunerated directly by the Board and in accordance with the tariff provided in the 
agreement. 


(2) Professionals who have withdrawn and practise outside the plan but who have agreed to 
be remunerated solely in accordance with the tariff provided in an agreement between a 
professional organization and the Minister of Social Affairs. These professionals are 
permitted to bill their patients for insured services rendered but are required to notify 
their insured patients of this in advance and in writing except in the case of emergencies. 
The patients, in turn, are entitled to submit the bills to the Board for payment. On 
receipt of payment from the Board, it is the responsibility of the patient to pay for the 
service(s) received. A withdrawn professional is not allowed to bill his patients beyond 
the allowable tariff subject to the application of the agreement. 


(3) Nonparticipating professionals who practise outside the scope of the plan. These doctors 
have not agreed to be remunerated in accordance with the tariff provided in an 
agreement. They are required to provide written notification in advance to any resident 
requiring their services, other than in an emergency, that he will have to pay any fee 
charged. A resident of Quebec who receives an otherwise insurable service from a 
nonparticipating professional is solely responsible for payment of the professional fee 
incurred, except in the case of an emergency, when the doctor is remunerated by the 
Board in accordance with the tariff in the appropriate agreement. 


Most health professionals providing insured services in Quebec participate in the provincial 
plan and very few are practising outside the plan. 


Provision is also made for any health professional practising outside Quebec to practise 
under the Quebec Health Insurance Plan as a “voluntary participant” without being required to 
belong to the appropriate professional organization in Quebec. Such voluntary participants mostly 
practise in communities bordering on Quebec and they agree to follow the procedure for claim 
submission and to accept plan payment on the same basis as participating professionals in Quebec. 


The patient has free choice of physician and physicians may select their mode of practice 
with respect to the plan as described above. Patients of opted-out health professionals do not 
normally have any entitlement to insured benefits payable by the plan for services rendered by 
such doctors. 


Insured residents are also entitled to reimbursement for the cost of insured services received 
outside Quebec on submission of receipts or statements for these services. The maximum 
reimbursement level is set at the rate payable by the Board for comparable services received in 
Quebec. 


In addition to coverage for the insured services of the national program (i.e. the medically 
required services of medical practitioners and specified surgical-dental procedures undertaken by 
dental surgeons in hospital), the Health Insurance Plan provides coverage for certain optometric 
services and for certain oral surgery services rendered by dentists in approved university 
institutions. 


The Quebec Health Insurance Board also administers a drug benefit program on behalf of the 
Department of Social Affairs. This program was implemented on August 1, 1972. Persons eligible 
for benefits under this program are those who are entitled to social aid under the Social Aid Act 
and their dependents, and persons entitled to an allowance under the Blind Persons Allowance Act 
or the Disabled Persons Act. The prescription drugs covered by this program are included in an 
approved drug list and deterrent charges up to 50 cents per prescription for certain products were 
imposed at the outset. The deterrent charges have been suspended from December 1, 1972 until 
June 1, 1974. Persons qualifying for this drug benefit are issued with a special eligibility card and a 
drug register in which may be recorded the drugs supplied. The federal government contributes 
toward the drug benefit through the Established Programs (Interim Arrangements) Act which 
applies to the Canada Assistance Plan insofar as Quebec is concerned. 
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Medicare — New Brunswick 


The medical care insurance plan in New Brunswick is officially known as ‘‘Medicare”, The 
plan is funded from general provincial revenues and it is administered by the Medicare Division of 
the provincial Department of Health. The Minister of Health is the provincial authority. 


Medicare is a nonpremium plan which covers all eligible residents who have resided in the 
province for a minimum waiting period lasting until the first day of the third month following the 
establishment of residence. Prior to July 1, 1972 the minimum waiting period was 3 months for 
new residents. Since that date, landed immigrants and certain other categories of new residents are 
now able to obtain immediate coverage effective their date of arrival in the province if they 
register with the plan within 30 days of establishing residence. Corresponding coverage is provided 
during periods of temporary absence and, on ceasing to be resident of the province, until the first 
day of the third month following arrival at a new residence elsewhere in Canada. No special 
provisions are required for the coverage of residents with limited incomes. 


Insured residents may register with the Medicare Division and receive a Hospital and 
Medicare identification card which must be shown to the professional concerned when obtaining 
an insured service. 


Patients have free choice of physician and a physician may decide not to participate in the 
plan without his patients losing entitlement to benefits. However, he must advise his patients 
before providing insured services that he is a non-participant. A participating practitioner also has 
the option in the case of each patient of either billing the plan or billing the patient if he advises 
the patient in advance that he intends to do so. If the patient is billed by a participating or 
nonparticipating physician, the amount of the fee charged must be made known to the plan. The 
participating practitioner who bills the plan directly must accept the plan payment in respect of 
his services as payment in full. The only instance in which a physician may charge Medicare and 
the patient is in the case of a specialist in obstetrics who has provided nonreferred routine 
obstetrical care, in which case he is permitted to bill the patient up to a specified amount. 


A Professional Review Committee, consisting of five members appointed by the Minister of 
Health from nominees of the New Brunswick Medical Society, was established in January, 1973 to 
review and recommend on patterns of billings by physicians and such other matters as may be 
referred to it by the Minister. 


The benefit coverage of Medicare is limited to the comprehensive medical and the denta! 
coverage of the national program. 


Medical Services Insurance, Nova Scotia 


The medical care insurance plan in Nova Scotia, called Medical Services Insurance (MSI) is 
operated by a conjoint public authority, consisting of the Medical Care Insurance Commission and 
Maritime Medical Care Incorporated, responsible to the provincial Minister of Public Health. 
Maritime Medical Care Incorporated is a doctor-sponsored prepayment agency and it is authorized 
to act on a nonprofit basis as the administrative arm and fiscal agent of the public authority, 
undertaking the registration of insured residents and the payment of claims for insured services at 
the level authorized by the plan. The Corporation is nevertheless permitted privately to continue 
or expand its coverage of services which are not insured services under the provincial plan. 


Legislation has been introduced in the provincial legislature to consolidate the Medical Care 
Insurance Act and the Hospital Insurance Act and to establish a new Commission, the Health 
Services and Insurance Commission, which will assume all of the functions of the existing Medical 
Care Insurance Commission and the Hospital Insurance Commission. 


Medical Services Insurance is a nonpremium plan covering all eligible residents and funded 
from provincial general revenues. All residents are required to be registered with the provincial 
plan but eligibility for benefits does not depend upon prior registration as provision is made for 
unregistered persons to be registered retroactively, if bona fide residents, on receipt of claims for 
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insured services. No special provisions are required, therefore, for the coverage of those with 
limited incomes. Entitlement to insured services is contingent upon an otherwise eligible resident 
having been a resident of the province for a minimum waiting period, lasting until the first day of 
the third month following establishment of residence in the province, immediately before the 
insured services are received. This waiting period was established by regulatory change, effective 
July 1, 1972. Previously the waiting period had been 3 months for new residents. Also, as of that 
date, new residents who arrive from outside Canada are able to obtain coverage from the day of 
establishing residence in the province. 


The patient has free choice of physician and physicians may opt out of participation in the 
plan without their patients losing entitlement to benefits. A nonparticipating physician is not 
entitled to make any charge to an insured resident for an insured service unless the resident is 
informed in advance that the physician is not participating in the plan. Any physician may charge 
an insured resident more than the tariff payable by the Commission with respect to his services if 
the resident is given reasonable notice of his intention to charge a greater amount and the resident, 
or some other person acting on his behalf, consents in writing to the extra charge. The amount of 
the extra charge must be made known to the Commission. 


The insured services of Medical Services Insurance in Nova Scotia are those of the national 
program. 


The Prince Edward Island Health Services Payment Plan 


The Health Services Commission of Prince Edward Island is the public authority responsible 
to the Minister of Health for the administration and operation of the Health Services Payment 
Plan. 


This is a nonpremium plan which is financed from general provincial revenues. All eligible 
residents are covered by the plan and entitlement to insured services is contingent upon residency 
in the province and registration with the Commission. 


All beneficiaries are required to be registered with the Commission and have a Social 
Insurance Number. Family heads or single persons receive a Health Services Registration 
Certificate following registration. Entitlement to benefits is contingent upon registration. Landed 
immigrants and certain other categories of new residents who establish residence in the province 
are entitled to benefits, subsequent to July 1, 1972, from the date of establishing residence, 
provided the registration requirements are met. In the case of new residents from other provinces, 
the waiting period before becoming entitled to coverage was changed, effective July 1, 1972, from 
3 months to two full consecutive calendar months from the date of establishing residence in the 
province. 


The patient has free choice of physician and physicians may elect to practise outside the 
plan without their patients losing their entitlement to benefits. When a physician renders a basic 
health service to an entitled person he may charge the person a fee in excess of the tariff 
established by the Commission but not exceeding the Schedule of Fees of the provincial medical 
association if prior notice is given, the extra charge is agreed to in writing and the amount is made 
known to the Commission. A nonparticipating physician must give an insured person reasonable 
notice that his fees will be collected directly rather than through the plan. 


A regulatory change made on June 14, 1972, but retro-active to August 1, 1971, gave the 
Commission increased flexibility in determining appropriate payment for out-of-province services 
received by insured residents, depending on whether or not the services are available in Canada, 
and whether or not prior approval is obtained in non-emergency cases. Insured services received in 
another province are paid at the rate payable for these services by the medical care insurance plan 
in the other province in cases of sudden illness, accident or on referral approved by the 
Commission, or at a tariff established by the Commission when the services are rendered outside 
Canada but are considered by the Commission to be available in Canada. Insured services received 
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outside Canada and which are not considered by the Commission to be available in Canada may, 
with prior approval, be paid for at such rates as the Commission may decide. The level of benefit 
payable for other out-of-province insured services is at the level payable for similar services 
rendered in Prince Edward Island. 


The benefit coverage of the provincial plan is limited to the insured services of the national 
program. 


Medical Care Plan, Newfoundland 


A Medical Care Commission is the public authority responsible to the provincial Minister of 
Health for the Medical Care Plan (MCP) in Newfoundland into which the former Children’s Health 
Service and the Cottage Hospital Medical Care Plan were absorbed. The provincial plan is a 
nonpremium plan which is funded from provincial revenues and covers all eligible residents of the 
province who, however, are required to register before claims may be accepted. No special 
provisions are required therefore for those with limited incomes. New residents entering the 
province from another participating province or territory are subject to a waiting period up to 
three months before being eligible for benefits but otherwise there is no waiting period. Each 
insured person is supplied with an identification card which must be presented to a physician when 
seeking medical services. 


The patient has free choice of physician and physicians have free choice of patients. 
Physicians must decide whether to participate in the plan for all of their insured patients or to 
practise completely outside of the plan for all of their patients. However, insured patients of 
opted-out physicians do not lose their entitlement to insured benefits. Opted-out physicians are 
required to inform their patients, prior to treatment, of their status and intentions regarding billing 
beyond the level of benefit payable by MCP. Opted-out physicians, however, submit accounts on 
behalf of their insured patients to MCP which, in turn, provides these physicians with a monthly 
remittance statement indicating the benefits which have been paid to their patients. Participating 
physicians accept plan payment as payment in full but a participating specialist, subject to similar 
conditions applicable to opted-out physicians, may charge a nonreferred patient the differential, if 
any, between the plan payment and what he would otherwise have received in respect of his 
services if the patient had been referred to him by another physician. 


Prior to July 1, 1972, out-of-province benefits were limited to the rate payable for similar 
services rendered in Newfoundland. A regulatory change has subsequently made it possible for 
MCP to pay for insured services received by beneficiaries, while in another province, in accordance 
with the level of benefits of the provincial medical care insurance plan in the province where the 
services were provided. At the same time, the regulatory change now makes it possible for MCP to 
pay in respect of insured services received out-of-country at a rate which the Commission considers 
to be fair having regard to the services provided. 


Prior to the end of the fiscal year, the provincial Minister of Health announced that the 
system of proration of all physicians accounts above specified gross limits, that had been 
introduced in 1971, had been dropped and a method of selective proration instituted in its place 
retroactive to January 1, 1973. Selective proration will be imposed as a sanction where a 
professional review committee finds that the number of insured services rendered by a particular 
physician are above and beyond the number considered normal and makes an appropriate 
recommendation to the Commission. 


The benefit coverage of the provincial plan is limited to the insured services of the national 
program, namely, comprehensive coverage for the medically required services of medical 
practitioners and certain surgical-dental services undertaken by dental surgeons in hospital. 


The Yukon Territory Health Care Insurance Plan 


The Yukon Health Care Insurance Plan was implemented on April 1, 1972.

The Yukon plan is administered directly by the Territorial Government with the assistance 
of a nonprofit health insurance agency acting as an agent in the assessment and processing of 
claims. The Territorial Government is responsible for the final assessment and approval of claims 
submitted to the agent. 


The plan is a compulsory premium plan but eligibility for coverage depends on residency 
status rather than on premium payment. Each resident of the territory is an insured person and 
entitled to benefits, subject to a waiting period of three months in the case of new residents or 
those who re-establish residence. However, landed immigrants are entitled to benefits immediately 
on establishing residence in the Yukon if this is done within three months after being admitted to 
Canada. 


The premiums charged by the territorial plan on a yearly basis are as follows:

Every resident is required to register himself and his dependents with the plan or to be 
registered by a person acting on his behalf. The plan makes provision to pay in whole or in part the 
cost of the premiums for those with limited incomes who qualify for assistance on a yearly basis 
(April 1 — March 31) based on taxable income for the previous calendar year as shown in the 
table. Registered residents receive plastic registration cards which are used by participating doctors 
in the preparation of claims. 


The patient has a free choice of physician and each physician may decide not to participate 
in the plan without his insured patients losing their entitlement to benefits. The maximum level of 
benefits payable in respect of insured services received outside the territory but elsewhere in 
Canada is established at the prescribed rate payable for these services by the host province. The 
benefit payable in respect of insured services received in other jurisdictions is at a level determined 
by the Administrator of the plan as being fair having regard to the nature of the services rendered 
but not in excess of the benefit payable for comparable services provided in the Yukon. 


The benefit coverage of the territorial plan is limited to the insured services of the national 
program. 


The Northwest Territories Health Care Plan 


The medical care insurance plan for the Northwest Territories is administered by the Health 
Care Plan, a section of the Department of Social Development. The Director of the Department of 
Social Development has been designated by the Commissioner of the Northwest Territories as 
being responsible to him for plan administration. 


The plan covers all eligible residents and is funded on a nonpremium basis from general 
territorial revenues. Insured residents are required to register with the plan and receive a 
registration card which must be presented when receiving an insured service. 


Physicians must choose to participate in the plan for all of their insured patients or to 
practice completely outside the plan for all their patients. However, patients have free choice of 
physician and a physician may decide not to participate in the plan without his patients losing 
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entitlement to benefits. Where insured services are provided outside the Northwest Territories, the 
benefit payable is in accordance with the tariff established by the medical care plan of the 
province in which the particular service was rendered; in the case of insured services received in 
another country, the benefit payable will be in accordance with the benefit payable for a 
comparable service rendered in the N.W.T. 


The benefit coverage of the territorial plan is limited to the insured services of the national 
program. 


NUMBER OF INSURED PERSONS 


The methods for determining the number of insured persons in a province differ, since the 
method used by a province to finance the provincial share of costs has a direct bearing on the 
availability of an actual count of insured persons. Thus in some provinces the number of insured 
persons is estimated from the provincial population as defined in the Medical Care Act and in 
other cases the number of insured persons is based on a more precise determination. 


The Medical Care Act defines “population” to mean the population of the province on the 
first day of October in that fiscal year as certified by the Chief Statistician of Canada, after 
excluding members of the Canadian Forces, Royal Canadian Mounted Police and persons serving a 
term of imprisonment in a penitentiary as defined in the Penitentiary Act. The exclusions amount 
to some 0.6% of the total population. 


EXCLUSIONS FROM INSURED SERVICES 


Insurable residents of a participating province who are eligible and entitled to receive insured 
services under any other Act of the Parliament of Canada or under any law of a province relating 
to Workmen’s Compensation are not entitled to benefits under the Medical Care Act. For example, 
war veterans entitled to medical care under other federal legislation are excluded from the benefit 
coverage of the Medical Care Act insofar as their compensable disability is concerned. The relevant 
federal statutes are as follows:— 


Aeronautics Act 

Civilian War Pensions and Allowances Act 
Government Employees Compensation Act 
Merchant Seamen Compensation Act 

National Defence Act 

Pension Act 

Royal Canadian Mounted Police Act 

Royal Canadian Mounted Police Pension Continuation Act 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police Superannuation Act 
Veterans Rehabilitation Act and 

Vocational Rehabilitation of Disabled Persons Act. 


Table B shows, by province, the estimated average number of insured persons and per capita 
cost as used for purposes of advance payments and the number of insured persons and per capita 
cost used to calculate the actual contributions following the end of the fiscal year. 


FORMULA FOR FEDERAL CONTRIBUTIONS 


The amount of the federal contributions to the provinces is calculated on the basis of a 
formula contained in the Medical Care Act. It has been designed in such a way to provide greater 
federal assistance to those provinces in which the per capita cost of medical care is lower and to 
provide for an equitable federal contribution to the provinces, having regard to the considerable 
variation in the per capita costs between the provinces. 
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The annual federal contribution to each participating province equals fifty percent of the per 
capita cost for the year of all insured services of the national program which are furnished 
pursuant to the medical care insurance plans of the participating provinces multiplied by the 
average for the year of the number of insured persons in the province at the end of each month in 
the year. The per capita cost for a year of all insured services of the national program is an amount 
equal to the aggregate of the cost of the insured services of the national program which are 
incurred by each of the participating provinces divided by the aggregate of the averages for the 
year of the number of insured persons in each of the participating provinces at the end of each 
month in the year. 


Since the federal contribution is calculated on an annual basis, the Medical Care Act provides 
for advances on account of contributions, so that the provinces are not required to wait for 
reimbursement of the amounts which they are required to pay to doctors on a continuing basis. In 
order to expedite the payment of advances and, at the same time, to forestall the likelihood of a 
major financial adjustment after the end of each fiscal year, the formula which is used for the 
calculation of the advance payments provides for a holdback of up to ten percent of the amount 
due to the province. The formula for the advance payments, therefore, differs from the formula 
for the annual contribution in that forty-five percent of the estimated national per capita cost is 
paid to the provinces as advances on account of contributions. 


The remaining five percent of the national per capita cost multiplied by the average number 
of insured persons in a province, plus or minus adjustment to actual costs, is paid to provinces 
following receipt of final cost reports from all participating provinces signed by their respective 
provincial authorities and certified by the provincial auditors. 


FEDERAL PAYMENTS 


During the year under review, payments to the provinces consisted of the regular monthly 
advance payments based on the estimates submitted before April 1, 1972 and final payments in 
respect of fiscal year 1971-72. 


FINANCIAL EXPERIENCE 


During the 1972-73 fiscal year, federal payments to provinces and territories under the 
Medical Care Act totalled $630,803,026 and consisted of advance payments of $588,930,000 in 
respect of 1972-73 costs and two adjustment payments for 1971-72 totalling $41,873,026. 


The advance estimates for fiscal 1972-73 were $1,309 million and the actual costs were 
$1,280 million. Payments based on these actual costs were paid in fiscal years 1972-73 and 
1973-74. 


Tables C and D show the calculations of the federal contributions for 1972-73 and payments 
made in that year. Tables E (1) and E (2) show the estimated and actual costs by province for each 
year they participated in the plan. It will be noted that the total costs as estimated for the five 
year period were $3,826 million and the costs as incurred were $3,746 million.

Annual Report of the Minister of National Health & 
Welfare Respecting Operations of the Medical Care 
Act for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1974 


This is the sixth report to Parliament, made in 
accordance with Section 9 of the Medical Care Act and 
related to operations for the fiscal year ended March 31, 
1974. 


HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 


The Medical Care Act (14-15 Elizabeth II, Chap. 64) 
received Royal Assent on December 21, 1966. In keep- 
ing with a recommendation from the Royal Commission 
on Health Services in 1964, the Act establishes a grant- 
in-aid program whereby the federal government is em- 
powered to make a financial contribution to those provinces 
which operate medical care insurance plans meeting cer- 
tain minimum criteria. These criteria are related to com- 
prehensiveness of insured services, universality of cov- 
erage, portability of benefits and public administration. 


Federal financial contributions to participating prov- 
inces became payable from July 1, 1968 and are based 
on half of the national per capita cost of the insured 
services of the national program, excluding administration, 
multiplied by the number of insured persons in each 
province. All provinces were participating by January 1, 
1971 and the Northwest Territories and the Yukon Terri- 
tory implemented their plans on April 1, 1971 and April 1, 
1972 respectively. This is the second fiscal year in which 
medical care insurance plans were in effect in all juris- 
dictions. The provincial plans have been operational for 
at least three years and in most instances for four or 
five years. 
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The four main principles embodied in the Act which 
must characterize the medical care insurance plan of 
each participating province are: — | 


1. Comprehensive coverage for all medically required 
services rendered by a physician or surgeon. There 
can be no dollar limit or exclusions except. or 
the grounds that the services were not medically 
required. The benefit coverage must be admin: 
istered in such a way that there will be no finan: 
cial impediment or preclusion to an insurec 
person receiving necessary medical care. Certair 
surgical-dental services rendered by dental sur’ 
geons in hospitals have been included as benefit: 
from July 1, 1968.

2. Universal availability to all eligible residents 0 
a participating province on equal terms and con!

MEDICAL CARE PROGRAM 


The purpose of the Medical Care Act is to ensure 
that all Canadians can have access to necessary medical 
care on a prepaid basis by authorizing the federal gov- 
srment to provide financial assistance to the provinces. 
In order to do this effectively, the program has been 
organized on the basis of three inter-related activities: 


1. Administration of the Medical Care Act. 


2. Provision of advisory services to provinces re- 
garding various aspects of the provincial medical 
care insurance plans. 


3. Conducting studies and providing technical and 
professional consultative services to the provinces 
and other appropriate bodies on the planning, 
delivery and utilization of medical services. 


The Medical Care and Hospital Insurance and Diag- 
10stic Services Directorates of the Health Programs Branch 
vere amalgamated as the Health Insurance Directorate, 
ffective April 1, 1973. This amalgamation facilitates 
lose functional co-operation between both health insur- 
ince programs. The Directorate is organized in four 
livisions: 


—- Medical Care 

— Hospital Insurance 

— Consulting Services, and 

— Operations and Special Projects 


‘he Directorate also receives support from the Health 
iconomics and Management Services Directorate of the 
fealth Programs Branch in the areas of program finance 
nd research in medical economics. 


The Directorate has four main functions. In addition

analyses, quality control and appropriateness of service 
by taking advantage of both hospital and medical care 
insurance data. The working party on Standard Diagnostic 
Coding is to study the subject of a nationally-uniform 
standard diagnostic code which would meet the needs 
of non-institutional practice. 


A meeting of Medical Directors of the provincial 
medical care insurance plans was held in October 1973. 
Items discussed included the recently revised federal- 
provincial advisory committee structure, medical care 
audit systems and non-governmental health insurance cov- 
erage available to visitors to Canada. 


There has been a substantial improvement in the 
eligibility and portability provisions of the provincial 
hospital and medical care insurance plans as a result of 
the inter-provincial agreement which was concluded in 
1972. The Advisory Committee’s Sub-Committee on Eli- 
gibility and Portability reviewed the operation of the agree- 
ment at a meeting in Ottawa on January 31 - February 1, 
1974. The agreement, for the most part, is functioning 
satisfactorily in all provinces, although some administra- 
tive clarifications to the agreement are indicated. These 
yearly reviews by the sub-committee are valuable as they 
provide a forum for discussing new and some still unre- 
solved technical problems such as, which province should 
be responsible for the donor costs involved in a_ vital 
organ transplant when the donor is not a resident of the 
province of the recipient of the organ. 


The Health Insurance Directorate has continued and 
expanded its study program in the field of medical care 
economics, including the provision of data on physicians’ 
earnings and expenses of practice to provincial medical 
care insurance plans and provincial medical associations. 
The program now includes an on-going study on the 
estimated average working life of different kinds of phy- 
sicians, which was initiated in 1971 at the request of the 
Canadian Medical Association. This information is nec- 
essary to assist the Association in giving due consideration 
to this factor when determining fee differentials. Similar 
studies are being undertaken or being considered in rela- 
tion to other health professionals at provincial request. 
A dentists’ income study is underway as an on-going proj- 
ect. In-depth comparative analyses of provincial medical 
care plans utilization and cost experience are also being 
continued. 


The Directorate is leading a departmental task force 
co-operating with the medical profession, through the 
national Committee on Physician Manpower, in devel- 
oping recommendations on physician manpower require- 
ments. The task force has now met with eleven working 
parties representing different specialties and each has been 
provided with collated data on medical care utilization 
and other relevant data to assist their members in making 
recommendations on the optimum requirements for their 
particular specialty. 


The joint governmental-professional technical com- 
mittee on Standard Nomenclature has completed an in- 
terim report for presentation to the Advisory Committee 
on Health Insurance. The objective of this committee is 
to develop a uniform preamble and simplified nomencla- 
ture suitable for use by the provincial medical care insur- 
ance plans. At present, provincial physicians’ fee schedules

FORMULA FOR FEDERAL CONTRIBUTIONS 


The amount of federal contributions to the provinces 
is calculated on the basis of a formula contained in the 
Medical Care Act. It has been designed in such a way 
to provide greater federal assistance to those provinces 
in which the per capita cost of medical care is lower and 
to provide for an equitable federal contribution to the 
provinces, having regard to the considerable variation 
in the per capita costs between the provinces. 


The annual federal contribution to each participating 
province equals fifty percent of the per capita cost for 
the year of all insured services of the national program 
which are furnished pursuant to the medical care insur- 
ance plans of the participating provinces multiplied by 
the number of insured persons in the province. The per 
capita cost for a year of all insured services of the national 
program is an amount equal to the aggregate of the cost 
of the insured services of the national program which 
are incurred by each of the participating provinces divided 
by the number of insured persons in each of the partici- 
pating provinces. 


Since the federal contribution is calculated on an 
annual basis, the Medical Care Act provides for advances 
on account of contributions, so that the provinces are 
not required to wait for reimbursement of the amounts 
which they are required to pay to doctors on a continuing 
basis. In order to expedite the payment of advances and, 
at the same time, to forestall the likelihood of a major 
financial adjustment after the end of each fiscal year, 
the formula which is used for the calculation of the ad- 
vance payments provides for a holdback of up to ten 
percent of the amount due to the province. The formula 
for the advance payments, therefore, differs from the 
formula for the annual contribution in that forty-five per- 
sent of the estimated national per capita cost is paid to 
the provinces as advances on account of contributions. 


The remaining five percent of the national per capita 
-ost multiplied by the number of insured persons in a 
srovince, plus or minus adjustment to actual costs, is 
yaid to provinces following receipt of final cost reports 
tom all participating provinces signed by their respec- 
ive provincial authorities, certified by the provincial au- 
litors, and reviewed by federal officials.

_. During the 1973-74 fiscal year, federal payments to 
rovinces and territories under the Medical Care Act 
otalled $677,947,024 and consisted of advance payments 
if $626,695,200 in respect of 1973-74 costs and two ad- 
pstment payments for 1972-73 totalling $51,251,824. 


| Tables 4 and 5 show the calculations of the federal 
ontributions for 1973-74 and payments made in that 
ear. Tables 6(A) and 6(B) show the estimated and actual 
osts by province for each year they participated in the 
lan. It will be noted that the total costs as estimated 
or the six-year period were $5,218 million and the costs 


as incurred were $5,119 million. 


Estimated costs, which are prepared in advance of 
each plan year, take into account such factors as changes 
in the (insured) population, utilization of insured serv- 
ices, and average delay times between date of service, 
submission of claim and processing and payment of claim. 
Additionally, allowance is made for anticipated changes 
in rates of payment (e.g. professional fees) and for trans- 
fers between Medicare and Hospital Insurance. 


Some of the difference between estimated and actual 
costs is the result of the transfer of certain laboratory 
costs from the Medical Care Program to the Hospital 
Insurance Program. These cost-transfers were not taken 
into account, or were incompletely taken into account, 
in the advance estimates for the fiscal years in which the 
transfers took place (see footnotes to Table 6(A) and 
6(B).) About two-thirds of the remaining difference be- 
tween aggregate advance estimates and aggregate actual 
costs occurred in the first two years of participation of 
individual provinces, and may be related partly to the 
lack of experience in estimating the costs of a major new 
program, and in some cases to undue optimism as to the 
average delay time between date of service and date of 
payment which a newly established plan could early 
achieve. 

Table 7 shows year-to-year changes in the per capita 
costs of insured services. For purposes of this table per 
capita costs were adjusted, where required, to minimize 
the effects of identifiable changes which would have inter- 
fered with year-to-year comparability. The figures shown 
may reflect, in some cases, changes in claims inventories 
(see footnote to Table 7), but generally the year-to-year 
variations in per capita costs are due to such factors as 
revisions of payment schedules, changes in the utilization 
of services (which in turn may be related to changes in 
the number and distribution of physicians, changes in 
the urban-rural and age-sex distribution of insured per- 
sons, changes in technology, and changes in the mix of 
services, ¢€.g. increases in sterilizations and therapeutic 
abortions and declines in obstetric procedures), as well 
as changes in the volume and level of non-fee payments. 


The data in Table 7 indicate that overall changes 
in per capita costs tended to average about 6 to 7 per 
cent per year. There were, however, large differences 
when comparing the rates of change among provinces 
and when looking at year-to-year changes in individual 
provinces. The latter, i.e. fluctuations within provinces, 
may be related to the timing and magnitude of payment 
schedule revision, including, for example, the removal 
of utilization fees in Saskatchewan in 1971. Varying levels 
of insurance coverage in pre-Medicare days may have 
been among the factors which contributed to interpro- 
vincial differences in rates of change of per capita costs 
in subsequent years. 

Tables 1 and 2 summarize the provincial medical 
care and hospital insurance plans, as of January 1, 1974. 
Both types of plan in each province are included because 
of the complementary nature of the coverage of the 
national health insurance programs. In addition, in the 
case of certain diagnostic services, the benefit coverage 
may be provided at the option of the province under 
either the Medical Care Program or the Hospital Insurance 
and Diagnostic Services Program.

Annual Report of the Minister of National Health and 
Welfare Respecting Operations of the Medical Care 
Act for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1975 


This is the seventh report to Parliament, made in 
accordance with Section 9 of the Medical Care Act and 
related to operations for the fiscal year ended March 31, 
1975. 


HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 


The Medical Care Act (chapter M-8, R.S.C., 
1970) received Royal Assent on December 21, 1966. In 
keeping with a recommendation from the Royal Commis- 
sion on Health Services in 1964, the Act establishes a 
grant-in-aid program whereby the federal government is 
empowered to make a financial contribution to those 
provinces which operate medical care insurance plans 
meeting certain minimum criteria. These criteria are 
related to comprehensiveness of insured services, univer- 
sality of coverage, portability of benefits and public 
administration. 


Federal financial contributions to participating 
provinces became payable from July 1, 1968 and are based 
on half of the national per capita cost of the insured 
services of the national program, excluding administra- 
tion, multiplied by the number of insured persons in each 
province. The dates on which the qualifying provincial 
plans were implemented will be found in table 6(B). This 
is the third fiscal year in which medical care insurance 
plans were in effect in all jurisdictions. The provincial 
plans have been operational for at least four years and in 
most instances for five or six years. 


The four main principles embodied in the Act 
which must characterize the medical care insurance plan 
of each participating province are: - 


1. Comprehensive coverage for all medically 
required services rendered by a physician or 
surgeon. There can be no dollar limit or 
exclusions except on the grounds that the 
services were not medically required. The 
benefit coverage must be administered in 
such a way that there will be no financial 
impediment or preclusion to an insured 
person receiving necessary medical care. 
Certain surgical-dental services rendered by 
dental surgeons in hospitals have been in- 
cluded as benefits from July 1, 1968. 


2. Universal availability to all eligible residents 
of a participating province on uniform terms 
and conditions and covering, in addition, at 
least ninety-five percent of the total eligible 
population. This ensures access to coverage 
by all residents and prevents premium discri- 
mination on account of previous health, age, 
non-membership in a group or other consid- 
eration. At the same time, subsidization in 


whole or in part for certain age groups or low 
income groups is permitted, if a plan is 
financed by means of a premium system. 
provided all qualifying residents are treated 
equally. 
3. Portability of benefits when the beneficiary is 
temporarily absent from his own province 
and when he is moving from one participa- 
ting province to another. It is not related to 
employment insurance groups and, conse- 
quently, coverage is not lost when an indivi- 
dual changes jobs or residence. 


4. Administration on a non-profit basis by a public 
authority which is accountable to the provin- 
cial government for its financial trans- 
actions. 


MEDICAL CARE PROGRAM 


The purpose of the Medical Care Act is to ensure 
that all Canadian residents can have access to necessary 
medical care on a prepaid basis by authorizing the federal 
government to provide financial assistance to the prov 
inces. In order to do this effectively, the program has been 
organized on the basis of three inter-related activities: 


1. Administration of the Medical Care Act. 


2. Provision of advisory services to provinces 
regarding various aspects of the provincia 
medical care insurance plans. 


3. Conducting studies and providing technica) 
and professional consultative services to the 
provinces and other appropriate bodies or 
the planning, delivery and utilization ol 
medical services. | 


The Health Programs Branch, through the 
Health Insurance Directorate, administers both nationa’ 
health insurance programs, Medical Care, and Hospita: 
Insurance and Diagnostic Services, and there is closé 
functional co-operation between the two programs.

The Directorate has four main functions. Ir 
addition to being responsible for the administration of the 
Medical Care Actand the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic 
Services Actand Regulations, and federal-provincial Agree: 
ments under that Act, it provides consultant services it 
health care delivery and health services administration 
nursing, medical economics, dietetics, accounting anc 
pharmacy, to federal and provincial authorities, professio 
nal and voluntary associations, and hospitals and relatec 
health facilities. The role of the consultant services is tc 


Sy ka Ge ; a 
assist in improving standards of care and to achieve 


efficiency and effectiveness in the operating costs ané 
utilization of health services. This includes total organiza 
tion and operational studies in individual hospitals anc 
the development of standards for health services anc 
facilities. In addition, advice is provided to the provincia 
authorities regarding the operation and future develop: 
ment of their health insurance plans. The Directorate alsc 
undertakes and promotes studies on various aspects of the 

} | 


ealth care delivery system, particularly with respect to 
jospital and medical care services. 


The federal-provincial Advisory Committee on 
lealth Insurance met twice during the year. The Advisory 
committee’s Sub-Committee on Quality of Care and 
esearch held a joint meeting with the Medical Directors 
f the provincial medical care insurance plans on October 
, 1974, with the Medical Directors meeting separately on 
ctober 9. Items considered at these meetings included 
fandard diagnostic coding; uniform rules for the payment 
f donor transplant services; research priorities: cosmetic 
urgery; trans-sexual procedures; acupuncture; laboratory 
rvices; home dialysis; security of Medicare data banks: 
nd surgical rates for selected operations. 


A workshop for provincial Medicare financial 
id statistical officers was held in Ottawa, June 6-7, 1974, 
nder the auspices of the Health Programs Branch. Major 
ems discussed included improvements in cost-reporting 
id forecasting; doctor: population ratios; and the possi- 
e€ computerization of salaried doctor costs. 


A meeting of the Advisory Committee’s Sub- 
ommittee on Eligibility and Portability was held in 
ttawa, March 24-25, 1975. The main items of business 
volved a re-examination of policies respecting out-of- 
Ovince in-patient, out-patient and medical claims. 
greement was reached on several administrative clarifi- 
tions to be recommended to the Advisory Committee 
r inclusion in the inter-provincial agreement on eligi- 
lity and portability of benefits under the Medical Care 
d Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Programs. 
1@ number of claims submitted for payment under 
e Health Insurance Supplementary Fund has been re- 
iced since the agreement was concluded in 1972. 


The departmental task force on physician man- 
wer requirements, with the Health Insurance Director- 
> in the lead role, has continued to co-operate with the 
quirements Committee of the National Committee on 
ysician Manpower, in developing recommendations on 
ysician manpower requirements. The Requirements 
mittee and the 30 working parties representing the 33 
-dical disciplines have now been provided with collated 
la on medical care utilization and other relevant data to 
ist their members in making recommendations on the 
timal requirements for each discipline. 


The federal-provincial Working Group on Stan- 
rd Diagnostic Coding held three meetings during the 
ar. The working group has identified the level of 
Onsistencies in coding that presently exists in all 
)vincial medical care insurance plans. It has also 
mined the potential for automatic encoding whereby 
habetical characters in the textual medical description 
4 diagnosis are assigned an ICD (A) code by a computer 
gram. 


The Health Programs Branch has continued and 
sanded its study program in the field of medical care 
momics, including the provision of data on physicians’ 
nings and expenses of practice to provincial medical 
© insurance plans and provincial medical associations. 
- program includes an on-going study on the estimated 
Tage working life of different kinds of physicians, at 

request of the Canadian Medical Association. This 
ormation is necessary to assist the Association in giving 
- consideration to this factor when determining fee 


differentials. Similar studies are being undertaken in 
relation to other health professionals at provincial request. 
In-depth comparative analyses of utilization and cost 
experience of the provincial medical care plans are also 
being continued. 


Information and views continued to be ex- 
changed with provincial officials, representatives of pro- 
fessional associations, and representatives of foreign 
governments interested in Canadian developments in the 
field of medical care insurance. There was a marked 
increase in requests for information about the Canadian 
health insurance programs from international sources. 
This has included special visits to Ottawa by delegations 
and visitors from many countries. 


The Fourth Symposium of the Sun Valley 
Forum on National Health was held at Sun Valley, Idaho, 
in August, 1974. The symposia bring together leaders and 
experts to meet, to share ideas, and to review expert 
papers on aspects of U.S. health problems. The subject of 
the Fourth Symposium was “National Health Insurance — 
Can we learn from Canada?” The Department was 
represented by the Deputy Minister, National Health. The 
proceedings have subsequently been published in book 
form. 


PROVINCIAL PARTICIPATION 


The provinces (and territories) introduced their 
plans at varying times between the implementation of the 
federal program, on July 1, 1968, and April 1, 1972. The 
dates when the various plans were introduced will be 
found in Table 6(B). 


PROVINCIAL LEGISLATION 


Surveillance of legislative and regulatory changes 
in the various provincial plans has been continued and no 
serious difficulties encountered. During fiscal 1974-75, the 
provinces enacted the following legislation related to their 
provincial medical care insurance plans:

SUMMARY OF PROVINCIAL MEDICAL CARE 
INSURANCE PLANS 


Table 1 summarizes the provincial medical care 
insurance plans and Table 2 summarizes the complemen- 
tary provincial hospital insurance plans, as of January 1, 
1975. These tables will be found on pages 6 to 1S. 
Descriptions of each provincial medical care insurance 
plan have been published in previous annual reports and 
an up-dated review may be obtained from the Director 
General, Health Insurance, Health Programs Branch, 
Department of National Health and Welfare, General 
Purpose Building, Ottawa, Ontario. KIA 1B4. 


INSURED POPULATION 


The Medical Care Act defines “population” to 
mean the population of the province on the first day of 
October in each fiscal year as certified by the Chief 
Statistician of Canada, after excluding members of the 
Canadian Forces, Royal Canadian Mounted Police and 
persons serving a term of imprisonment in a penitentiary 
as defined in the Penitentiary Act. The exclusions amount 
to some 0.5% of the total population. 


Insurable residents of a participating province 
who are eligible and entitled to receive insured services 
under any other Act of the Parliament of Canada or under 
any law of a province relating to Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion are not entitled to benefits under the Medical Care 
Act. For example, war veterans entitled to medical care 
under other federal legislation are excluded from the 
benefit coverage of the Medical Care Act insofar as their 
compensable disability is concerned. The relevant federal 
statutes are as follows: —

Virtually 100% of the 22.5 million residents of 
Canada who are eligible for coverage under the Medical 
Care Program through the various provincial plans are 
insured. Table 3 shows, by province, the actual versus the 
estimated number of insured persons. 


FORMULA FOR FEDERAL CONTRIBUTIONS 


The amount of federal contributions to the 
provinces is calculated on the basis of a formula contained 
in the Medical Care Act. It has been designed in such a 
way to provide greater federal assistance to those prov- 
inces in which the per capita cost of medical care is lower 
and to provide for an equitable federal contribution to 
the provinces, having regard to the considerable variation 
in the per capita costs between the provinces. 


The annual federal contribution to each partici- 
pating province equals fifty percent of the per capita cost 
for the year of all insured services of the national program 
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which are furnished pursuant to the medical care insur 
ance plans of the participating provinces multiplied by thi 
number of insured persons in the province. The per capit 
cost for a year of all insured services of the nationai 
program is an amount equal to the aggregate of the cost 0 
the insured services of the national program which ar 
incurred by each of the participating provinces divided b! 
the number of insured persons in each of the participatin| 
provinces. 

Since the federal contribution is calculated on ar 
annual basis, the Medical Care Act provides for advance, 
on account of contributions, so that the provinces are no 
required to wait for reimbursement of the amounts whicl 
they are required to pay to doctors on a continuing basis 
In order to expedite the payment of advances and, at thi 
same time, to forestall the likelihood of a major financia 
adjustment after the end of each fiscal year, the formul, 
which is used for the calculation of the advance payment; 
provides for a holdback of up to ten percent of the amoun} 
due to the province. The formula for the advance 
payments, therefore, differs from the formula for thi 
annual contribution in that forty-five percent of thi 
estimated national per capita cost is used in determinin; 
payments to the provinces as advances on account 0 
contributions. 

The remaining five percent of the national pe 
capita cost multiplied by the number of insured persons ir 
a province, plus or minus adjustment to actual costs, i: 
paid to the provinces following receipt of final cost report: 
from all participating provinces signed by their respective 
provincial authorities, certified by the provincial auditors 
and reviewed by federal officials. / 


FINANCIAL EXPERIENCE 


Costs and Contributions 

The advance estimates for fiscal year 1974-75 
were $1,562 million and the actual costs were $1,463 
million, but much of this reduction results from the 
transfer of certain laboratory and radiological costs from 
the Medical Care Program to the Hospital Insurance and) 
Diagnostic Services Program, details of which will be 
found in tables 3, 6(A) and 6(B). | 


During the 1974-75 fiscal year, federal payments 
to provinces and territories under the Medical Care Aci 
totalled $762,689,945 and consisted of advance payments 
of $702,914,400 in respect of 1974-75 costs and two 
adjustment payments for 1973-74 totalling $59,775,545. | 


Tables 4 and 5 show the calculations of the 
federal contributions for 1974-75 and payments made in 
that year. Tables 6(A) and 6(B) show the estimated and 
actual costs by province since they participated in the 


| 


program. It will be noted that the total costs as estimated 
for the seven-year period were $6,780 million and the costs 
as incurred were $6,582 million. However, of the differ- 
ence of $198 million, nearly $122 million in radiological 
and laboratory costs were transferred by several provinces 
from the Medical Care Program to the Hospital Insurance 
and Diagnostic Services Program, and these cost transfers 
were not known at the time of estimates preparation. 

Estimated costs, which are prepared in advance 
of each plan year, take into account such factors aS 
changes in the (insured) population, utilization of insure¢ 
services, and average delay times between date of service, 
submission of claim and processing and payment ol 


claims. Additionally, allowance is made for anticipated 
shanges in rates of payment (e.g. professional fees) and 
‘or transfers between Medicare and Hospital Insurance. 

As noted above, some of the difference between 
stimated and actual costs is the result of the transfer of 
ertain laboratory and radiological costs from the Medical 
sare Program to the Hospital Insurance Program. These 
ost-transfers were not taken into account, or were 
ncompletely taken into account, in the advance estimates 
or the fiscal years in which the transfers took place — see 
ootnotes to Tables 3, 6(A) and 6(B). About two-thirds of 
he remaining difference between aggregate advance 
Stimates and aggregate actual costs occurred in the first 
wo years of participation of individual provinces, and 
aay be related partly to the lack of experience in 
stimating the costs of a major new program, and in some 
ases to undue optimism as to the average delay time 
etween date of service and date of payment which a 
ewly established plan could early achieve. 


Inalysis of Costs 


Table 7 shows year-to-year changes in the per 
apita costs of insured services. For purposes of this table 
er capita costs were adjusted, where required, as a means 
f improving year-to-year comparability of data, by 
suming for certain provinces full fiscal year participa- 
on in the first year, and non-coverage of certain services 
ibsequently transferred to the Hospital Insurance Pro- 
‘am. Consequently, several of the figures in the table 
iffer from those contained in other tables in this and 
reviously published annual reports. The figures shown 
lay reflect, in some cases, changes in claims inventories 
ee footnote to Table 7), but generally the year-to-year 
iriations in per capita costs are due to such factors as 
visions of payment schedules, changes in utilization of 
tvices (which in turn tend to depend primarily upon 
langes in the per capita supply of physicians, but may 
so be related to changes in the distribution of physicians 
/ specialty or region, changes in the urban-rural and age- 
X distribution of insured persons, changes in technology, 
id changes in the mix of services, e.g. increases in 
erilizations and therapeutic abortions and declines in 
stetric procedures), changes in the volume and level of 
yn-fee payments as well as changes in the per capita costs 
‘insured dental services. 

The data in Table 7 indicate that overall changes 
adjusted per capita costs tended to average about 6 to 7 
Teent per year to 1973-74 inclusive, but that they 
creased by more than 12 percent in 1974-75. The size of 
yment schedule revisions was among the main causes of 
e large increase in per capita costs in the last fiscal year. 
ich payment schedule revisions, after allowing for the 
tes of implementation and after allocating estimated 
St impacts to the appropriate fiscal years, averaged 
Out 1.5 percent per year in earlier fiscal years but 
1ounted to 4.5 percent in 1974-75. 

Reasonably complete information is now avail- 
le on experience in the ten Canadian provinces from 
71-72 —the first full fiscal year of participation of all 
© provinces-—to 1974-75. The following are some 
rther details with respect to the relative size and 
riability of major cost factors. As indicated above, the 
ures have been adjusted for purposes of analysis to 
able year-to-year comparability (see footnote to Table 7 
details). 


1. During the fiscal years 1971-72 to 1974-75, 
payments made on a fee-for-service basis to 
physicians averaged 93.5 percent of total 
Program costs. Non-fee payments to physi- 
cians (such as salaries, sessional fees, or 
contractual arrangements) and payments for 
insured dental services amounted to 5.7 and 
0.8 percent of total program costs respec- 
tively. 

2. Total program costs (as adjusted) in the ten 
provinces increased at an average rate of 9.8 
percent per year from 1971-72 to 1974-75. 
Increases in the insured population averaged 
1.6 percent per year, and consequently the 
average annual rate of change of per capita 
program costs amounted to about 8.1 per- 
cent. Per capita non-fee payments increased 
by 11 percent per year, while per capita costs 
of dental services grew by less than 4 percent 
per year (a). The average annual rate of 
change in per capita fee payments to physi- 
cians was just under 8 percent. Certain 
additional factors can be identified with 
respect to the last-mentioned figure. Pay- 
ment schedule changes averaged about 7.4 
percent per year, and the number of fee 
practice physicians per 1,000 insured persons 
increased by about 4.2 percent per year. 
Assuming that changes in the per capita 
supply of physicians tend to cause similar- 
sized changes in the per capita volume of 
services, it can be estimated that the utiliza- 
tion of services for reasons other than 
changes in the per capita supply of physi- 
cians increased at an average annual rate of 
1.2 percent. 


3. Total adjusted program costs in the ten 
Canadian provinces increased by just over 
$350 million from 1971-72 to 1974-75. Of this 
total increase about 15 percent was due to 
changes in the insured population, a little 
over 25 percent to changes in payment 
schedules, 40 percent to changes in the per 
capita supply of fee practice physicians, and 
about 12 percent to other utilization changes. 
The growth in non-fee payments accounted 
for 7.3 percent of the increase in total 
program costs, and changes in the costs of 
dental services contributed a further 0.4 
percent. 


Tables 1 and 2 summarize the provincial medical 
care and hospital insurance plans, as of January 1, 1975. 
Both types of plan in each province are included because 
of the complementary nature of the coverage of the 
national health insurance programs. In addition, in the 
case of certain diagnostic services, the benefit coverage 
may be provided at the option of the province under 
either the Medical Care Program or the Hospital Insur- 
ance and Diagnostic Services Program. 


(a) The relative small growth rate in the per capita costs of insured 
dental services is largely due to declines in one province. If this one 
province is excluded, the growth rate in the remaining nine 
provinces averaged 7 percent per year.

rogram Description 

The Medical Care Act (chapter M-8, R.S.C., 1970) 
ceived Royal Assent on December 21, 1966. In keeping 
ith a recommendation from the Royal Commission on 
ealth Services in 1964, the Act establishes a grant-in-aid 
ogram whereby the federal government is empowered 
make a financial contribution to those provinces which 
perate medical care insurance plans meeting certain 
inimum criteria. These criteria are embodied in the Act 
id require the provincial plans to have the following 
jaracteristics: 

1. Comprehensive coverage for al! medically 
required services rendered by a physician or 
surgeon. There can be no dollar limit or exclusion 
except on the grounds that the services were not 
medically required. The benefit coverage must be 
administered in such a way that there will be no 
financial impediment or preclusion to an insured 
person receiving necessary medical care. Certain 
surgical-dental services rendered by dental sur- 
geons in hospitals have been included as benefits 
from July 1, 1968. 

2. Universal availability to all eligible residents of 
a participating province on uniform terms and 
conditions and covering, in addition, at least 
ninety-five per cent of the total eligible population. 
This ensures access to coverage by all residents 
and prevents premium discrimination on account 
of previous health, age, non-membership in a 
group or other consideration. At the same time, 
subsidization in whole or in part for certain age 
groups or low income groups is permitted, if a plan 
is financed by means of a premium system, pro- 
vided all qualifying residents are treated equally. 

3. Portability of benefits when the beneficiary is 
temporarily absent from his own province and 
when he is moving from one participating province 
to another. It is not related to employment in- 
surance groups and, consequently, coverage is not 
lost when an individual changes jobs or residence. 

4. Administration ona non-profit basis by a 
public authority which is accountable to the pro- 
vincial government for its financial transactions. 
Federal financial contributions to participating 

rvinces became payable from July 1, 1968 and are based 
Malf of the national per capita cost of the insured 
evices of the national program, multiplied by the number 
fnsured persons in each province.

Virtually 100 per cent of the 22.8 million residents 
of Canada who were eligible for coverage under the 
Medical Care Program through the various provincial plans 
were insured in 1975-76. 

Coverage is automatic for eligible residents in 
most provinces, subject to any registration requirements 
being met. In Ontario, coverage is mandatory for persons 
employed where there are 15 or more persons on the 
payroll, while coverage is voluntary for the remainder of 
the population. In Alberta, persons may ‘opt out’’ ona 
yearly basis, but such an election must be for both the pro- 
vincial hospital insurance and medical care plans. During 
the fiscal year, the number of opted-out persons in Alberta 
was approximately 400 out of a total net population of 
1.8 million. British Columbia has a voluntary plan.

This is the fourth fiscal year in which medical 
care insurance plans were in effect in all jurisdictions. The 
provincial plans have been operational for at least five 
years and in mast instances for six or seven years. 


Recent Changes 
At the federal level, the most important proposed 
legislative change was the tabling of Bill C-68, an Act to 
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amend the Medical Care Act, on July 8, 1975. The Bill, 
including subsequent amendments: 

— established ceilings on the rate of increase of 
federal contributions for fiscal years 1976-77 and 
1977-78. Including an estimated population 
growth factor of 1.5 per cent on a national basis, 
the gross cost rate increase will approximate 
14.5 per cent in 1976-77 and 12 per cent in 
1977-78; 

— gave the federal government authority to set ceil- 
ings for subsequent years, subject to parliamentary 
review; 

— provided for a separate national per capita cost 
for each class of new insured service, if and when 
such classes were included in the national 
program; and 

— provided a 36-month exemption from ceilings for 
new insured services from the date on which 
they are prescribed as insured services under the 
Medical Care Act. 

Surveillance of legislative and regulatory changes 
in the various provincial plans has been continued and 
no significant difficulties encountered. During fiscal year 
1975-76, the provinces enacted the following legislation 


related to their provincial medical care insurance programs: 


Ontario

Changes in provincial programs during the fiscal 
year included the following. 

In Saskatchewan, a non-premium Prescription 
Drug Plan was implemented on a nearly universal basis, 
with effect from September 1, 1975. Under this plan, 
eligible insured residents who are covered by the provin- 
cial medical care and hospital insurance plans can re- 
ceive prescription drugs listed in a governmental formu- 
lary. There is no direct cost to the beneficiary other 
than the payment of a standard dispensing fee that is 
payable to the pharmacist. 

In Quebec, since January 1, 1976, the legislation 
providing for health program financing has set the con- 
tribution of an individual at 1.5 per cent of his net income 
for the year, to a maximum of $235.00 for salaried em- 
ployees and $375.00 for self-employed persons. This 
individual contribution must not reduce net income to a 
figure below either $5,600.00 or $3,700.00, depending 
on whether the individual is married or single. The 
employer's contribution is set at 1.5 per cent of the em- 
ployee’s salary. In addition, all residents are now covered 
by a program which includes purchase, adjustment, re- 
placement or repair of prostheses, orthopaedic and other 
appliances specified by regulation which compensate 
for a physical deficiency or deformity and which are sup- 
plied under prescribed conditions. 

In New Brunswick beginning in 1976, out-of- 
province elective care, except in certain border areas, nor- 
mally will require prior approval for related hospitalization 
or for the Medicare benefit if hospitalization is not in- 
volved. In addition to the benefit coverage of the national 
program, the province introduced a drug benefit pro- 
gram for insured residents over 65 years of age and for 
those with cystic fibrosis. Qualified persons receive a 
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Prescription Drug Program Identification Card and entitle 
services are limited to those received in New Brunswick. 
The Appendix contains a tabular summary of the 
provincial medical care insurance plans and the com-

Medical Care Program — Administration | 

The purpose of the Medical Care Act is to ensure) 
that all Canadian residents can have access to necessary) 
care on a prepaid basis by authorizing the federal govern) 
ment to provide financial assistance to the provinces. To| 
this effectively, the program has been organized on the 
basis of three interrelated activities. 

1 Administering the Medical Care Act 

2 Providing advisory services to provinces on 
various aspects of the provincial medical care | 
insurance plans. 

3 Conducting studies and providing technical and 
professional consultative services to the province 
and other appropriate bodies on the planning, 
delivery and utilization of medical services. 

The Health Insurance and Resources Directorate 
(formerly the Health Insurance Directorate), situated 
within the Health Programs Branch, administers both na- 
tional health insurance programs, Medical Care and | 
Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services. Close func- | 
tional cooperation exists not only between the two pro- | 
grams, but also with the Health Consultants and Health 
Standards Directorates of the Branch. 

The Health Programs Branch, through its Health | 
Insurance and Resources Directorate, is responsible for th 
administration of the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic | 
Services Act, the Medical Care Act, the Health Resources 
Fund Act and the Professional Training Program. The | 
Branch is also responsible for conducting studies and prc) 
viding advice on health care and services andrelated 
matters, and administers the Health Research Program. |

Formula for Contribution 

The amount of federal contributions to the prov-— 
inces is calculated on the basis of a formula contained in: 
the Medical Care Act. It has been designed to provide 
greater federal assistance to those provinces in which the 
per capita cost of medical care is lower and to provide 
for an equitable federal contribution to the provinces, |

The annual federal contribution to each province 
equals 50 per cent of the per capita cost for the year 
of all insured services of the national program which are | 
furnished under the medical care insurance plans of the | 
provinces, multiplied by the number of insured persons in| 
the province.

During the year, the Working Group on Standard 
jnostic Coding presented seven recommendations 
gesting further work that might be done in the field to 
rove the accuracy with which clinical conditions, 
Ptomatologies and problems that arise in clinical 
‘tice are identified. These recommendations were 
“oved by the Advisory Committee on Health Insurance,

The provision of data on physicians’ earnings and 


expenses of practice to provincial medical care insurance 
plans and provincial medical associations continued 
during the year. Similar studies for other categories of 
health professionals were also continuing at the request of 
the provinces. There is also an on-going study of the 
estimated average working life of different kinds of physi- 
cians which has been undertaken at the request of the 
Canadian Medical Association. The information derived is 
of assistance in determining appropriate fee differentials, 
In-depth comparative analyses of utilization and cost 
experience of the provincial medical care plans are also 
undertaken by the Health Programs Branch. 

Information and views continued to be exchanged 
with provincial officials, representatives of professional 
associations, and representatives of foreign governments 
interested in Canadian developments in the field of health 
insurance. In June 1975, the Director General, Health 
Insurance and Resources, visited Australia at the request 
of the Australian government to advise on experience 
with health insurance in Canada on the eve of the imple- 
mentation of ‘’Medibank’’, the Australian national health 
insurance program. He also visited New Zealand and con- 
sulted with officials in that country. International interest 
in the Canadian health insurance experience continued to 
be reflected in the large number of written requests for 
information and the number of delegations and indivia- 
uals from other countries visiting Ottawa to discuss 
various aspects of the program. 


Financial Experience 

Costs and Contributions 

The advance estimates for fiscal year 1975-76 
were $1,793 million and the actual costs were $1,678 mil- 
lion. Much of this reduction results from the transfer of 
laboratory and radiological costs from the Medical Care 
Program to the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services 
Program, details of which will be found in tables 3 and 
6B. The timing and the amount of these cost transfers were 
not known at the time of estimates preparation. 

During the 1975-76 fiscal year, federal payments 
to provinces and territories under the Medical Care Act 
totalled $795,755,865 and consisted of advance payments 
of $767,147,400 in respect of 1975-76 costs and two 
adjustment payments for 1974-75 totalling $28,608,465. 

Tables 6A and 6B show the estimates and actual 
costs by province from the time of entry into the program. 
It will be noted that the total costs as estimated for the 
eight-year period were $8,573 million and the costs as 
incurred were $8,260 million. However, of the difference 
of $313 million, over $211 million consisted of labora- 
tory and radiological costs which were transferred by 
several provinces from the Medical Care Program to the 
Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Program. 

Estimates costs, which are prepared in advance of 
each plan year, take into account such factors as changes 
in the (insured) population, utilization of insured services, 
and average delay times between date of service, sub- 
mission and payment of claims. Additionally, allowance is 
made for anticipated changes in rates of payment (e.g. 
professional fees) and for transfers between Medical Care 
and Hospital Insurance Programs. 

Analysis of Cost Changes 

As shown in table 5, from 1971-72 to 1975-76 
aggregate costs increased by 9.3 per cent, 7.2 per cent, 6.6 
per cent, and 14.7 per cent respectively, or at an average 
annual rate of change of 9.4 per cent. Per capita cost 
increases averaged a little over 7.6 per cent per year during 
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the same period. For a variety of reasons (e.g. the trans- 
fer of certain laboratory and radiology costs from the Med- 
ical Care to the Hospital Insurance program) the above- 
quoted year-to-year changes are not comparable and do not 
provide a true picture of changes in the costs of insured 
services which were experienced by provincial medical 
care insurance plans. 

The following comparisons are all based upon 
data which were adjusted to improve year-to-year compara- 
bility. Adjustments comprise normalization of certain 
insured-person counts, as well as changes made in cost 
figures to compensate for the effects of such factors as 
the above-noted transfer of certain laboratory and radiol- 
ogy costs and of retroactive changes in payments. Also 
taken into account were major increases or decreases in 
claims inventories, i.e. year-to-year changes in the esti- 
mated value of services rendered, but not paid, at the end 
of a fiscal year. 

Adjusted aggregate and per capita program costs 
increased at annual rates of 10.7 per cent and 8.9 per cent 
respectively from 1971-72 to 1975-76. Increases in fee 
payments to physicians averaged 10.6 per cent per year, 
while non-fee payments to physicians and payments for 
insured dental services rose by 11.3 per cent per year. Fee 
payments to physicians accounted for 93.8 per cent of 
all payments in 1971-72, and for 93.6 per cent in 1975-76.

Program Description 

The Medical Care Act (chapter M-8, R.S.C., 
1970) received Royal Assent on December 21, 1966. 
In keeping with a recommendation from the Royal Com- 
mission on Health Services in 1964, the Act established 
a grant-in-aid program whereby the federal government 
is empowered to make a financial contribution to those 
provinces which operate medical care insurance plans 
meeting certain minimum criteria. These criteria are 
embodied in the Act and require the provincial plans to 
have the following characteristics: 

1. Comprehensive coverage for all medically 
required services rendered by a physician or 
surgeon. There can be no dollar limit or exclusion 
except on the grounds that the services are not 
medically required. Certain surgical-dental ser- 
vices rendered by dental surgeons in hospitals 
have been included as benefits from July 1, 1968. 

2. Uninhibited access to necessary services. 
The benefit coverage must be administered in such 
a way that there will be no impediment or 
preclusion through financial charges or otherwise 
to an insured person receiving necessary medical 
care. 

3. Universal availability to all eligible residents of 
a participating province on uniform terms and 
conditions and covering, in addition, at least 
ninety-five per cent of the total eligible population. 
This ensures access to coverage by all residents 
and prevents premium discrimination on account 
of previous health, age, non-membership in a 
group or other consideration. At the same time, 
subsidization in whole or in part for certain age 
groups or low income groups is permitted if a plan 
is financed by means of a premium system, 
provided all qualifying residents are treated 
equally. 

4. Portability of benefits when the beneficiary is 
temporarily absent from his own province and 
when he is moving from one participating province 
to another. Eligibility as a beneficiary is not related 
to employment insurance groups and, con- 
sequently, coverage is not lost when an individual 
changes jobs or residence. 

5. Administration on a non-profit basis by a 
public authority which is accountable to the 
provincial government for its financial transactions. 


Federal financial contributions to participating 
provinces became payable from July 1, 1968 and are 


based on half of the national per capita cost of the insur 
services of the national program, multiplied by the num} 
of insured persons in each province. Excluded from the 
insurable population of a province are members of the. 
Canadian Forces, Royal Canadian Mounted Police and 
persons serving a term of imprisonment in a penitentiary 
as defined in the Penitentiary Act. The exclusions amour 
to less than 0.5 per cent of the total population. This 
fiscal year, for the first time, federal financial contributic 
were subject to ceilings arising out of an amendment 

to the Medical Care Act assented to on July 16, 1976. 
However, as a result of an agreement on new federal- 
provincial fiscal arrangements reached in the last half 01 
this year, this will be the last fiscal year in which federal 
contributions are based on the national per capita cost f 
the particular fiscal year. These new arrangements are 
described later in this report. 

Insurable residents of a participating province 
who are eligible and entitled to receive insured services 
under any other Act of the Parliament of Canada or unde 
any law of a province relating to workers’ compensation 
are not entitled to benefits under the Medical Care Act. 
For example, war veterans entitled to medical care unde 
other federal legislation are excluded from the benefit 
coverage of the Medical Care Act insofar as their com- 
pensable disability is concerned. The relevant federal 
statutes are as follows:

Coverage is automatic for eligible residents in 
most provinces, subject to any registration requirements 
being met. In Ontario, coverage is mandatory for person 
employed where there are 15 or more persons on the 
payroll, while coverage is voluntary for the remainder of 
the population. In Alberta, persons may ‘‘opt out” on a- 
yearly basis, but such an election must be for both the 
provincial hospital insurance and medical care plans.

This led to the enactment of 
Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Estab- 
ed Programs Financing Act, 1977, assented to on 
ch 31, 1977, containing consequential amendments to 
Medical Care Act. Commencing April 1, 1977, federal 
tributions to the established programs of hospital insur- 
2, medical care and post-secondary education will no 
jer be directly related to provincial costs, but will take 
form of a transfer to the provinces of tax room and 
ciated equalization, and cash payments. The total 
ral contributions, in general terms, will be based on the 
ent escalated value of the 1975-76 federal contribu- 
s for the programs in question. The tax room to be 
ited by the federal government will permit the provinces 
crease their tax rates so as to collect additional revenue 


without necessarily increasing the total tax burden on 
Canadians. The yield from the new provincial taxes will 
normally increase faster than the rate of growth of the 
Gross National Product. The cash payments will be condi- 
tional upon the provincial health insurance plans meeting 
the criteria of the federal health insurance legislation 
respecting comprehensiveness of insured services, 
universality, accessibility, portability and public admin- 
istration. At the outset, the cash payments will approximate 
the value of the tax room transferred, and be in the form 
of per capita payments calculated in accordance with 

the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Estab- 
lished Programs Financing Act, 1977. These per capita 
payments will be escalated yearly in accordance with 
changes in the Gross National Product, and adjusted 
gradually over time so that all provinces at the end of five 
years will be receiving equal per capita cash contributions. 
Also, under the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements 
and Established Programs Financing Act, 1977, as of 
April 1, 1977, the federal government will be making 
additional equal per capita cash contributions yearly to 
the provinces to contribute towards the cost of certain 
extended health care services. These services are: nursing 
home intermediate care, adult residential care, converted 
mental hospitals, home care (health aspects), and ambula- 
tory health care services. The extended health care services 
contribution will be $20 per capita for 1977-78, with sub- 
sequent yearly escalation in the same manner as the basic 
cash contributions of established program financing. 

The new established programs financing arrange- 
ments will provide the provinces with more money than 
they would have received under the previous arrangements 
and will provide for greater equality among the provinces 
in what they receive from the federal government. These 
new arrangements will also provide them with greater 
flexibility in the use of their own funds while safeguarding 
the national standards contained in the Medical Care Act. 


Selected Changes in Provincial Plans 

Surveillance of legislative and regulatory changes 
in the various provincial plans has been continued and no 
significant difficulties encountered. 

Changes in provincial plans during the fiscal year 
included the following: 

— The three premium provinces — British Columbia, 
Alberta and Ontario — each raised their premium 
rates. In British Columbia the premium for the 
province's Medical Services Plan changed, effec- 
tive July 1, 1976, from $5.00 to $7.50 monthly 
for single persons, from $10.00 to $15.00 monthly 
for two persons and from $12.50 to $18.75 fora 
family of three or more. Alberta raised its premium 
for basic health services and insured hospital 
services, effective April 1, 1976, from $5.75 to 
$6.40 monthly for single persons and from $11.50 
to $12.80 monthly for registrants with one or more 
dependents. The premium rates for the combined 
medical care and hospital insurance plan in 
Ontario were increased, effective August 1, 1976, 
from $11.00 per month to $16.00 per month for 


individuals and from $22.00 per month to $32.00 

per month for families of two or more persons. 

— Increases in the schedules of payments to medical 
practitioners were implemented in all provinces 
and territories. As with remuneration increases 
in other sectors of the economy, these revisions 
were subject to the purview and criteria of the 
anti-inflation program. 

— In Newfoundland, regulations under the Medical 
Care Insurance Act were amended to permit 
assessment of beneficiaries for the cost of services 
which had been paid for by the Newfoundland 
Medical Care Commission but deemed to be not 
medically required. 

The Appendix contains a tabular summary of the 
provincial medical care insurance plans and the com- 
plementary hospital insurance plans, as of January 1, 
1977. |It should be noted, however, that this information 
is subject to change. Detailed descriptions of each pro- 
vincial medical care insurance plan may be obtained from 
the Director General, Health Insurance and Resources, 
Health Programs Branch, Department of National Health 
and Welfare, Ottawa, Ontario, K1A 1B4. 


Medical Care Program — Administration 

The purpose of the Medical Care Act is to ensure 
that all Canadian residents can have access to necessary 
care on a prepaid basis by authorizing the federal govern- 
ment to provide financial assistance to the provinces. 
To do this effectively, the program has been organized 
on the basis of three interrelated activities. 

1. Administration of the Medical Care Act. 

2. Provision of advisory services to the provinces on 
various aspects of the provincial medical care 
insurance plans. 

3. Conducting studies, and providing technical and 
professional consultative services to the provinces 
and other appropriate bodies on the planning, 
delivery and utilization of medical services. 


The Health Programs Branch, through its Health 
Insurance and Resources Directorate, is responsible for 
the administration of the Medical Care Act; and also for 
the administration of the Hospital Insurance and Diag- 
nostic Services Act, the Health Resources Fund Act and 
the Professional Training Program. The Branch is also 
responsible for conducting studies and providing advice 
on health care services and related matters, administration 
of the National Health Research and Development Program 
and the development and promotion of health standards 
and guidelines. 

The Health Insurance Supplementary Fund, which 
is also administered by the Health Insurance and 
Resources Directorate, provides for the payment of claims 
for the insured services of the Hospital Insurance and 
Diagnostic Services and the Medical Care Acts for 
residents of Canada who have been unable to obtain 
coverage or have lost coverage through no fault of their 
own. During 1976-77, payments amounted to $2 046, 
leaving a balance of $21 709 in the Fund. 


Selected Activities 

The federal-provincial Advisory Committee on 
Health Insurance met twice during the year. The terms 
of reference of this committee, which consists of the hez 
of all provincial and territorial medical care and hospital 
insurance plans as well as representatives of the federal 
government, are: 

— tocollaborate on all matters concerning the 
administration of the Hospital Insurance and 
Diagnostic Services Act, Agreements and Regul: 
tions thereunder, and the Medical Care Act; and 

— to advise the Ministers of Health, through the 
Conference of Deputy Ministers, on matters 
related to the development, organization and 
administration of insurable health programs. 


Items of particular interest to medical care 
authorities discussed at these meetings included statisti 
information on physicians required by the Anti-Inflation 
Board; medical audit; accreditation of health manpower 
training programs; acupuncture as an experimental pro- 
cedure; the proposed ninth revision of the International 
Classification of Diseases; automatic medical care clain 
encoding; the use of plastic registration cards for health 
insurance purposes and the Report of the Requirements 
Committee of the National Committee on Physician 
Manpower. 

The Working Group on Medical Audit presented 
a report to the Advisory Committee in May 1976, pro- 
posing the formation of two ad hoc committees to 
formulate inventories of clinical practice and policy guic 
lines for medical practice. Since the term ‘medical audi 
was considered too restrictive in this context, it was alsc 
proposed that the name of the group be changed to the 
“Steering Committee on Health Care Audit’’. The report 
was accepted as information by the Advisory Committee 
but it was agreed that further work should be suspended 
until a review of the current federal-provincial advisory 
committee structure had been completed and the relatio 
ships between various standards development bodies 
within that structure had been clarified. 

The provision of data on physicians’ earnings an 
expenses of practice to provincial medical care insuranc 
plans and provincial medical associations continued 
during the year. Similar studies of other categories of 
health professionals were also continued at the request 
of the provinces. An on-going study of the estimated 
average working life of different kinds of physicians, 
undertaken at the request of the Canadian Medical 
Association, also continued. Information derived from 
this study is of assistance in determining appropriate feé 
differentials. In-depth comparative analyses of utilizatior 
and cost experience of the provincial medical care 
insurance plans were also undertaken by the Health 
Programs Branch. 

Information and views continued to be exchange 
with provincial officials, representatives of professional 
associations and representatives of foreign governments 
interested in Canadian developments in the field of healt 
insurance. In May 1976, a ‘’Review Body” from Eire 


ted the Department and several provinces to obtain 
eral information on the health services system and to 
dy the mechanics of physician remuneration in Canada. 
national interest in the Canadian health insurance 
erience also continued to be reflected in the large 

aber of written requests for information received by the 
Ith Insurance and Resources Directorate. 


mula for Federal Contributions 

The amount of federal contributions to the 
vinces is calculated on the basis of formulae contained 
1e Medical Care Act. They were designed to provide 
ater federal assistance to those provinces in which the 
capita cost of medical care is lower and to provide 
equitable federal contributions to the provinces, 
ng into consideration the wide variation in per capita 
fs among the provinces. 

The per capita cost for a year of all insured 
‘ices of the national program is an amount equal to 
aggregate of the cost of services insured under the 
onal program that are incurred by all provinces divided 
he average number of insured persons. The annual 
ral contribution to each province equals 50 per cent 
le per capita cost for the year of all insured services 
le national program furnished under the provincial 
is, Multiplied by the number of insured persons in the 
‘ince. However, the 1976 amendment to the Medical 
2 Act limited the contributions for fiscal year 1976-77 
13 per cent of the 1975-76 per capita contributions. 

Since the federal! contributions are calculated on 
nnual basis, the Medical Care Act provides for 
inces on account of contributions, so that provinces 
ot need to wait for reimbursement of the amounts 
sh they are required to pay to doctors ona continuing 
s. To expedite the payment of advances and, at the 
e time, to forestall the likelihood of major adjustments 
r the end of each fiscal year, the formula used for 
ulation of advance payments provides for a holdback 
p to ten per cent of the amount due a province. 

The remaining balance is paid to the provinces 
wing receipt of final cost reports from all participating 
inces. These final reports must be signed by the 
incial authorities, certified by the provincial auditors, 
reviewed by federal officials. 


incial Experience 

Costs and Contributions 

The advance estimates for fiscal year 1976-77

ll be noted that the total costs as estimated for the 


nine-year period were $10 552 million and the costs as 
incurred were $10 180 million. 

Estimates of costs, which are prepared in advance 
of each plan year, take into account such factors as 
changes in the (insured) population, utilization of insured 
services, submission and payment of claims. Additionally 
allowance is made for anticipated changes in rates of 
payment (e.g., professional fees) and for transfers 
between the Medical Care and Hospital Insurance 
Programs.

For a variety of reasons, such as the transfer of 
certain laboratory and radiology costs from the Medical 
Care Program to the Hospital Insurance Program, the 
above-quoted year-to-year changes are not comparable, 
and do not provide a true picture of the changes in the 
costs of insured services which were experienced by the 
provincial medical care insurance plans. 

The following comparisons are based upon data 
which have been partly adjusted to improve their year-to- 
year comparability. Adjustments comprise normalization 
of certain insured-person counts, as well as changes made 
in cost figures to compensate for the effects of such 
factors as the above-noted transfer of certain laboratory 
and radiology costs and of retroactive changes in pay- 
ments. In previous analyses of this type the adjustments 
for the transfer of laboratory and radiology services were 
based upon the assumption that the transferred services 
had never been covered under the provincial medical care 
insurance plans. Under the federal-provincial financing 
arrangements which will be in effect from April 1, 1977, 
the incentive to carry out such transfers will disappear, 
and it is expected that provinces will again report such 
payments under the Medical Care Program. Consequently, 
the following comparisons are based upon the assumption 
that the transfers to the Hospital Insurance Program had 
not occurred. Not taken into account in this adjustment are 
major increases or decreases in claims inventories, i.e., 
year-to-year changes in the estimated value of services 
rendered, but not paid, at the end of a fiscal year:

Figure 1 shows annual percentage changes for 
various cost factors. With respect to aggregate fee pay- 
ments to physicians, the percentage cost increase in 
1976-77 was almost identical to the average annual 
increases over the preceding four year period. However, 
payment schedule increases were a much more important 


component in the cost increase for 1976-77 than in 
averaged earlier years. Growth in the per capita number 
of fee-practice physicians was down considerably while 
the utilization factor had a negative value in 1976-77. 
The utilization factor is a residual and reflects changes ir 
fee-payments for reasons other than growth in the insure 
population, increases in the per capita number of fee- 
practice physicians, and increases in payment schedules

Figure 2 shows the dollar contribution to progran 
cost changes made by the major types of payments and 
cost factors. In 1976-77, the value of payment schedule 
revisions amounted to $141 million, i.e., 69 per cent of 
the total increase in program costs. Assuming that 
increases in the per capita number of fee-practice physi- 
cians tend to cause similar size changes in per capita 
costs, the growth in the supply of physicians in Canada 
is estimated to have contributed about $49 million or 23: 
per cent of the total increase in program costs in 1976-77 
The dollar impact of increases in the number of insured 
persons amounted to $23 million, and another $11 milliol 
increase was accounted for by non-fee payments and the 
cost of dental services. As indicated above, there was 
a downward movement in utilization of services which ha 
a cost reduction impact amounting to an estimated $20 
million.

Annual Report of the Minister of National Health and 
Welfare respecting operations of the Medical Care Act 
for the fiscal year ended March 31, 1978. 


This is the tenth report to Parliament, made in 
accordance with Section 9 of the Medical Care Act 
and related to operations for the fiscal year ended 
March 31, 1978. 


Program Description 


The Medical Care Act (chapter M-8, R.S.C., 1970) 
received Royal Assent on December 21, 1966. In 
keeping with a recommendation from the Royal 
Commission on Health Services in 1964, the Act 
established a grant-in-aid program whereby the 
federal government is empowered to make financial 
contributions to those provinces which operate 
medical care insurance plans meeting certain 
minimum criteria. These criteria are embodied in the 
Act and require the provincial plans to have the 
following characteristics: 


1. Comprehensive coverage for all medically 
required services rendered by a physician or 
surgeon. There can be no dollar limit or 
exclusion except on the grounds that the 
services are not medically required. Certain 
surgical-dental services rendered by dental 
surgeons in hospitals have been included as 
benefits from July 1, 1968. 


2. Uninhibited access to necessary services. The 
benefit coverage must be administered in 
such a way that there will be no impediment 
or preclusion through financial charges or 
otherwise to an insured person receiving 
necessary medical care. 


3. Universal availability to all eligible residents 
of a participating province on uniform terms 
and conditions and covering, in addition, at 
least ninety-five per cent of the total 
eligible population. This ensures access to 
coverage by all residents and _ prevents 
premium discrimination on account of 
previous health, age, non-membership in a 
group or other consideration. At the same 
time, subsidization in whole or in part for 
certain age groups or low-income groups is 
permitted if a plan is financed by means of a 
premium system, provided all qualifying 
residents are treated equally. 


4. Portability of benefits when the beneficiary is 
temporarily absent from his/her own province 
and when he/she is moving from one partici- 
pating province to another. Eligibility as a 
beneficiary is not related to employment 
insurance groups and, consequently, coverage 
is not lost when an individual changes jobs or 
residence.

Description du programme

Federal financial contributions to participating 
provinces became payable from July 1, 1968 and, 
originally, were based on half of the national per 
capita cost of the insured services of the national 
program, multiplied by the number of insured persons 
in each province. As a result of a 1976 amendment to 
the Medical Care Act, the 1976-77 per capita contri- 
bution was limited to 113% of the 1975-76 per capita 
contribution. This ceiling marginally reduced the level 
of the federal contribution below 50 per cent of the 
national per capita cost of insured services for that 
year. New financial arrangements came into effect 
this year and are discussed later in this report under 
the heading "Description of Financial Arrangements". 


The Medical Care Act excludes from the insurable 
population of a province members of the Canadian 
Forces, Royal Canadian Mounted Police and persons 
serving a term of imprisonment in a penitentiary as 
defined in the Penitentiary Act. These exclusions 
amount to less than 0.5 per cent of the total popula- 
tion. 


Insurable residents of a participating province 
who are eligible and _ entitled to receive 
insured services under any other Act of the Parliament 
of Canada or under any law of a province relating to 
workers! compensation are not entitled to benefits 
under the Medical Care Act. For example, war 
veterans entitled to medical care under other federal 
legislation are excluded from the benefit coverage of 
the Medical Care Act insofar as their compensable 
disability is concerned. The relevant federal statutes 
are as follows:

Virtually 100 per cent of the more than 23 million 
residents of Canada who were eligible for coverage 
under the Medical Care Program through the various 
provincial plans were insured in 1977-78. 


This is the sixth fiscal year in which medical care 
insurance plans were in effect in all jurisdictions. The 
provincial plans have been operational for at least 
seven years and in most instances for eight or nine 
years.

Program Changes 


Important changes were initiated this year in 
connection with federal contributions to the provinces. 
Late in 1976, following several years of negotiations, 
the provinces and Canada agreed to new financial 
arrangements for medical care and hospital insurance, 
among other fiscal matters. This led to the enactment 
of the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and 
Established Programs Financing Act, 1977, (EPF Act) 
assented to on March 31, 1977, which contains the 
formulae for calculating the yearly federal contri- 
butions to the provinces. 


Description of Financing Arrangements 


Commencing April 1, 1977, federal contributions 
to the provinces with respect to the established 
. programs of hospital insurance, medical care and post- 
secondary education, are no longer directly related to 
provincial costs but take the form of a block fund that 
includes: 


a) The transfer to the provinces of tax room and 
associated equalization, and

Changements apportés au programme 


Au cours de l'année, certaines modifications 
importantes ont été apportées au programme concer- 
nant les contributions versées aux provinces par le 
gouvernement fédéral.

Description des accords financiers 


Depuis le 18" avril 1977, les contributions 
fédérales versées aux provinces, relativement aux 
programmes établis d'assurance-hospitalisation, de 
soins médicaux et d'études postsecondaires ne sont 
plus fonction immédiate des frais provinciaux, mais 
prennent plutét la forme d'un financement global qui 
comprend:

The total federal contributions for these programs 
are now, in general terms, based on the current 
escalated value of the 1975-76 federal contributions 
for the three programs. 


The tax room vacated by the federal government 
permitted the provinces to increase their tax rates so 
as to collect additional revenue without necessarily 
increasing the total tax burden on Canadians. 


At the outset, the yearly cash payments to the 
provinces had approximately the same value as the tax 
room transferred. The formula for the cash payments 
is complex and five factors are involved: 


a) 50 per cent of the national average per 
capita federal contributions to the provinces 
for the established programs in the base year, 
1975-76, plus the cash equivalent of one 
personal income tax point on a per capita 
basis ($7.63); 


b) provincial population; 


c) an escalator consisting of a three-year 
moving average of the annual rate of growth 
of the Gross National Product on a per capita 
basis; 


d) transitional payments to provinces where the 
tax transfer and associated equalization are 
less than the value of the basic cash contri- 
bution; 


e) levelling adjustments to the basic cash con- 
tributions so that all provinces at the end of 
five years will be receiving equal per capita 
basic cash contributions. 


The Minister of Finance allocates the federal cash 
contribution to each province among the three esta- 
blished programs on the basis of the proportion for the 
fiscal year 1975-76. The approximate allocations used 
for 1977-78, based on estimates, were: 


49.9% - Hospital Insurance 
17.7% - Medical Care 
32.4% - Post-Secondary Education 


The allocated cash contributions for the health 
programs are deemed to be the contributions payable 
under the Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services 
Act and the Medical Care Act. The cash contributions 
are payable by the Minister of National Health and 
Welfare. They are conditional upon the corresponding 
provincial hospital and medical care insurance plans 
continuing to meet the program criteria of the federal 
health insurance legislation respecting compre- 
hensiveness of insured services, universality, 
accessibility, portability and, in the case of the

e) des redressements pour niveler les contri- 
butions de base en especes, de sorte qu'apres 
cing ans toutes les provinces recevront les 
mémes contributions de base en especes, par 
habitant. 


Le ministre des Finances répartit la contribution 
fédérale en especes accordée a chaque province entre 
les trois programmes établis, en fonction du prorata 
pour l'année financiére 1975-1976. En fonction des 
prévisions, la répartition approximative appliquée 
pour 1977-1978 a été la suivante: 


49,9% - assurance-hospitalisation 
17,7% - soins médicaux 
32,4% - études postsecondaires 


Les contributions en especes affectées aux 
programmes de santé sont considérées comme étant 
payables en vertu de la Loi sur _ |'assurance- 
hospitalisation et les services diagnostiques et de la 
Loi sur les soins médicaux. Le ministre de la Santé 
nationale et du Bien-étre social est chargé de verser 
les contributions en especes. Elles sont condition- 
nelles, en ce sens que les régimes provinciaux 
d'assurance-hospitalisation et de soins médicaux 
doivent continuer de satisfaire aux critéres de la loi 
fédérale sur l'assurance-santé et concernant la 


Medical Care Act, non-profit administration by an 
agency responsible to the provincial government for 
its financial transactions. At the same time, 
provinces now have greater flexibility in the use of 
their own funds and the federal contributions. The 
Minister of National Health and Welfare, under the 
new financing arrangements, continues to be respon- 
sible to Parliament for ensuring that the provincial 
plans continue to meet the program criteria. 


The established programs financing arrangements 
have been legislated for an indefinite term but there is 
provision in the legislation which makes it possible for 
the federal government to terminate the arrangements 
by giving notice effective March 31 of the third year 
after the year in which notice is given. However, such 
notice cannot be given until at least two years have 
elapsed (i.e. earliest date on which notice can be given 
is subsequent to April 1, 1979). 


Also, under the EPF Act, as of April 1, 1977, the 
federal government is making additional equal per 
capita cash contributions to the provinces towards the 
cost of extended health care services not covered by 
the Medical Care and Hospital Insurance Programs. 
These services are: nursing home intermediate care, 
adult residential care, converted mental hospitals, 
home care (health aspects), and ambulatory health 
care services. The extended health care services 
contribution is $20 per capita for 1977-78, with 
subsequent yearly escalation in the same manner as 
the basic cash contributions. 


Selected Changes in Provincial Plans 


Surveillance of legislative and regulatory changes 
in the various provincial plans has been continued and 
no significant difficulties encountered. 


Changes in provincial plans during the fiscal year 
included the following: 


- Alberta raised its premium for basic health 
services, and insured hospital services, 
effective April 1, 1977, from $6.40 to $7.05 
monthly for a single person and from $12.80 
to $14.10 monthly for a family. 


- With one exception, increases in the 
schedules of payments for medical practi- 
tioners were implemented in all provinces 
and territories. As with remuneration 
increases in other sectors of the economy, 
these revisions were subject to the purview 
and criteria of the anti-inflation program.

La surveillance des modifications apportées aux 
lois et aux réglements des différents régimes 
provinciaux s'est poursuivie et aucune difficulté 
majeure n'a été rencontrée.

The Appendix contains a tabular summary of the 
provincial medical care insurance plans and the 
hospital insurance plans, as of January 1, 1978.

Medical Care Program - Administration 


The purpose of the Medical Care Act is to ensure 
that all residents of Canada can have access to 
necessary Care on a prepaid basis by authorizing the 
federal government to provide financial assistance to 
the provinces. To do this effectively, the program has 
been organized on the basis of three interrelated 
activities. 


1. Administration of the Medical Care Act. 


2. Provision of advisory services to the 
provinces on various aspects of the provincial 
medical care insurance plans. 


3. Conducting studies, and providing technical 
and professional consultative services to the 
provinces and other appropriate bodies on the 
planning, delivery and utilization of medical 
services. 


The Health Services and Promotion Branch, 
formerly the Health Programs Branch, is responsible 
for the administration of the Medical Care Act, the 
Hospital Insurance and Diagnostic Services Act, the 
Health Resources Fund Act and the Professional 
Training Program. The Branch is also responsible for 
conducting studies and providing advice on health care 
services and related matters, administration of the 
National Health Research and Development Program, 
the development of health standards and guidelines, 
and health promotion activities. 


The Health Insurance Supplementary Fund, which 
is administered by the Health Services and Promotion 
Branch, provides for the payment of claims for the 
insured services of the Medical Care and the Hospital 
Insurance and Diagnostic Services Acts for residents 
of Canada who have been unable to obtain coverage or 
have lost coverage through no fault of their own. 
During 1977-78, payments amounted to $268, leaving a 
balance of $21 441 in the Fund.

Programme de soins médicaux - Administration 


La Loi sur les soins médicaux a pour objet de 
garantir a tous les habitants du Canada I'accés aux 
soins médicaux nécessaires, payés d'avance, et 
d'iautoriser a cette fin le gouvernement fédéral a 
fournir aux provinces une aide financiére. Pour 
garantir son efficacité, le programme a été élaboré de 
facon a couvrir trois domaines d'activités apparentés: 


1. l'application de la Loi sur les soins médicaux; 


2. la création de services consultatifs, destinés 
aux provinces, sur les divers aspects des 
regimes provinciaux de soins medicaux; 


3. la conduite d'études et la création de services 
consultatifs d'ordre technique et  profes- 
sionnel, destinés aux provinces et aux 
organismes intéressés, dans le domaine de la 
planification, de la distribution et de l'utilisa- 
tion des services médicaux. 


La Direction générale des services et de la 
promotion de la santé, anciennement la Direction 
générale des programmes de la santé, est chargée de 
surveiller l'application de la Loi sur les soins 
médicaux, de la Loi sur l'assurance-hospitalisation et 
les services diagnostiques, de la Loi sur la Caisse 
d'aide a la santé et du Programme de formation 
professionnelle. De plus, la Direction générale entre- 
prend des études, fournit des services de consultation 
dans le domaine des soins et services de santé et 
autres sujets connexes, gére le programme national de 
recherche et développement en matiére de santé, et 
voit a la création de normes et de lignes de conduite 
dans le domaine de la santé et a l'organisation des 
activités de promotion de la santé. 


La Caisse supplémentaire d'assurance-santé, 
gérée par la Direction générale des services et de la 
promotion de la santé, prévoit le paiement d'indem- 
nités, pour les services assurés en vertu de la Loi sur 
les soins médicaux et. de la Loi sur l'assurance- 
hospitalisation et les services diagnostiques, aux 
habitants du Canada qui n'ont pu obtenir la garantie ou 
qui ont perdu leur droit a celle-ci sans que ce soit leur 
faute. Au cours de l'année 1977-1978, les versements 
se sont élevés a $268, laissant un solde de $21 441 
dans la Caisse. 


Selected Activities 


The federal-provincial Advisory Committee on 
Health Insurance met twice during the year. The 
terms of reference of this Committee, which consisted 
of senior provincial and territorial health insurance 
plan officials, as well as representatives of the federal 
government, were: 


- to collaborate on all matters concerning the 
administration of the Hospital Insurance and 
Diagnostic Services Act, Agreements and 
Regulations thereunder, and the Medical 
Care Act; and 


- to advise the Ministers of Health, through the 
Conference of Deputy Ministers of Health, on 
other matters related to the development, 
organization and administration of insurable 
health programs, including such aspects as 
scope, quality, quantity, cost effectiveness 
and standards. 


Items of particular interest discussed at these 
meetings included: continuing development of guide- 
lines for special services in hospitals; established 
programs financing; interprovincial agreement on non- 
residents in provincial mental hospitals; standard out- 
patient rates for insured services provided in other 
Provinces; design guidelines for health facilities; the 
standards program for health care technology being 
developed by the Canadian Standards Association; 
bone marrow transplant services; the report of the 
Isolation Facilities Working Group; the Red Cross 
Budget for the Blood Transfusion and Donor 
Recruitment Services and inter-provincial compara- 
tive data on major surgical procedures. 


The Advisory Committee on Health Insurance 
ceased to exist when the Conference of Deputy 
Ministers of Health, at its meeting of December 8 and 
9, 1977, approved a proposal for a revised federal- 
provincial advisory committee structure. The 
Conference approved guidelines for improving the 
operation of committees and other groups and for 
making them more responsive to the objectives of the 
Deputy Ministers. The Advisory Committee on 
Institutional Care Services was created and will now 
be the forum for representatives of the provincial and 
territorial medical care and hospital insurance plans 
and representatives of the federal government to 
discuss matters of mutual interest and concern. 


The provision of data on physicians! earnings and 
expenses of practice to provincial medical care 
insurance plans and provincial medical associations 
continued during the year. Similar studies of other 
categories of health professionals were also continued 
at the request of the provinces. An on-going study of 
the estimated average working life of different kinds 


Activités d'intérét 


Le Comité consultatif fédéral-provincial de 
l'assurance-santé s'est réuni deux fois cette année. 
Formé des dirigeants provinciaux et territoriaux des 
régimes d'assurance-santé ainsi que des représentants 
du gouvernement fédéral, ce comité avait le mandat 
suivant: 


- de collaborer au réglement de toute question 
touchant I'application de la Loi sur 
l'assurance-hospitalisation et les services 
diagnostiques, des accords et réglements 
prevus par celle-ci et de la Loi sur les soins 
médicaux; et, 

- de conseiller les ministres de la Santé, par 
l'entremise de la conférence des sous- 
ministres de la santé, sur les questions liées a 
la création, a l'organisation et a la gestion 
des programmes d'assurance-santé y compris 
ce qui touche la portée, la qualité, la 
quantité, la rentabilité et les normes de 
ceux-Ci. 


Parmi les questions soulevées pendant ces 
réunions, mentionnons la mise au point en permanence 
de lignes directrices sur les services spéciaux offerts 
dans les hdépitaux; le financement des programmes 
€établis; l'entente interprovinciale concernant les non- 
résidants dans les hépitaux psychiatriques provinciaux; 
les taux normaux des services assurés, dispensés aux 
clients venant d'une autre province, dans les cliniques 
de consultation externe; les lignes directrices sur la 
conception des établissements  sanitaires; le 
programme de normes sur les techniques de soins 
médicaux lancé par I'Association canadienne de 
normalisation; les services de greffes de la moelle 
osseuse; le rapport du Groupe de travail sur les instal- 
lations d'isolement; la portion du budget de la Croix- 
Rouge affectée aux services de transfusion sanguine et 
de recrutement des donneurs de sang; et les données 
comparatives interprovinciales sur les_ principales 
techniques chirurgicales. 


Le Comité consultatif de l'assurance-santé a 
cessé d'exister lorsque la Conférence des sous- 
ministres de la santé, au cours de sa réunion des 8 et 9 
décembre 1977, a approuvé une proposition visant a 
modifier la structure du Comité consultatif fédéral- 
provincial. La Conférence a approuvé des lignes 
directrices ayant pour but d'améliorer l'organisation 
des comités et autres groupes et de les rendre plus 
sensibles a la réalisation des objectifs des sous- 
ministres. Le Comité consultatif des services de soins 
en é€tablissement a été créé afin de permettre aux 
représentants des régimes provinciaux et territoriaux 
de soins médicaux et d'assurance-hospitalisation et a 
ceux du gouvernement fédéral de discuter de questions 
d'intérét mutuel. 


Au cours de l'année, on a continué de fournir des 
données sur les gains et les dépenses des médecins aux 
régimes provinciaux de soins médicaux et aux associa- 
tions médicales provinciales.

of physicians, undertaken at the request of the 
Canadian Medical Association, also continued. 
Information derived from this study is of assistance in 
determining appropriate fee differentials. In-depth 
comparative analyses of utilization and _ cost 
experience of the provincial medical care insurance 
plans were also undertaken by the Health Services and 
Promotion Branch. The latest available publication on 
this subject is Medical Care-Statistical Supplement to 
the Annual Report 1975-76 which may be obtained 
from the Publications Coordinator, Health Services 
and Promotion Branch, Department of National Health 
and Welfare, Ottawa, Ontario KIA 1B4. 


Information and views continued to be exchanged 
with provincial officials, representatives of pro- 
fessional associations, academics, and representatives 
of foreign governments interested in Canada's national 
health insurance programs. These included the 
Secretary of the U.S. Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare, other senior U.S. government 
officials, and the U.S. Committee on Nationa! Health 
Insurance. International interest in the Canadian 
programs also continued to be reflected in the 
requests for information received by the Department. 


Financial Experience 


Payments by Canada to the provinces and 
territories for the fiscal years 1974-75 to 1977-78 are 
detailed in Table 1. 


During the fiscal year 1977-78, federal payments 
to the provinces and territories totaled $598 352 307 
and consisted of:

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Analysis of Cost Changes* 


As mentioned above, 1977-78 was the first year in 
which federal contributions were calculated in 
accordance with the provisions of the Federal- 
Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and _ Established 
Programs Financing Act, 1977. As_ federal 
contributions are no longer based upon actual pro- 
vincial costs for insured services, several provinces 
made changes in reporting arrangements, and in 
particular they ceased to compile detailed information 
on non-fee payments to physicians. Because non-fee 
costs for 1977-78 were partly estimated they are 
included in the following comparisons for the record 
only, and should be treated with caution. 


Unadjusted aggregate and per capita costs 
increased at the rates shown in Table 2 for the period 
1971-72, the first full year of participation of all ten 
provinces, to 1977-78:

For a number of reasons the year-to-year changes 
shown in Table 2 are not comparable. For example, 
reported program costs for 1977-78 include about $150 
million for laboratory and radiology services which had 
been treated as Hospital Insurance Program costs in 
1976-77 and some earlier years. 


The comparisons shown in Table 3 are based upon 
data which have been partly adjusted to improve year- 
to-year comparability. Adjustments allow for the 
normalization of insured person counts, retroactive 
changes in payments, and the above noted temporary 
transfer of certain laboratory and radiology costs from 
the Medical Care Program to the Hospital Insurance 
Program. The latter adjustment is based upon the 
assumption that the temporary transfers had never 
occurred. Not taken into account in the following 
comparisons are major increases or decreases in

As provinces gained experience in the administra- 
tion of medical care plans, most of them lowered their 
claims inventories over time. Furthermore, towards 
the end of the fiscal year 1976-77, several provinces 
sharply reduced their claims inventories to maximize 
federal contributions before the pending changes in 
federal-provincial financing arrangements came into 
effect. The additional payments made in 1976-77 
tended to be missing from program costs reported in 
1977-78. Making adjustments for major changes in 
claims inventories results in fully adjusted program 
costs and these are shown in Table 4.

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The utilization factor is a residual one and 
reflects changes in fee payments for reasons other 
than population growth, increases in the per capita 
number of physicians, and revisions of payment 
schedules. It is equivalent to changes in utilization 
per physician. If it is assumed that utilization, as 
calculated here, can be regarded as a measure of the 
volume of services, the above figures indicate that the 
number of services per physician increased by about 
10 per cent per year from 1971-72 to 1977-78. 
However, the volume assumption must be made with 
some Caution as the utilization factor can also reflect 
some changes to more, or less, expensive services and 
may not be entirely due to volume change. 


Alternatively, when omitting from consideration 
changes in the per capita number of physicians, the 
utilization factor becomes a measure of changes in 
utilization per insured person. From 1971-72 to 1977- 
78 the volume of services per insured person increased 
at an average rate of 4.6 per cent per year. Utiliza- 
tion per insured person may grow or decline as a result 
of such factors as changes in the age-sex and urban- 
rural distribution of the covered population, techno- 
logical progress, and changes in the public's perception 
of the value of medical care. Taking into account 
payment schedule revisions, the figures also show that 
increases in fee payments per fee practice physician in 
the ten provinces averaged 5.8 per cent per year 
during the 6-year period. 


Table 7 shows the extent to which the various 
factors mentioned above contributed to increases in 
total payments to physicians. The results are 
expressed in terms of percentages and corresponding 
dollar amounts. For purposes of the calculation it is 
assumed that increases in the per capita number of 
physicians tend to cause same-size changes in per 
capita costs.

Expressed in another way, the figures in Table 7 
show that adjusted fee payments to physicians by the 
ten provincial medical care insurance plans increased 
by about $980 million, from 1971-72 to 1977-78. 
About 45 per cent of this amount, or $435 million, was 
the result of price changes, and a further $125 million 
was due to population growth. Utilization per insured 
person accounted for about $420 million. The last- 
mentioned, in turn, can be regarded as ea of 
changes in the per capita supply of physicians ($330 
million) and changes in the utilization per physician 
(S90 million). 


Or, looking at it from yet another perspective, 
increases in payments per physician represented about 
54 per cent of the total increase in fee payments, or 
$525 million. Increases in the number of fee practice 
physicians accounted for the remaining 46 per cent, or 
approximately $455 million.
